Eugene Onegin (May 5-15). Plus, the en- 
tries for the Third Boston International 
Choreography Competition will be set to 
music by Tchaikovsky; the four winning 
ballets will premiere in “Tchaikovsky 
Anew” (February 3-13). 

This, Boston Ballet’s 30th-anniversary 
season, is easily its most ambitious ever. If 
artistic director Bruce Marks and company 
can bring it off, it’ll also be their best.

FLYNN'S FICKLE 
FAREWELL 


First it was just a matter of weeks. Then 
there were reports the departure date would 
be closer to June or July. Now a Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee staffer says 
Boston Mayor Ray Flynn will likely leave 
the Hub for his Vatican City post no later 
than May. 

If you went by what was reported when 
Flynn accepted President Clinton’s invita- 
tion to be US ambassador to the Vatican 
three weeks ago, Flynn would already be 
brunching with the pope. Last week Flynn’s 
political director, Frank Doyle, suggested 
that his boss’s departure wouldn’t be until 
June, noting the slowness of the Washing- 
ton machinery. But a Foreign Relations 
Committee staffer says the only thing hold- 
ing up the process is missing paperwork. 

“We haven’t even received a formal 
White House announcement on his nomi- 
nation yet,” says the staffer, who didn’t 
want to be named. “We don’t have any pa- 
perwork on him yet.” 

A committee questionnaire, an FBI back- 
ground check, a State Department Certifi- 
cate of Demonstration of Competence, an 
ethics report, and a biography are among 
the documents the committee is waiting for 
in preparation of Flynn’s nomination hear- 
ing, the staffer says. Doyle said recently that 
the required paperwork is nearly finished. 

“Once we have the paper in the commit-

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tee, we move very quickly,” the staffer says. 
“If we get the Flynn paperwork this week, I 
should think he would be scheduled in 
April. Then they usually go right to the 
Senate floor for consideration.” 

Barring any protracted paperwork de- 
lays, the only potential obstacle to a speedy 
Flynn hearing is the schedule of other 
presidential appointments that also must 
be brought before the committee. But, the 
official says, there are only a couple of for- 
eign-service appointees in line before 
Flynn and one ambassadorial post — 
Thomas Pickering, Clinton’s nominee for 
ambassador to Russia. 

So when will Flynn bid bye to Beantown? 
His office says the Senate committee knows 
best, and it says by May. But given the con- 
fusion that’s reigned so far, don’t order 
those farewell bouquets just yet.

MURDOCH'S 
LEND-LEASE 


Share and share alike. That’s the motto 
now that Boston Herald owner Rupert 
Murdoch has added the New York Post to 
his portfolio. Some key Herald personnel 
— reporter Ed Cafasso, business staffer 
David Callaway, and sports guys George 
Kimball and Steve Harris — are either in 
New York or headed there, on loan to the 
resource-strapped Post. 

“They’re. here basically as long as I need 
them,” says former-Herald-editor-turned- 
Post-editor Ken Chandler, who initiated the 
lend-lease program with the approval of 
Herald and Post publisher Pat Purcell. 
“We’re really taking things a step at a 
time.” 

Noting that Murdoch must still receive a 
cross-ownership waiver from the Federal 
Communications Commission and faces 
tricky union negotiations, Chandler says he 
can’t hire from the outside at this point be- 
cause he’s unable to provide any long-term 
job security. 

The Post’s hijacking of the Herald crew 
may provoke anxiety among staffers at the 
Boston tabloid, who are already wondering 
if they’ve been downgraded in Murdoch’s 
media pecking order. 

Chandler says his former charges have 
nothing to fear, but turns mischievous when 
asked when he plans to return the quartet 
to Beantown. 

“We'll see if they want to go back after 
they’ve tasted life in the big city,” he chuck- 
les. “Cafasso [stationed at New York City 
Hall] already seems at home here.”

In the uphill battle to repair black-Jewish 
relations in Boston, cool at best since Mat- 
tapan’s black influx/Jewish exodus of the 
late 1950s, the weapons of choice at the 
moment are photographs and baseball 
cards. 

A nationally touring exhibit of pho- 
tographs, illustrations, and other historical 
items highlighting the common history of 
American blacks and Jews is now up at the 
Dillaway-Thomas House, in Roxbury. And 
the exhibit’s sponsors — the American Jew- 
ish Committee (AJC), Freedom House, and 
the Roxbury Heritage State Park — have 
commissioned a companion display of pho- 
tographs reflecting black-Jewish interaction 
in Roxbury, Mattapan, and Dorchester dat- 
ing back to the 18th century. The local ex- 
hibit, which is to include oral histories and 
other primary-source materials, will find a 
permanent Boston site once the national 
material leaves town. 

Also remaining behind: an 18-month-old 
group of about 50 black and Jewish busi- 
ness executives called the Black-Jewish 
Economic Roundtable, many of whom are 
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involved in organizing the photo exhibits. 

Founding member Lawrence Lowenthal 
of the AJC says the roundtable was con- 
ceived as “a networking forum to bring 
black and Jewish businesspeople together 
for interaction.” But the group hasn’t lived 
up to everyone’s expectations. 

“My whole premise was there was a need 
to establish economic links between blacks 
and Jews, and the Jewish community had 
better resources and contacts,” says Joseph 
Feaster, president of the Massachusetts 
Community and Banking Council and a 
roundtable founder. “I saw the possibility of 
forming some joint ventures, but we have 
yet to do a deal.” 

Not so, insists Lowenthal, who cites sev- 
eral business alliances that have grown out 
of the monthly meetings, including a bud- 
ding baseball-card-trading venture initiated 
by AJC executive Martin Goldman and Bos- 
ton Edison district manager Jim Webster. 

“There is goodwill, but we’re still strug- 
gling to find our mission,” says roundtable 
co-founder Andrea Gargiulo, a Boston at- 
torney. “The problem has been we no 
longer have a real indigenous Jewish popu- 
lation in Boston. And there isn’t any real 
political leadership — the Jewish communi- 
ty basically speaks through its religious 
leaders, and the black community does as 
well. It’s difficult to tell whom to meet with, 
and within each community there’s compe- 
tition and disagreement.” 

The Black-Jewish Historical Encounter 
photo exhibit can be seen at the Dillaway- 
Thomas House, 183 Roxbury Street, John 
Eliot Square, on Thursdays from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m., and on Saturdays from noon to 4 
p.m., or by appointment. Call 445-3399 or 
330-8678 for details and for the opening 
date of the local portion of the exhibit. 


PARADISE 
NOT LOST 


Don’t go selling your lifetime pass to the 
Paradise club just yet. 

Rumor has had it that Paradise owner 
Seth Greenberg would be tossing live music 
out of the club — widely acknowledged as 
one of the better places to see a band in 
Boston — to expand Euro-dance club M- 
80. But it doesn’t appear likely that the Par- 
adise will be changing its format, says Jodi 
Goodman, talent buyer for Tea Party Con- 
certs. 

“It’s safe to say that it has been looked 
into, but I’ve seen no indication that it will 
happen,” Goodman said last week. “The 
rumors probably got started because M-80 
has been a real success story, but it’s in a 
room the size of a closet.” Naturally, the 
adjoining Paradise would be a good place 
to expand M-80. “It’s like having a spare 
room in your house, when you were already 
looking to build an office.” 

“He’s definitely looking to expand the 
Euro-market,” Goodman says, adding it’s 
safe to say Greenberg will look for another 
building and leave the Paradise alone. “The 
club has become such an institution that 
he’s more likely to find other possibilities.” 

Greenberg was out of the country at 
press time, but an office representative also 
denies plans to close the Paradise. 

It also helps that the Paradise is now 
coming out of a slump that lasted most of 
the spring, with such big-time flops as last 
month’s Asia concert. Goodman reports 
that the club is back on an upswing, espe- 
cially after a recent one-week stretch of four 
successful gigs (Buffalo Tom, Lindsey 
Buckingham, Black 47, and Superchunk). 
Two more sure-fire successes — the 
WBCN Rumble and a rare club gig by INXS 
— have been booked for May. And Good- 
man says she has tentative shows by a num- 
ber of high-powered acts booked into June. 

“Unless I’m being totally naive here, [the 
Paradise’s] closing is all unfounded rumors 
at this point,” Goodman says. “I know that 
if I was a club owner, I wouldn’t walk away 
from this.”

Veteran political analysts get 
ready for the coming hurrah

t’s gonna be a great time,” says 
Boston Globe political writer Marty 
Nolan in eager anticipation of a 
wild and woolly scramble to suc- 
ceed the Vatican-bound Ray Flynn.

And he got a call from 
Finnegan adviser Pe- 
ter Meade telling him 
that Flynn had been 
damaged by his angry 
“lizard” outburst. 

“They thought he 
had blown the elec- 
tion,” says Woodlief.

paign in 1983. “Mel King was a mensch,” Nolan says. “He 
worked. And he campaigned in the white neighborhoods. 
He would walk up and down Broadway in 1983.” 

The skinny on the ’93 race. “ “Why are you running?’ 
None of them has a very good answer,” says Nolan of the 
current group of contenders. Menino, he thinks, has some 
clue.

Kirby Perkins 
Channel 5 political correspondent 

A California boy who attended Berkeley and UCLA dur- 
ing the Vietnam War years, Perkins has been at Channel 5 
since 1972. The first mayoral race he covered was the 
1979 Timilty-White face-off. 

Favorite mayoral race. No doubt it would be the 
1983 campaign, when Perkins accidentally unearthed the 
secret of Ray Flynn’s success. After getting his hands on 
film of Flynn’s basketball exploits at Providence College, 
Perkins took the video back to Channel 5, where Globe 
basketball scribe Bob Ryan was working at the time. 
What they saw was a guy consistently burying shots from 
what is now three-point range. “We were stunned by the 
ability of this man to hit that shot,” Perkins says. “And 
that’s when I realized I’d discovered the key to the guy. 
He’d shot for seven hours a day when he was in Southie.” 
It was the same work ethic, Perkins says, that propelled 
Flynn tirelessly into the neighborhoods that gave him his 
mandate as mayor. 

Sharpest memory. Perkins, too, cites the Flynn- 
Finnegan “lizard” debate. But he also recalls Joe Timilty’s 
enthusiastic reaction to the reception he got during a 
Columbus Day parade in his 1979 rematch with White. 
“Can’t you feel it?” an excited Timilty said to the nearby 
Perkins. “Can’t you feel it? This time I’m gonna do it.” 

The skinny on the ’93 race. “The Irish lock on the 
mayor’s job is about to end,” Perkins says, “and I’m 
shocked by it.” He believes that such Hibernian heirs ap- 
parent as former city councilors Michael McCormack and 
Terry McDermott and ex-lieutenant governor Tom 
O’Neill “got tired of waiting for Flynn and screwed to the 
private sector.” 

“In this case, you don’t have a Dave Finnegan,” he as- 
serts. “You don’t have a guy with the aura of a bigfoot.”

Alan Lupo

A local product and UMass graduate, Lupo has been 
working in the Boston area since 1966. His résumé in- 
cludes three stints at the Globe, a few years at Channel 2, a 
year at Channel 4, and jobs at Boston magazine and the 
Phoenix. The first city campaign he covered was the 1967 
White-Hicks fight. 

Favorite mayoral race. The 1967 fight, “because it 
marked the change of an era.” The Globe had just created 
an “urban team,” he says, “and we brought the word 
‘neighborhood’ into the vernacular.” Although he can still 
sing the campaign jingle of an obscure candidate named 
Nicholas Abraham (Nick Abraham, he is the man who can. 
He is the man for all the people. Nick Abraham.), it was 
Kevin White who caught his eye. “Everybody said he was a 
lightweight,” says Lupo. “You throw him out the window 
and he’ll float.” But “he was a fascinating guy with an ex- 
traordinary mind.” 

Sharpest memory. Shortly after the 1967 race, Lupo 
and an out-of-town friend were standing in front of Dini’s 
Restaurant, on Tremont Street, when unsuccessful candi- 
date Chris Iannella approached. After the perfunctory in- 
troductions, Iannella launched into an obscenity-filled dia- 
tribe against the Globe, the Irish, and all those who had 
conspired to deny him victory. 

“What was that?” asked the shaken friend when Iannella 
moved away. 

“Welcome to politics, 1920 style,” Lupo replied. “We 
haven’t changed that much.” 

The skinny on the ’93 race. “It’s more sophisticated,” 
says Lupo of the modern Boston electorate. “It’s not as 
parochial. . . . There are an awful lot of people who came 
to school here. And they don’t care who Sonny Mc- 
Donough was. What they care about are the schools, the 
Symphony, and the Red Sox.” 

“I feel sorry in a way for whoever wins, because I think 
it’s an impossible task,” he adds, citing the challenges of 
tending to the neighborhoods, fixing a budget crisis, and 
displaying a broad vision.

House Speaker John McCormack’s funer- 
al, seated in a pew with the other mayoral 
candidates. 

“All of a sudden, the big boys start filing 
into the pew in front of us,” recalls Kear- 
ney. “Tip, Kevin White, Silvio 
Conte, Joe Moakley, Ted 
Kennedy, Bob Crane. And it hits 
me — they all have white or 
gray hair. The message is, if you 
really want to make it, you’ve 
got to have gray hair. If you real- 
ly want to succeed in this busi- 
ness, you’ve got to hang around 
for a long time, and I wasn’t 
willing to do that.” 

“At least Dennis got a chance 
to run for the office,” says Mc- 
Cormack, a Brighton native who 
paid his dues in city and state- 
wide campaigns during the 
1970s before winning a council 
seat in 1981. It was McCor- 
mack’s bad timing to have his 
political ambitions bump up 
against the peak years of Ray 
Flynn’s popularity. By 1991, 
when McCormack stepped down 
from the council, “it just didn’t 
really make any sense for me to 
hang around and find another 
windmill to charge.” 

The decline of party organizations has 
left little incentive for aspiring pols to hang 
in there in the hopes that a natural ascen- 
sion will occur. 

“It’s one of the ironic results of Boston’s 
never really having had a political ma- 
chine,” says Boston College professor 
Thomas O’Connor, a scholar of Boston 
political history. “One of the things a good 
political machine does is help develop a hi- 
erarchy of candidates, and see to it that it 
is never at a loss for a candidate.” 

In the absence of a machine and the 
sharp ethnic and class identity that fuels it, 
city politics has for a quarter-century been 
the province of political loners. Without 
any real party structure to help establish a 
pecking order, it’s been every candidate 
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for himself. And for many of the pols who 
came of age during this period, it’s all 
added up to career-stifling gridlock. 

“For 10 years, there wasn’t any kind of 
political movement,” notes Byrne, who 
joined the council in 1983, the year Flynn 
became mayor. “At some point you just 
say, ‘There’s a logjam for me politically. 
Am I going to do this forever?’ And I was 
never going to be a lifer.”

That statement alone marks a profound 
cultural evolution from prior generations 
of Boston pols who rarely, if ever, even en- 
tertained the notion of life beyond the 
public trough. 

“The compartmentalization of society 
has really eroded,” observes DiCara, who 
mounted respectable runs for state treasur- 
er and, in 1983, mayor before retreating to 
a successful legal practice. “It used to be 
that all the blacks were Pullman porters, all 
the WASPs were the doctors and lawyers, 
and so on, but that’s all changed. The Irish 
don’t have to work for the city, Italians 
don’t have to be contractors.” 

“I don’t think it’s healthy to spend your 
entire life in elective politics,” says former 
congressman Brian Donnelly, who gave up 
his House seat and passed on the mayoral 
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race to devote more time to his family. 
Pointing to his own prioritiés as an exam- 
ple, Donnelly sees evidence of “a genera- 
tional change. People get elected much 
younger than they used to, and we’re in 
our primes at a time when financial and 
family needs are at their peak, too.” 

Adds Finnegan: “A part of us that used 
to be fulfilled by public service is now being 
fulfilled by how much money you make.” 


1993 
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stems as much from the failures of past po- 
litical leadership as from media excesses. 
“The unhappy performance of our elect- 
ed officials relative to desegregation dis- 
honored the process, and it was the begin- 
ning, I think, of a disrespect for public life 
around here,” says Finnegan. “The post- 
Watergate society has shown a great deal 
less respect for those who are elected to 
public office, and the Perotism of the past 
campaign shows an enor- 
mous distrust, cynicism,

Indeed, even for those without law de- 
grees, practically any other profession looks 
attractive compared to the increasingly 
ugly, thankless, ineffective political life. 

“Running and serving is a much more 
unpleasant experience today than it was 10 
or 20 years ago, and that is a function of 
you folks, because you folks score points 
and advance yourselves professionally by 
getting our scalps,” says DiCara. 

“It’s a fiercer atmosphere now,” agrees 
Byrne, who notes he drew his biggest local 
headlines during 10 years of diligent work 
on the council when a relative (by mar- 
riage, no less) got busted for theft. “People 
used to look upon elected officials with 
some respect, but now there’s a very cyni- 
cal outlook everywhere.” 

That cynicism, acknowledges Finnegan,

and disrespect for those 
running for public office.” 

Elective politics is no 
longer the star turn it once 
was. And it’s not just Irish 
pols who’ve been deterred 
by a sense that political of- 
fice doesn’t much matter 
anymore. 

“You can be in the pri- 
vate sector and get a lot of 
stuff done in the public 
sector, sometimes more ef- 
ficiently,” says Boston at- 
torney Fletcher “Flash” 
Wiley, who once harbored 
political ambitions of his 
own. “Once I understood 
that I could be a force 
without having to deal with 
the hassle of going through 
the elective process, that 
was it. I also discovered 
too many elected officials 
have to be all things to all people to get 
elected, and are afraid to deal with pissy 
issues and take a stand that may be un- 
popular. As it is, I enjoy the freedom to say 
pretty much what I damn well please.” 

It’s the American Way. And for this fully 
assimilated generation of political talent, the 
Way also includes the freedom to pursue its 
dreams by turning away from politics or by 
moving away from the city altogether.

And at that moment, I knew I was gone.” 

Nine months after Kearney left office, in 1986, he, too, 
was gone, to leafy Winchester. “Once I realized I had an 
option, I exercised it,” he recalls. “Not a day goes by when 
I don’t sort of think about that choice, and I have to tell 
you my family is better off, because they have more of me, 
and my children have opportunities they might not other- 
wise have.” 

Wiley and his wife lived in Roxbury for 13 years, but 
sent the kids to the Shady Hill School. They’ve since 
moved to Brookline to take advantage of the high school. 
Others have hung in — Donnelly, DiCara, and Finnegan, 
for instance — although few subject their children to the 
public schools. Massachusetts House Ways and Means 
chairman Tom Finneran has openly. toyed with the idea of 
evacuating his Mattapan neighborhood. And Byrne, who 
lives near Finneran and Donnelly, jokes that the local 
bookie offers an over/under on how long it will be before 
he moves to the suburbs.

It would be too easy to dismiss the Lost Generation of 
Boston politicians as guys who saw their constituencies 
leaving town, looked over the swelling ranks of non-white 
Bostonians, and decided suburban living was the better 
part of valor. As Andrew Buni, a professor of history at 
Boston College and an expert on Boston’s changing de- 
mography, notes, Martin Lomasney, the legendary Irish 
West End ward boss, wielded political power for years after 
the Irish were no longer the majority. Ditto for Richard 
Daley Jr., the popular mayor of a Chicago his infamous fa- 
ther might not have recognized. 

Indeed, Boston’s fortysomething political class has found 
an elective haven over the years in the State House, from 
the days of Curley’s governorship to such modern-day ex- 
amples as Finneran, State Representative Jim Brett, and 
State Senator Paul White. Kearney mulled a statewide run 
in 1986 when his term as sheriff expired, DiCara recently 
ran unsuccessfully for the Democratic Party chairmanship, 
and Donnelly may yet be a gubernatorial contender. 

But there’s ample evidence that the social-cultural glue 
that held the Skeffingtons fast to elective life has simply 
dried out under exposure to generational change and the 
modern political atmosphere. Many of Skeffington’s puta- 
tive descendants have asked themselves Admiral James 
Stockdale’s memorable questions from last year’s vice-presi- 
dential debate — “Who am I? Why am I here?” — and an- 
swered in ways that preclude further electoral involvement. 

Says Donnelly: “I don’t know if there’s one pat answer 
to why so many have left the business, but politics sure 
isn’t as attractive as it was when I was a kid.” Q

he nuns at St. Thomas 

Aquinas High School, in Ja- 

maica Plain, didn’t have 

much patience for Tom 

Menino. The “C” student 
whose passion for basketball far exceeded 
his performance in the classroom, they 
seemed to believe, was destined to be clap- 
ping chalky erasers for eternity. 

Still, looking back, Menino recalls one 
moment from junior high school that he 
believes is prophetic for a city-council 
president about to become acting mayor: 

“I had a real bad problem with French 
class, and my teacher put me on the spot 
and said, ‘Tommy, what do you want to be 
when you grow up?’ I said, ‘Building 
bridges.’ ” 

Menino pauses, raising his eyebrows to 
drive home the double meaning of his re- 
ply. “Building bridges,” he repeats. And if 
there is one thing he can begin doing this 
summer that Mayor Ray Flynn was averse 
to, he says, it is to build bridges from City 
Hall to the State House, from businesses 
to inner-city neighborhoods. 

Few who know Menino would disagree 
that cooperative nature and diligence are 
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In the wings 


Acting mayor’s job gives 
Menino a chance to shine 


in mid-sentence. “No, that’s not really bold,” 
he says. “There are no real bold things.” 

Character aside, it’s politics that may 
dictate Menino’s tack. As acting mayor, 
Menino will have enviable access to the 
media; his standing in the polls is likely to 
determine how he uses it. 

Whether it’s opportunity or oppor- 
tunism he’s perceived as pursuing remains 
to be seen. But observers say these are 
some of the areas in which he could distin- 
guish himself: 


Schools 

Menino can make political hay in the 
Boston School Department as perhaps in no 
other area, capitalizing on Flynn’s bitter re- 
lationship with his own hand-picked school 
committee. Just days before announcing 
that he would be leaving City Hall for Vati- 
can City, Flynn dashed off a letter berating 
the committee for its inaction. Whatever he 
does, Menino will have to reckon with the 
popularity of Superintendent Lois Harri- 
son-Jones and the ill will parents across the 
city feel toward the committee. 


The boldest step Menino could take | 


would be to ask for the resignation of 
some or all of the school-committee mem- 
bers, say City Hall insiders. 

“He could ask for their resignation and 





among his finer attributes and 
have served him and his con- 
stituents well. He is regarded as a 
tireless sled-dog of a politician 
who’s never led, but is happy to 
be pulling just the same. 

As chairman of the city coun- 
cil’s Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, Menino has had the opportu- 
nity to learn the intricacies of 
budgeting and bureaucracy, but 
he frequently stumbles in at- 
tempting to articulate what he 
knows. And though he has the 
support of many Flynn ap- 





detrimental: a glibber opponent could ulti- 
mately associate Menino with the failings 
of the Flynn administration. 

Although some of the necessary ingredi- 
ents are within his grasp, the question now 
on the minds of Boston politicos is 
whether Menino will have the personal 
wherewithal to parlay his stint as acting 
mayor into a more permanent post — par- 
ticularly in a city inclined to transform its 
mayors into demigods. 

As acting mayor from the time Flynn’s 
ambassadorial appointment is confirmed 
— probably May — Menino will have a 
rare chance to establish himself as the man 
who can build upon Flynn’s successes and 
repair the burnt bridges he has left behind. 
He could, on the other hand, just become 
a symbol of the city’s administrative iner- 
tia. But a significant number of political 
observers believe Menino is capable of 

| seizing this rare opportunity. 

“I think we will be seeing him take bold 
steps,” says former city-council president 
Lawrence DiCara, who served as acting 
mayor during the Blizzard of ’78, in the 
absence of Kevin White. “It’s out of char- 
acter, but it’s not every day that somebody 
who has been city councilor for 10 years 
has a chance to be mayor. I think he will 
rise to the occasion. He will challenge peo- 
ple. I don’t think anyone should write 
Tom Menino off. He’s going to be an in- 
teresting guy to watch.” 

But even Menino agrees that bold initia- 
tives run against his grain. In fact, asked 
to identify his boldest moment, Menino is 
at a loss. 

“I’ve led a quiet life most of my life,” he 
says after a long pause. He begins to tell a 
story about a time long ago when he was 
working for an insurance company, but stops 
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pointees, that, too, could prove —_—_—_ 


appoint some kind of parents’ 
task force to give recommenda- 
tions on new school-committee 
members,” says one former city 
official. “That way he’ could stay 
consistent with his earlier posi- 
tion [in favor of an appointed 


input of parents.” 

Though Menino could show 
himself to be a take-charge boss 
by asking for resignations, as 
acting mayor he would have no 
statutory authority to appoint 
replacements. And if he asks for 
limited resignations, whose po- 
sitions does he go after? Each school- 
committee member comes with a con- 
stituency that Menino may not be able to 
afford to offend. (If Menino is elected 
mayor after the interim period, he will 
have a chance to replace the two commit- 
tee members — Robert Guen and Luis 
Vélez — whose terms expire in the fall.) 

Menino doesn’t rule out the possibility 
of asking for resignations. However, con- 
sidering his conciliatory approach to poli- 
tics, some City Hall officials believe he is 
more apt to pursue the path of least resis- 
tance, settling for the subtle political bene- 
fits of bridging the canyon between the 
mayor’s office and the school department. 

“I think you’ll see with Tom Menino a 
sense of the need for the mayor to be a 
catalyst,” says Sam Tyler, executive direc- 
tor of the Boston Municipal Research Bu- 
reau. “But he will be someone who will 
work in a more collegial manner with the 
superintendent and the committee in 
terms of moving forward with school re- 
form instead of the more confrontational 
approach that we’ve seen lately.” 

Any bolder initiative may be an indica- 
tion that Menino is sagging in the polls 
and in need of headlines. 





Police 

Conflicting signals are coming out of 
the the Menino camp on the issue of pop- 
ulist Police Commissioner Francis “Mick- 
ey” Roache. On the one hand, Menino re- 
cently lauded Deputy Police Commission- 
er William Bratton while telling the Boston 
Globe that Roache lacked Bratton’s pro- 
fessional skills. In doing so he voiced his 
support of the St. Clair Commission’s re- 
port, which criticized the department — 
before Bratton’s arrival — for ineffective 


school committee} and have the | 























management. The Globe took that to 
mean there would be no room for Roache 
in a Menino administration. 

On the other hand, Menino has said out- 
right that, as acting mayor, he would not 
ask for Roache’s resignation. The city is 
bound to Roache by a four-year contract. 
If Roache is thoroughly determined to stay 
in office, a buy-out of his contract could 
prove costly. And though the commissioner 
has his detractors, he is popular in the 
neighborhoods that Menino needs to woo. 

“The police commissioner has far more 
jurisdiction and independence than most 
other city posts, and he [Menino] is less 
capable of removing him from office” than 
he is of removing others from their posi- 
tions, says DiCara. 

Menino now says that Roache’s com- 
munity-relations skills and Bratton’s man- 
agement skills provide “the best one-two 
punch in the country.” 

This kind of fence-straddling, for as 
long as he can manage it, may be Meni- 
no’s best response regarding Roache. 


Economic development 

Although Flynn has been widely regard- 
ed as a man of the people, socializing in 
the business community has not been his 
strong suit. Menino, with his Ways and 
Means experience, may well have the 
greatest opportunity to distinguish himself 
from Flynn in this area. Observers say 
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bring arts funding to a respectable level. 
Since Boston’s historical significance 
and culture are the city’s most-cited tourist 
attractions, the source says Menino is seri- 
ously considering an increase in the hotel 
tax. The additional revenue would be ear- 
marked for arts and tourism programs. 


Libraries 

Menino’s efforts as Ways and Means 
chairman to sustain funding for the city’s li- 
braries has earned him the respect of Bos- 
ton Public Library director Arthur Curley. 
With the city budget still being hashed out 
during Menino’s stint as acting mayor, 
Curley believes the libraries could fare well. 
Menino point man Cullinane is also presi- 
dent of the BPL Foundation, an eight- 
month-old fundraising mechanism for the 
institution. Although city politicians have 
never considered the library vote a key in- 
gredient of political success, Curley believes 
Menino’s association with the library will 
enhance his image as a mayoral candidate. 

“Five million people used the library last 
year,” Curley says. “It’s hard to find any- 
body who believes the library is not an es- 
sential part of the city.” 


Health and hospitals 

Unlike Flynn, Menino maintains a strong 
friendship with Health and Hospitals com- 
missioner Judith Kurland. Kurland has 
been pushing to have the financially bat- 
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Menino stands to gain substantially by 
putting forth a vision of a viable economic 
future for the city. 

Menino’s first move may be an attempt 
to streamline the city’s economic-develop- 
ment efforts by recommending a merger 
of the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA), the Economic Development and 
Industrial Corporation (EDIC), and the 
Public Facilities Department. 

“It’s conceivable he’ll present a plan for 
one-stop shopping for economic develop- 
ment,” says Tyler, of the Research Bureau. 

A merger would also make way for the 
ouster of BRA director Paul Barrett and 
EDIC director Donald Gillis. Both of them 
have had run-ins with Menino and could 
prove to be monkeywrenches in Menino’s 
economic initiatives. 

But complications could arise within the 
city council. By press time, three councilors 
— Bruce Bolling, John Nucci, and Rosaria 
Salerno — had declared their mayoral can- 
didacies. Since the council would have to 
approve the BRA merger, any proposal that 
might enhance Menino’s political prospects 
could meet substantial resistance. 
Meantime, Menino is already making 
efforts to demonstrate his concern for the 
city’s economic future. At Menino’s be- 
hest, wealthy entrepreneur John Cullinane 
has started assembling an economic-advi- 
sory panel that so far includes Kennedy 
School of Government researcher John 
White, who helped draft Ross Perot’s eco- 
nomic plan, and Mike Sandler, who 
formed a coalition of business leaders to 
support the candidacy of Bill Clinton. 
Menino says he will release an economic 
blueprint for the city during his first few 
weeks as acting mayor. 


Arts and humanities 

Though cultural opportunities were lim- 
ited for Menino during his childhood in 
Hyde Park, he says he has learned to ap- 
preciate the vital role of the arts in a city. 
In municipal funding to the arts, Boston 
currently ranks 49th out of 50 major 
cities. City Hall insiders say Menino is 
looking for a dedicated revenue source to

tered Boston City Hospital removed from 
municipal auspices so it can compete on the 
market without bureaucratic constraints. 

“This is where we’ll see another 
change,” says Tyler. “[Menino] has al- 
ready endorsed that concept and will likely 
support the study and analysis of a 
changed governance structure. I think 
Tom will put that on the fast track.” 

There is also speculation that Menino 
might propose a plan to merge City Hos- 
pital with the neighboring Boston Univer- 
sity Medical Center. 

Menino agrees something needs to be 
done with BCH, but gives no indication of 
a time frame in which he will operate. 


Revenue 

With a projected $40 million shortfall 
for fiscal year 1994 and the city budget 
still in flux during Menino’s tenure as act- 
ing mayor, Menino could be either a light- 
ning rod for criticism or an exorcist of 
budgetary ghouls. 

One former city official says Menino 
could reap ample rewards by having the 
BRA sell the abandoned Boston English 
High School building, near the Longwood 
Medical Center complex. Sale of the build- 
ing, now claimed by the BRA under emi- 
nent domain, could bring in an estimated 
$10 million to $14 million. 

“He could order the BRA to give the sale 
money to the city,” says the former official. 
“Then he could say, ‘I’ve been mayor for a 
day and I’ve cut the deficit by a third.’ ” 

“Another pretty cute move for him would 
be to file a home-rule petition to go to the 
legislature and ask that Boston be able to 
tax non-profit institutions,” the former city 
official adds. Along with broadening the tax 
base without affecting property owners, the 
move would place opposing council mem- 
bers in the difficult political predicament of 
either advancing a Menino initiative or 
turning away significant revenue. 

Menino likes the idea. “That’s an issue 
I’m going to visit in the next few months,” 
he says. “We’ve got to look at how to get 
some of these non-profits in the city of 
Boston to share in their wealth.” QO

I don’t know what I'd say to her father or whomever 
he was — her stepfather? Her mother’s boyfriend? I 
suspect he was one or the other, but I never found out 
for sure. Still, what would you say to someone who 
raped you repeatedly when you were two years old? I 


still feel anger and rage toward him. Doctors have told 
me I have not felt enough of it yet, but I think 37 years’ 
worth may have to suffice, even if I was unclear about 
its origins for the first 36. 

He was the man in the plaid shirt. That’s an image | 
now recall vividly — a man in a plaid summer shirt. 
Short sleeves. Hairy arms. 

He, too, began his relationship with me with gestures 
that implied he cared for and respected me. He actually 
wooed me in the deferential manner of a normal per- 
son approaching a prospective lover. He literally cooed 
at me, and it was clear he took great joy in stroking my 


When you are born, perception 
is your only reality. If you become 
frightened or scared or sick, you 
cry or whine or gasp for breath. 
And if you are lucky, someone 
who loves you responds with nur- 
ture and warmth, and your per- 
ception is “I am safe.” 

When I was a raped baby, this 
was my perception: I felt like a 
spider born in a hurricane. Forces 
of a magnitude beyond description 
were buffeting me in a manner for 
which there was no context. I 
couldn’t name what was happen- 
ing — rape? What does a two- 
year-old know of rape? I only 
knew that something terrible was 
taking place. And I was helpless. 


had been left in the care of a 

teenage girl, 13 to 15 years 

old, by my best estimate. A 
“babysitter.” This is what she real- 
ly was — an assistant baby rapist. 
I am not angry when I think of 
her. A cliché exonerates her: “It 
was him or me.” 

Of course, that cliché may help 
explain the poor girl’s behavior, 
but it’s probably not true: I sus- 
pect it was her and me. Abuse fos- 
ters abuse; violence begets vio- 
lence, and I can’t help but believe 
she had been brutalized before me. 
How else can you explain it? What 
else could have allowed a teenage 
girl to perceive the world as a 
place where she was meant to as- 
sist in the rape of a child? 

She genuinely tried to be nice to 
me. The first time I was left in her 
care she lavished attention and 
kindness on me. I came from a 
family where demonstrations of 








Memory, media, and justice 


Last Sunday, April 4, I was greeted by the following headline on page one of the Boston 
Sunday Globe: SEX ABUSE MEMORIES IN QUESTION. 

The article detailed the struggles of three women who, in treatment with therapists for a 
variety of psychological ailments, were allegedly coerced into believing they had been victims 
of child-sexual abuse when, in fact, they had not been. 

Six weeks earlier, the Sunday Globe ran a similar story, also on page one. This story, 
headlined ABUSE CASE RAISES QUESTION: WHO IS THE VICTIM?, concerned a couple who had 
been convicted of sexually abusing their grandchildren. Never mind that the perpetrators had 
been found guilty in a court of law. They and their claims of innocence were used to form 
the backdrop for a story on what is being called “false-memory syndrome,” a term used by 
an increasingly vocal group to suggest, among other things, that few people can really “re- 


. member” what happened before a certain age; that many people who claim to remember past 


abuses have been falsely encouraged to do so by therapists; and that the contemporary cul- 
tural “hysteria” over allegations of child abuse is really a by-product of a society that’s be- 
come obsessed with notions of victimization. 

Needless to say, I had a few problems with these stories, and with the ancillary issues they 
raise, intentionally or not, about how our culture deals with the reality of childhood sexual

The media: helping or hurting? 

First, a look at the media themselves, which in the past (and much to their credit) have 
gone far in helping to educate the public about sexual abuse and victims’ rights. 

The Globe’s two stories are textbook cases of what happens when the media begin to lose 
perspective on those issues. 

Consider, for example, the February 21 story about the couple who had been convicted of 
sexually abusing their grandchildren. Aside from claims of innocence by the perpetrators and 
some background on false-memory syndrome, the story didn’t contain any new information 
on the case. In my mind, that raises a serious question: why run it? In what other offense can 
a convicted perpetrator merit page-one coverage simply by claiming innocence? It would 
seem our penal institutions are full of page-one Sunday Globe stories. 

The second article, about therapists who allegedly planted false memories of childhood sex- 
ual abuse in patients, was notable for what it lacked: namely, people. The story centered on 
three patients. Two of these had been treated by a Dallas therapist named Michael Moore, de- 
scribed in the piece as “a specialist in eating disorders and Christian therapy.” According to 
the piece, Moore seemed particularly fixated on convincing one of his patients that she had 
been the victim of “satanic ritual abuse,” a claim apparently bolstered in his professional opin- 
ion when he found out that the woman’s father was a Mason. I will allow that it is feasible that

curly hair. But with the instinctual 
purity of the innocent, I never 
bought it for a minute. There was 
something about his presence that 
made me cringe, the same way a 
puppy instinctively cringes in front 
of someone who’s cruel to ani- 
mals. Once it became clear to him 
that I could see his evil, pretense 
was abandoned. And the “warm,” 
“friendly,” patronizing man 
showed himself for what he truly 
was — a brutal baby rapist. 

He anally raped me several 
times. To say that it “hurt” serves 
only to expose the impotence of 
language. I truly believe the pain I 
went through caused some form 
of brain damage. I ask you to take 
a good look at the next two-year- 
old you happen upon. Compare 
the child to any full-grown man. 
At age two, I probably stood about 
36 inches high and weighed about 
30 pounds. 


hen people ask me about 
my abuse, they usually 
want to know two things. 


First, how could my parents have 
been unaware of it? 

Good question. I don’t know. 
My father probably never changed 
a diaper in his life, and this would 
explain his failure to note any 
physical evidence of my abuse. On 
an emotional level, it also seems to 
me that he was preoccupied with 
an incredibly violent event from 
his own adolescence — World 
War II. My father is a sweetheart 
of a person underneath everything, 
and I often wish we could have 
met before he walked through the 
smoldering remains of Hiroshima. 
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Today, he is in poor health and we don’t see much of 
each other. He and and my mother divorced some 20 
years ago, and ultimately, the idea of approaching him 
about this matter has seemed to me both futile and 
cruel. He still does not know. 

I did speak with my mother about it. I love my 
mother, and respect her privacy, so I’m reluctant to 
describe her response in any great detail. Suffice it to 
say that the more I’ve learned about severe childhood 
trauma, the clearer it’s become that she fits the profile 
of an abused child, too. She and I are a lot alike, and it 
is obvious to me why she would have been inclined to 
= or deny any evidence of sexual abuse of her own 
child. 

The other thing everyone asks me is if I tracked 
down my perpetrator. I tried; the trail was cold. All I 
had to go on was what may have been a first name of a 
teenage girl in 1955. I went so far as to call the police 
in North Syracuse, New York, where the incidents took 
place, but they weren’t very enthusiastic about their 
chances of cracking the case. 

But my wish to track him down is not driven by a 
wish for revenge, a vendetta. This surprises people: I 
should want to hunt the guy down and kill him, they 
assume, cause him as much pain as he caused me. 

I think that’s woefully simplistic. As a victim, the last 
thing I want to do is forge another link in the chain of 
violence. I understand how much damage abuse can 
do. I also realize that it’s extremely unlikely that this 
man’s violent behavior began or ended with me. But his 
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violence did not defeat me and I do not presume that 
mine would alter him. Violence is the problem here, 
not the solution. 


y sister Mary Jo, just four years older than me, 

witnessed one of the rapes, although, as in my 

own case, her memory of what happened lay 
dormant for more than 35 years. 

Her memory was first triggered a few summers ago, 
after I innocently mentioned that I’d always hated the 
basement of the house we lived in, at 706 LeRoy Road. 
When I told Mary Jo that I hated the basement, I si- 
multaneously told myself I hated the whole house. At 
the time, I remember feeling that this was strange — 
ordinarily, I would have qualified the comment to Mary 
Jo and talked about loathing the entire building. But 
apparently, my subconscious knew better. It knew ex- 
actly how to prompt Mary Jo and then, remarkably, me 
in turn. 

The basement was all M.J. knew of my abuse. What 
finally brought the whole incident back to her was the 
sound of an electric fan. Despite years of living in 
Louisiana, Washington, DC, and Texas, often without 
air-conditioning, she could never abide the sound of 
such a device. 

Mary Jo had never understood why, but the hum- 
ming of the motor and the whirring of the blade always 
disturbed her. Several weeks after our conversation 
about the basement, while in Dallas, Mary Jo heard a 
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fan and, instead of reacting to it in her usual manner, 
instead of leaving the room or shouting for someone to 
shut it off, she remembered. 

She remembered that on that day so very long ago, 
she and I were alone in the “care” of the babysitter, 
since Mary Jo’s twin sister, Kathy, had gone down the 
street to play with a friend for the day. After attending 
to her basic needs, the babysitter told my sister to play 
outside because it was time for the baby’s nap, and ab- 
solute silence was required in the house. She was told 
to not re-enter the house under any circumstances. 

M.]. played by herself in the yard for what seemed to 
be an eternity. Finally, her boredom got the best of her 
and she slipped in the back door. The house was very 
still except for the sound of a fan. She followed the 
sound to its source — the basement. She made her 
way down the stairs so quietly that I was the first to 
sense her presence. I remember feeling a kind of shift 
in the room as she crept down the stairs, knowing 
without seeing that someone was there. The babysitter 
did not notice Mary Jo at first. Stationed between me 
and the staircase, the sitter’s duty was to stand watch 
and assist in restraint. 

Mary Jo thought I was dead. She didn’t realize I was 
fluent in rape and knew the only thing someone in my 
weight-class could do to resist was to remove every bit 
of myself I could. She was surprised when I lifted my 
head and appealed to her for help with my eyes. My 
eyes were the only means of communication available

to me: my mouth was taped shut. 

The image of Mary Jo had always re- 
mained with me, a mental snapshot in a 
back corner of my mind: Mary Jo standing 
there on the stairs; her horrified expres- 
sion; her eyes glued to me even as she 
turned and desperately began escaping up 
the stairs. 

I had no context for this image. It just 
disturbed me, and whenever I conjured up 
a picture of her as a child, this was the 
only one available. 


emory is a remarkable thing, the 
way one person’s memory can 
trigger another’s, the way the 


body works in concert with the mind to 
further those memories and fill in the 
missing details. 

When Mary Jo told me of her break- 
through, that image of her on the stairs 
served as the cornerstone of my own 
awakening. 

I instantly knew what she was telling 
me. Never has anything rung such a true 
and deep chord in me. I felt a violent chill 
through my whole body. And that’s when I 
remembered the fan; it was blowing di- 
rectly on my naked two-year-old body. 
From this memory, I learned something 
about young children: when they get cold 
they get cold. I would presume this is be- 
cause baby-fat insulates them until the 
cold completely soaks through it, and then 
it serves as a refrigerant. 

Recalling this, | began to convulse, at 
first from the shivers brought on by the 
chill. But soon the convulsions took on a 
distinctly rhythmic pattern and I began to 
experience in excruciating detail the first 
of many flashbacks of my sexual brutaliza- 
tion. As I write this yet another begins. I 
hope.it is the last. I’ve learned more than I 
need to know from them. 

I know that I gasp for air only through 
my nostrils in the exact cadence that the 
rapist tore me with his penis. I know the 
humiliating and tremendously painful feel- 
ings such an intrusion causes. I remember 
his grunting, the way he stroked and 
pulled at my hair. I have even reconstruct- 
ed the way any reflex or resistance on my 
part — any twisting or tightening of my 
muscles or wrenching away — elicited 
deep moans of pleasure from him. I begin 
to sob for the poor, dear, innocent child I 
was. I am proud of him. If he could sur- 
vive that, the least I can do is hold myself 
together long enough to tell his story. 


ary Jo later told me that she knew 
I thought she was big and could 
help me. But those people were 


bigger, so she did something very brave 
— she ran for it. She wanted to get other 
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big people to help. The babysitter caught 
her by the foot at the top of the basement 
stairs. She and the man told Mary Jo that 
if she said anything they would kill our 
whole family. Then she shut Magy Jo in 
her room; when she woke up the mext 
morning, she was greatly relieved to find 
her baby brother still alive. 

My mother was furious with Mary Jo 
because the babysitter had told her that 
she had been bad, that she’d upset the 
baby. Good old Mary Jo summoned _up all 
of her six-year-old gumption and told my 
mother that it was the babysitter and the 
man who’d been “mean to Barry.” For 
her honesty she was rewarded with a trip 
back to her locked bedroom. She didn’t 
mind, though. Things could have been 
worse; her baby brother could have been 
dead. 

Mary Jo did put up a enough of a fuss to 
keep the babysitter from returning. I’m 
sure this was no small feat on her part. But 
having done that, her resources were 
drained. She forgot what happened. 

I never knew. I always knew. 


he clue that I had subconsciously 

planted with Mary Jo when I ex- 

pressed hatred for the basement 
turned out to be a key for me. As I recailed 
my discomfort about not disclosing the 
rest of my feelings about the house to her, 
I realized something: all she knew about 
was the basement. That was why my sub- 
conscious permitted me to mention only 
the one room to her. J was the one who 
knew about the den, and the living room, 
and my bedroom. Once M.J. bore witness 
to what she saw at the foot of those stairs, 
it didn’t take long for the rest of it to come 
back. And when it did, I was able to deter- 
mine that it didn’t happen just once: to- 
day, I have clear memories of it occurring 
in at least four places. 

My first recollections of the rapes were 
of passivity: I would lie unresistant, only 
gasping for air through my nostrils. At the 
time, that image upset me. It bothered me 
that I hadn’t even seemed to defend my- 
self. But then, almost as soon as the flash- 
backs started, my shoulders began aching. 
Really aching. This turned out to be an- 
other clue. Eventually, I remembered that I 
had tried to defend myself, tried to shove 
him away when he was raping me. When I 
did that, he would twist my little arms be- 
hind me and hold them there. Apparently, 
I quickly learned how to avoid at least that 
element of the pain (which was significant; 
the arms of a two-year-old are none too 
limber). 


I was glad to realize that I didn’t go | 


down without a fight. I now understand 
that I did everything humanly possible to 
resist, including not resisting. There is

nothing I am more proud of. In an ex- 
tremely unfair fight, 1 acquitted myself re- 
markably well. 

Imagine what happened: facing hopeless 


| odds, a two-year-old child first attempted 








to fend off his attacker. This was ridicu- 
lously ineffective because it brought on 
more pain (arm-twisting), and because it 
caused more writhing, which the rapist en- 
joyed. So the child abandoned physical re- 
sistance. By going limp, in spite of the 
dreadful pain the rape itself caused, he de- 
nied the rapist any additional pleasure. As 
I listen to the testimony of other abused 
children, I have come to find that such be- 
havior is quite common, and it astonishes 
me. The will power, physical courage, and 
intellectual reasoning behind that passive 
resistance are testimony to the remarkable 
human capacity for valor and honor. 

When we find the courage to listen to 
abused children, we start with the knowl- 
edge that we are going to be exposed to an 
evil element of humanity. And we are. To 
examine the perpetrators of this crime is to 
face the worst in our human family. What 
we may not realize is that our brave en- 
deavor is often rewarded with a rare 
glimpse at human resilience and nobility, 
as well. 


riends have another question: would 
it have been easier not to know, not 
to remember? 

I tell them, unequivocally, no. I would 
pay any price for the awareness. It has 
been physically and emotionally draining, 
and I understand that no matter how 
much I recover, the brutality I suffered as 
a two-year-old will be with me. But the 
process has also been incredibly reward- 
ing. For the first time in my life, self- 
loathing has been replaced by self-love, 


| distrust has given way to understanding. 


For the first time ever, I feel capable of 
feeling genuine peace and safety. 

I had always felt uncomfortable around 
children. My discomfort was caused by 
subconscious memories of my abuse and a 
transference of my fears to any child I en- 
countered. Now I seek their company. I 
know they are safe with me. It is a blessed 
relief. 
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It is a blessed relief to welcome emo- 
tional contact, too. For years I sought 
refuge in isolation and solitude. Isolation 
is anguish’s sound-proof booth: in a 
world where you are not protected and 
safe and loved it is a big mistake to trust 
anyone enough to hurt in front of him. In- 
cluding yourself. This tactic — keeping 
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others at bay, refusing to trust — pre- 
served me until I became lucky enough to 
understand why I required it. Today, I 
may still withdraw; I may still feel the 
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stand that I belong with people because I 
am a person, too. The pain I endured was 
just pain — not me. And even though I 
suffered inordinate brutality, I am resilient 
and I can recover. 

In some ways, I have also been fortu- 
nate. I have had a lot of patient and loving 
help over the years, and being the benefi- 
ciary of such kindness has taught me that 
the nobility of the human race is not the 
exclusive domain of victims of violence. 
There are an awful lot of wonderful people 
in this world. I feel as if I know most of 
them. Friends, lovers, ex-lovers, political 
allies, professional associates, therapists, 
neighbors, and, of course, my sister Mary 
Jo have joined in an all-out effort to pro- 
tect, assist, and love me during this ordeal. 
There is a word for people like this: 
thanks. 

Finally, I have reaped one of the few 
benefits that can come from such victim- 
ization — it is easy for me to empathize 
with those who suffer. 


would like to say that even before I be- 
[en aware of my own history, I was a 

tireless champion of abused children. 
Sadly, I cannot. I paid some attention to 
the issue, and I sympathized with the vic- 
tims, but like most of us, I couldn’t bring 
myself to deal with it for much longer than 
it takes to read a newspaper article. So 
now I have learned the hard way. 

And now that same newspaper article 
stays with me long after I have finished my 
coffee, especially when the accounts con- 
tain attempts to dismiss the prevalence of 
child abuse (see “Memory, Media, and 
Justice,” page 26). I feel angry and help- 
less when I read such stories. I am imme- 
diately catapulted back to 1955, when my 
only champion was six years old and no 
one would take her seriously. 

But my despair isn’t permanent. I am an 
adult now and I can finally defend myself. 
I have the power of words. I am no longer 
prey to that cliché “Children should be 
seen and not heard.” I know that there is a 
better slogan, one that reminds us that 


children are basically truthful. It goes, 
“Out of the mouths of babes . . .” When 
we remember that concept, children will 
be seen and heard. 0

this man does not have all of his ducks in a 
row. 

The other patient was Melody Gavigan, 
the founder of a newsletter called the Re- 
tractor, which is dedicated to “survivors of 
false memories.” Gavigan asserts she was 
manipulated by a California psychologist, 
Frank Connors, into falsely accusing her 
father of having sexually abused her. 

In no way do I mean to undermine the 
testimony of any of these patients. It seems 
completely plausible to me that in the rela- 
tively unregulated community of therapists, 
there is a small (but incredibly significant 
to the people and lives that they damage) 
number of unethical, irresponsible, and/or 
flat-out crazy practitioners. They need to 
be exposed. 

But it must also be said that there are an 
awful lot of therapists between Massachu- 
setts and Texas. It seems more than a little 
telling that the press had to search that far 
and wide to unearth its cases. At the very 
least, one would think that a story that 
merits the front of the Sunday Globe would 
have at least one alleged victim to quote in 
the Eastern Time Zone. 

And that’s just part of the problem. The 
Retractor cites 60 people nationwide who 
have recanted their allegations of childhood 
sexual abuse. Sixty. If this is the grand total 
to date in the United States of America, it 
certainly raises questions about the media’s 
editorial judgment in granting such an ac- 
count page-one status. And that’s particu- 
larly true when you contrast that number 
— 60 — with what I consider to be con- 
servative estimates of the number of chil- 
dren who are sexually abused in this coun- 
try each year: 400,000. That’s 400,000 — 
per year — to 60, ever. 
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memory than to access a real one. 

Obviously, I respond to this debate on a 
deeply personal level. Regarding the ques- 
tion of “false memory,” I have only this to 
say: my memories are all too real and all 
too painful. In the essay presented here I 
have gone to great lengths to demonstrate 
exactly how I reconstructed abuse that oc- 
curred more than 35 years ago. No one 
coerced me or planted or manipulated 
these memories in me. 

Why would anyone want to go public 
with such personal and painful experi- 
ences? I have plenty of access to fame and 
notoriety (I have had a successful career in 
show business for 20 years, and believe 
me, there are much easier ways to promote 
my career). I put a great premium on my 
privacy. I testify because I have nothing to 
be ashamed of. People often refer to the 
testimony of abused children as “confes- 
sion.” Guilty people confess; innocent peo- 
ple testify. I have chosen to testify to help 
my brothers and sisters who have been vic- 
timized, to inform those who have been 
spared first-hand knowledge of such atroc- 
ities, and to warn the perpetrators of these 
horrors that all the children cannot be si- 
lenced forever. 

An equally important point: in this con- 
tentious debate about memory, something 
critical is at stake — justice. 

I know that false allegations of child 
abuse can destroy a person. We should re- 
member how loaded such charges are and 
steadfastly seek justice for every person 
implicated by them. But this requires the 
patience to deal with child-abuse allega- 
tions on a case-by-case basis. 

I’m naturally inclined to give special 
consideration to the testimony of chil- 
dren, but it is my desire that we get to the 
truth, whatever it is, in each of these cas- 
es. My brutalization as a child did not 
damage me to the point where I wish for

It is also worth noting that on Saturday, 
April 3, the Globe carried a 59-line piece 
headlined CONSTABLE FACES CHILD RAPE 
CHARGE. Much of that story was devoted to 
the large cache of weapons found in the 
man’s home, in Chelsea. It appeared on 
page 17. I wonder how much deeper the 
story would have been buried were it not 
for the weapons, child pornography, and 
Nazi paraphernalia this badge-carrying 
public official allegedly possessed. 

I feel fortunate that my own awareness 
of my abuse preceded this recent trend in a 
newspaper I respect. At the time I began 
dealing with my brutalization, the papers 
were full of testimony from the victims of 
the notorious Father James Porter, which, 
to its credit, the Globe reported both in 
painstaking detail and to a large Catholic 
readership. Had those people not found 
the courage necessary to testify, mine 
would have been a much lonelier struggle. 


The victim: justice 

A second issue raised by stories about 
false-memory syndrome (which have ap- 
peared in dozens of papers, from the Bos- 
ton Globe and the Herald to the Wall Street 
Journal) concerns the larger question of 
memory, an issue that has begun to polar- 
ize people involved in cases of alleged 
childhood sexual abuse. 

Here’s the debate: 

On one side, some scientists and thera- 
pists believe fervently that memory can be 
compared to a computer: in this view, the 
brain acts like an extremely sophisticated 
database, in which memories of past expe- 
rience may be inaccessible for long periods 
of time but are permanently stored 
nonetheless. Moreover, any number of 
events or circumstances — a conversation, 
a return to the scene of abuse, a guiding 
hand from a trained therapist — can help 
a victim “access” his or her memories. 

Other groups (the most vocal of which is 
the Philadelphia-based False Memory Syn- 
drome Foundation) take an opposing 
stand: in their view, the mind is incapable 
of recording every detail of every past ex- 
perience, and memory is highly vulnerable 
to suggestion, to prompting from others, 
and to falsification. In this view, accord- 
ingly, it may be easier to construct a false 


member that even though 
some innocents have been unjustly accused, 
child sexual abuse does occur, and the vic- 
tims of such abuse demand justice as well. 

Another point: cases that involve people 
who are currently children deserve special 
attention; indeed, they demand it. If the 
child-abuse charges are true, a child has 
been profoundly harmed. But so has a 
child who’s been manipulated or even 
brainwashed into bearing false witness. No 
matter how it breaks, somebody some- 
where has used a child for his or her own 
ends, with no regard for the damage in- 
flicted on the child. Disrespect for chil- 
dren’s rights and violation of their inno- 
cence are constants in each of these cases. 

I also find the method of defense em- 
ployed by groups like the False Memory 
Syndrome Association to be particularly in- 
sidious. When adult suspects use their 
power collectively to imply that vast num- 
bers of child-abuse charges are the result of 
hysteria, they are — in a true sense — 
throwing all of the babies out with the bath 
water. We must fight for the rights of all in- 
nocents, but logic dictates that we should 
be doubly resolved to defend those who are 
least able to protect themselves — children. 

The claim of national “hysteria” seems 
equally absurd. Hysteria implies an aban- 
donment of reason, and there is nothing 
unreasonable about abhorring a human- 
rights offense as incalculably damaging as 
child abuse. In a more perfect world, peo- 
ple would feel hysteria over this kind of 
suffering; that they don’t is in many re- 
spects a national embarrassment. 

Finally, it’s important to remember that 
adults, innocent and guilty alike, are capa- 
ble of defending themselves. This option is 
unavailable to child victims. Their only 
hope for protection lies in an aware and in- 
formed society. 

If we are truly concerned with the ruina- 
tion of innocent lives, then we should care 
for the much larger number of bona fide 
victims whose chances of recovery are less- 
ened whenever society turns a blind eye to 
their cause, searches for an out, attempts 
to deny their reality. If we are really con- 
cerned about justice, we must listen to the 
charges of alleged victims every bit as care- 
fully as we listen to the alibis of suspects.

Gross men 


Notes on nose-pickers and pen-twisters

know a lot of men who do gross stuff in front of 
people. Do you? Are you puzzled by this? 

A woman friend and I were talking over drinks. 

“It’s really unbelievable,” she said. “I’ll be sitting 
there in a meeting, and this one is picking his 
teeth, and that one is picking his nose, and that one is 
also picking his nose, and, I mean, it’s disgusting.” 

I nodded seriously. Disgusting. And then I told her 
about loaning a man my pen and then sitting there watch- 
ing as he took the pen, wrote something down, then stuck 
the pen in his ear.

I realize that this is the sort of column that lots of men 
will read and hate and stash away in the mental file 
marked “Wildly Over-Generalizing Male-Basher at 
Work.” I also realize that a fair number of men out there 





























are very discreet when it comes to personal hygiene and 
bodily functions, who find the idea of borrowing a 
woman’s pen and twisting it in their ear as appalling as I 
do. But I also know a lot of gross men. Or I seem to. 

What makes a man so uninhibited that public teeth- 
and nose-picking seems utterly natural to him? Why are 
some men so. . . SO gross? 

I called my mother about this. She’s a wise woman. I 
asked her, “Mom, do you know a lot of gross men? Men 
who do disgusting things in public?”

More than 
100,000 applications poured into the WHDH-TV 
(Channel 7) offices from would-be contestants all over 
the region. A lucky 375 were chosen at random and 
invited to one of three audition sessions at the Park 
Plaza Hotel. 

On the morning of the first tryout, I was one of 100 
or so people herded into a ballroom that had been set 
up with a dozen rows of chairs, a blank drawing board,

While our tests were being graded, Wheel souvenirs 
from hats to playing cards — even metric rulers — 
were raffled off. We were encouraged to scream and 
wave if the number on the ticket we’d been handed was 
announced.

Along with about a third of the crowd, I made the 
first cut. When people heard their names called, some 
stood timidly and bowed; others leapt to their feet and 
pumped their fists.

retchen was a hu- 
morless wretch in a 
bland business suit. 


She’d waddle into 





my cubicle at least a 
half-dozen times a day carrying stacks 
of paperwork scrawled over with petty 
criticisms and pointless alterations. As 
far as I knew, her vocabulary was lim- 
ited to five words: This is a rush job. I 


don’t think I ever saw her smile. 


Gretchen made my life miserable. I hated her. 

But I was a lowly temp back then, a part-time proof- 
reader for a large investment house. I couldn’t complain 
about Gretchen — after all, as a project coordinator, she 
was simply doing her job — albeit with the charm 
and diplomacy of a storm trooper. I felt abused and pow- 
erless ... 

. That is, powerless until I noticed that Gretchen hat- 
ed to miss phone calls. Every time she heard the electronic 
jangle, she’d barrel down the aisle, shoving aside execu- 
tives, mail boys, anyone in her path. 

So every now and then, when Gretchen strayed from 
her desk, I’d dial her line. Then I’d watch her spin on her 
heels and bolt back to her cubicle. I’d let the phone ring 
until she was within an arm’s length of the receiver — 
then hang up. 

Cursing under her breath, she’d set off again. And I’d 
start dialing. 

I was careful not to overdo it, though I did get a ittle 
nervy: once, I dialed her line while she was standing next 
to me rifling through some papers. Most days, I’d ring up 
Gretchen three or four times — just enough to leave her 
exasperated and pissed off. 

In other words, I did back to her as she did to me. 

I got revenge. 

And even though I knew I was acting petty and imma- 
ture, I took great pleasure in my little campaign of tor- 
ment. If one of life’s challenges is getting the upper hand 


| on enemies, I was succeeding. To quote George on Sein- 
feld, | had hand. 


I also had the comfort of knowing that I’m not alone 
in my occasional quest for justice, in which I am the 
judge, jury, and executioner. Although few actually brag 
about their thirst for vengeance, most of us can’t con- 
ceive of a life where we couldn’t seek revenge — on bul- 
lies who threaten our well-being, on ex-lovers who hurt 
our feelings, on cruel bosses who stymie our careers, and 
on careless jerks whose irresponsible behavior grates on 
our nerves. 

And even if we hide our avenging sides behind a guise 
of mercy and forgiveness, our true natures tend to spill 
out when we go to the bookstore or movie house. From 
the finest works of literature to popular films — like 
Falling Down, the current box-office smash that consists 
of two hours of unleashed rage — we gobble up a tale of 
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retaliation with vicarious joy, bringing out the Walter 
Mitty (heavily armed and ready to bust some heads) in 
all of us. 


Revenge has many faces, which is part of what makes 
the phenomenon so much fun. There are endless varieties, 
countless ways to exact it. Say your paper boy habitually 
tosses your Globe into a puddle. Do you a) withhold his 
tip, b) sneak into his parents’ garage and hide a dead 
squirrel in his newspaper bag, or c) buy an assault weapon 
and shoot out his bicycle tires? 

There’s no correct answer. Depending on your 
vengeance aptitude, one of the above responses may seem 
more reasonable than the others, but it’s strictly a personal 
decision. They are all forms of pay-back. 

Homicide, of course, is the ultimate form of personal 
retribution. Given that the majority of murder victims 
know their killers, revenge of some sort is probably the 
prime motivator in most fatal attacks. And trend-watchers, 
take note: last year, the Wall Street Journal reported on a 
spooky consequence of the recession — the rising number 
of laid-off employees who returned to the office to clean 
out their desks, say good-bye to their colleagues, and blow 
away their boss. 

The purest forms of revenge are those that bring only 
— or primarily — a sense of personal satisfaction to the 
avenger. When you commit an act of vengeance that also 
happens to bring a reward, your motives get a little murky. 
In The Sting, for instance, Paul Newman and Robert Red- 
ford teamed up to teach Robert Shaw a lesson, but they 
came away with a lot of his money, too. 

On the other hand, there’s the purer sort of revenge: 
I’m reminded of a woman I know who rips off office sup- 
plies from her employer every time she’s denied an annual 
bonus. If she ran a business out of her home, I’d be in- 
clined to call her a thief. But since I know she has a closet 
jammed with staplers and yellow sticky pads she’ll never 
use, I just call her vengeful. 

Whether we care to admit it, everyone thinks about re- 
venge at some time or another. Some of us suppress the 
urge. Others let it burst forth. 

I know a prominent New Yorker, a widely respected 
intellectual, who was awakened one summer night by 
a sound familiar to all city dwellers — the wail of a 
car alarm. He tried covering his ears with a pillow, but it 
was no use: he simply couldn’t block out the relentless 
bleating. 

So he calmly slipped a coat on over his pajamas, re- 
trieved a ball-peen hammer from a drawer, and took the 
elevator to the sidewalk. He found the car — a Jaguar, no 
less — and smashed the driver’s-side window. Then he 
reached inside, turned off the alarm, and returned to his 
apartment, where he fell fast asleep. 

Of course, there was a measure of utility in the avenging 
New Yorker’s assault: he did stop the noise. But I think 
the knowledge that some inconsiderate Jaguar owner 
would find a thousand pieces of glassy-green gravel on his 
front seat the next day was the real reward. 

Naturally, the Mighty Hammer of Justice wouldn’t want 
me to print this man’s name. Civilized people today aren’t 
suppose to seek revenge — and when they do, they keep a 
low profile. We’re supposed to turn the other cheek, to 
forgive and forget, to accept wrongdoing with the as- 
sumption that justice will be doled out by higher authori- 
ties — be they divine or legal. 

In Wild Justice: The Evolution of Revenge, author Susan 
Jacoby writes that the desire to exact retribution is a taboo 
— but it wasn’t always. The distinction between justice 
(which we consider noble) and revenge (which is unseem- 
ly) is a relatively modern idea, she says, and not always a 
logical one at that. To illustrate her point, she notes that

eorge Hayduke thinks no one should suffer a 

bully. In more than a dozen books — starting 
with Get Even, in 1980 — he’s told readers how to 
wage smear campaigns, sabotage homes and autos, 
and generally bring woe upon the world’s SOBs. A 
former soldier (he claims to have been a mercenary, 
as well), Hayduke earned a reputation while in the 
military as a guy who knew how to deal with thug- 
gish officers. “I had a creative mind,” he said in a 
recent phone interview. “I’d say, don’t do something 
stupid, like whaling on him. Do something fun — 
like see to it that his [immunization] shot records 
are lost, so he has to get them done all over again.” 

A friend tabbed Hayduke the “Robin Hood of Re- 
venge” and suggested he write a book about retribu- 
tion. “So I went to several publishing houses and 
they all thought I should be in jail,” he says. Hay- 
duke’s proposal was eventually accepted by Paladin 
Press, which publishes books on military and police 
science, weaponry, terrorism, and related topics. 

More than a decade later, Hayduke is considered 
the unchallenged expert on the fine art of revenge. A 
classic bit of “Haydukery” usually involves equal 
parts subterfuge and diabolical wisdom — like 
knowing that if you slip syrup of ipecac into some- 
one’s drink, he’ll be puking his brains out within 10 
minutes. “But four minutes later they’re back to 
normal,” he insists, “so you’re playing with their 
mind. They’re wondering what hit them. I love deal- 
ing with paranoia. It’s much better to let them think, 
“Where did that come from?’” 

Hayduke stresses that his books are intended for 
entertainment purposes only (they are found in the 
humor department in most bookstores). “I put a big 
section in every book saying, ‘Don’t really do this — 
try to resolve things,’ ” he says. “But once you get 
done turning all four cheeks, then get revenge.” 

Hayduke has relied on reader suggestions for 
much of the material in his later books, but he has 
earned his reputation. Here are a few of his favorite 
real-life exploits: 

* When his lawn-care-freak neighbor reported 
him to the city for not mowing his grass, Hayduke 
waited for a severe rainstorm, then emptied eight 
boxes of lettuce seed on the snitch’s lawn. 

¢ An elderly spinster routinely peeked in his mail- 
box; to get back at her, Hayduke took out a sub- 
scription to a pornographic magazine in the wom- 
an’s name — but with the town minister’s address. 

¢ After being turned away from a public pool be- 
cause he was with a black fellow soldier in the early 
60s, Hayduke returned to the pool that night and 
dumped in a bag of orange dye used to mark targets 
in the ocean. “The pool looked like a block of Jell- 
O,” he says. “We fixed those bigoted assholes.” 

The success of his series has left Hayduke with no 
doubt that we are a vengeful society. “We are, and I 
wish we weren’t,” he says. “I wish we lived in a land 
of lotus-eaters and tree-huggers. But we don’t.” 

So Hayduke’s revenge books will, in all likeli- 
hood, continue to sell. His 14th is due out some- 
time this year. Its working title is The Merchant of 


Menace.

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even victims of today’s most heinous crimes are forced to 
deny — at least publicly — having vengeful feelings to- 
ward their assailants, lest they be portrayed by some de- 
fense lawyer as unstable. 

We’re more comfortable with forgiving and forgetting, 
Jacoby writes, because revenge calls to mind “unsettling 
echoes of the primitive and its inescapable reminder of the 
fragility of human order.” As a result, people who walk 
around saying, “I'll get that bastard back if it’s the last 
thing I do!” tend to be looked on as dangerous kooks, at 
least by polite society. 

Of course, that hasn’t hasn’t prevented vengeance from 
becoming a popular theme in drama and literature. A 
good revenge story can be enormously satisfying: the nat- 
ural order is upset, then restored; the scales are tipped, 
then balanced. And if there are a few car chases and pis- 
tol-whippings along the way, all the better. From Hamlet 
to Death Wish, we love a good pay-back story. 

Which just goes to show, says Jacoby, what hypocrites 
we are. The appeal of the revenge theme in mass enter- 
tainment, she writes, “is one more manifestation of the 
gap between private feelings about revenge and the public 
pretense that justice and vengeance have nothing, perish 
the uncivilized thought, to do with each other.” 


* 

But in our hearts we know that revenge and justice have 
plenty to do with one another. Falling Down punches 
those familiar buttons, reminding us of our primal obses- 
sion with getting back at those we feel have wronged us, 
whether it’s a person, an institution, or society as a whole. 

Critics are divided. Some say Falling Down is a brilliant 
realization of the common man’s angst; others claim it’s 
merely Rambo for the geeky pocket-protector set. Regard- 
less, Falling Down could become the revenge film for the 
90s. In the story, the main character (played with 
seething nerdiness by Michael Douglas) finds himself 
trapped in a traffic jam on a hot day. The burden of his 
world — a failed marriage, a lost job — proves too much. 
He snaps. 

The Douglas character (known for much of the film 
only by the letters on his license plate, D-FENS), storms 
across the ugly Los Angeles landscape, bound for his ex- 
wife’s home in Venice Beach like Sherman marching to 
the sea. Along the way, he terrorizes a convenience-store 
clerk, a pair of nasty punks, several fast-food employees, a 
neo-Nazi, a couple of snooty golfers, and an innocent pay 
telephone. He is a cartoonish Everyman, venting his frus- 
trations on anyone or anything that challenges his sense of 
fairness. 

And even though D-FENS is obviously a lunatic, some- 
thing about the film speaks to audiences: Falling Down 
quickly became the number-one movie in the nation upon 
its release and has stayed at the top of the charts for weeks. 

And why not? Who hasn’t wanted to throttle a cashier 
who wouldn’t make change for a buck unless you bought 
a pack of gum? D-FENS’s frustration — and his readi- 
ness to seek retribution — may be more common among 
the average Joe than one might think. 

Consider a book called Sabotage in the American Work- 
place: Anecdotes of Dissatisfaction, Mischief, and Revenge 
(Pressure Drop Press). Editor Martin Sprouse interviewed 
hundreds of people across the country in a wide variety of 
professions — from bus drivers to factory workers to 
stockbrokers — and found both high levels of on-the-job 
disgruntlement and a startling willingness to fight back at 
the power. 

“Sabotage is very much part of American work ethic. If 
the boss fucks you, you fuck them over. American workers 
aren’t afraid to do that,” says the San Francisco-based 
Sprouse, who has become a kind of Studs Terkel for disil- 
lusioned American workers everywhere. He says the sto- 
ries he compiled are most notable for what they lack, 
which is a sense of remorse. 

“Not one single person I interviewed felt any guilt,” he 
says. “Some were unhappy that they had to resort to re- 
venge, but all said they would do it again.” 

Like Falling Down, Sprouse’s Sabotage has found an au- 
dience. Published last fall, it’s already in its second printing. 
Not all of Sprouse’s collected stories are about retribution. 
He defines “sabotage” as “anything you do at work that 
you’re not supposed to do,” so some of the narratives are 
merely accounts of creative loafing. But the best of them are 
clever, occasionally bizarre, tales of retaliation. 
Like the one about the department-store clerk 
who got back at his bosses by pushing shopping 
carts into the woods each day and 

stringing them up in effigy; 
he hung 135 
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carriages from tree branches before store management 
caught on. 

Or the roofer who, after being passed over for a promo- 
tion, intentionally poked a small hole in a roof. The water 
damage caused by his sabotage ended up costing his 
brother-in-law boss $50,000 to fix. 

Or the disgusted mailroom clerk at a conservative 
think-tank who randomly opened envelopes containing 
contributions and tossed the checks into a paper shredder. 

Cynicism among the proletariat often leads to revenge- 
in-advance. As one worker told Sprouse, “I always steal 
from work because no matter how great the place is, 
they’re always going to fuck you over at some point. It’s 
just a question of when.” 


I know a number of people in the restaurant business 
and can tell you with confidence that revenge comes swift- 
ly upon whiny, condescending diners, whether they know 
it or not. “Don’t piss off your waitress,” warns a veteran 
food-server. “I’ve seen girls spit on food.” 

This is the subcategory of “secret” revenge, of retribu- 
tion so discreet that the avenged never feels the avenger’s 
wrath. It’s done solely for the satisfaction of doing it. 

Usually, though, the pay-back isn’t satisfying unless the 
avenger has made his or her presence felt. That same wait- 
ress, for example, was saddled with serving a big party of 
diners a few minutes before closing recently — the ump- 
teenth time in a month her snotty manager had kept her late 
— so she calmly walked into the kitchen, grabbed a handful 
of ice cubes, and dumped them into her boss’s handbag. 

The vengeance-minded are often determined to deliver 
a message — sometimes in a literal sense. A friend of my 
sister grew so incensed with a man who opposed him in a 
legal matter that he collected a day’s worth of his dog’s fe- 
ces, wrapped the pile up in a neat package, and mailed it 
anonymously to his foe. 

The recipient of the poop-o-gram had to know someone 
was out to menace him — and he probably had a pretty 
good idea who it was. But somewhere between the secre- 
tive retaliation and the blatant warning is a middle ground, 
a style of revenge where the avenged-upon are left with 
lingering doubts. They know something’s amiss, but aren’t 
sure what; and even if they suspect someone is out to get 
them, they can’t figure out who or why. 

My favorite example of this latter form: a friend who 
once worked at an automobile dealership tells of the hot 
summer day when a pompous loudmouth showed up in 
his new Lincoln, complaining that the car was running 
poorly. He tongue-lashed the service manager — a stern 

man feared by his staff — calling him incompetent and 
threatening to sue if the car wasn’t ready that afternoon. 

Employees looked on in stunned silence as the usually- 
hard-nosed manager politely informed the customer that 
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his car would be ready on time. As the Lincoln owner left, 
the manager ordered a mechanic to start repairing the 
auto. But he also sent a garage hand to a nearby market to 
buy the biggest fish he could find. When the employee re- 
turned with a 30-inch cod, the manager instructed his me- 
chanics to plant the fish on the floor under the Lincoln’s 
back seat. 

As the new-car smell gave way to a rancid essence de 
poisson, the Lincoln owner would be left to wonder, What 
did I do to deserve this?

Francis Bacon called revenge “a kind of wild justice, 
which the more a man’s nature runs to, the more ought 
law to weed it out.” I wasn’t too concerned about my 
treatment of Gretchen until I began to feel my own nature 
running out of control. 

After hearing that our office building had a cockroach 
problem, I began staging after-hours raids on Gretchen’s 
cubicle, sprinkling sugar on the carpet and in her drawers 
in hopes that her desk would become infested with the lit- 
tle critters. 

But this sweet revenge was short-lived. After several in- 
vasions, I slipped back to my cubicle one night and 
thought, I can’t believe I’m doing this. My crusade against 
Gretchen had gotten out of hand. As much as | loathed 
her, even I had to admit that she didn’t deserve roaches in 
her pencil tray. I realized that any campaign of revenge 
has to be finite. When you take it too far, you begin to ob- 
sess about getting back at your enemy — which requires 
even more mental energy than simply resolving your anger 
with him or her. 

Besides, in spite of my efforts, she was still a witch. I 
decided that enough justice had been served. No more 
sugar bombs, no more phone calls. 

I suppose there’s a good argument to be made for the 
idea that personal revenge is best served in one’s own 
mind. A friend tells me that when someone has screwed 
her over, she’s content knowing that that person must live 
with the fear that she might try to get him or her back. 
Her credo: always forgive him or her — but never forget 
their names. 

She may be right. But I’d add that it doesn’t hurt to 
know their phone numbers as well. Just in case. Q

t’s Saturday night and you don’t 
have much money. Winter is 
leaking into spring at a painfully 


slow pace. You need a hot toddy 


(or some single-malt Scotch), some 


private and public conversation, and 


food. Equipped with one or more part- 


ners and a few dollars each, you scan 


your resources and collective needs. 


Dark corner or limelight? Vegetarian 


or carnivore? Coffee or cocktails? 


In the 90s, sloppy drinking is a bore. 
Diversity and acceptance are in, segrega- 
tion and attitude are out. Better yet, lemon 
soufflé and grappa (or espresso) are in, 
chicken wings and Long Island iced teas 
are out. Get the picture? 

In and around Boston, bar-food choices 
are endless, from “peasant cuisine” paired

with a 22-ounce Brazilian Xingu beer to 
“equatorial food” cooled with a salty 
Sauza Conmemorativo margarita. So for- 
get about this week’s Star Trek rerun — 
there’s a lot of undiscovered territory (not 
to mention bar seats) out there.

One of the best features of grazing is 
that it allows you to sample creations from 
some truly great chefs without exhausting 
your monthly entertainment budget. For 
instance, you can treat yourself to hot 
white clam focaccia with sweet roasted

peppers, spicy lamb quesadillas, or em- 
panadas of potato and green onion, any of 
which can be had for $5 and under at 
Biba (272 Boylston Street, Boston). Some 
of owner/chef Lydia Shire’s signature in- 
gredients appear on the bar menu, such as 
marrow and brains; there’s also a mouth- 
watering selection of desserts, such as 
warm wood-oven apple pudding with 
prune-armagnac ice cream ($9) and win- 
ter citrus sorbets with thin ginger crisps 
($6). 

The atmosphere at the bar at Biba tends 
toward champagne and caviar (Ossetra is 
available for $35 an ounce), but you might 
find yourself more relaxed after gulping 
down one or two oyster shooters: Stoli 
pepper vodka, one raw oyster, a dash of 
bloody-mary mix, chopped onions, and 
cilantro. Keep in mind that beer chasers 
are not encouraged. 

Biba’s bar serves food Sunday through 
Friday from 5:15 to 11:30 p.m., and on 
Saturday from noon to 11:30 p.m. (two 
sandwiches are available from 2:30 to 
5 p.m. weekdays.) The bar closes at 1 
a.m. Monday through Wednesday, at 
1:30 a.m. Thursday through Saturday, 
and at midnight on Sunday. Call 426- 
7878.

True, Olives (10 City Square, Charles- 
town) doesn’t take reservations, and some 
find the wait unbearable. But don’t forget 
that the new location has a wonderfully 
large bar that serves the full dinner menu. 
It’s still not a great idea to show up at 
peak times on the weekend and hope to 
get a seat, but the restaurant is making 
plans to open seven days a week beginning 
sometime this month, so it may become 
easier to squeeze in during the off-peak 
nights of Sunday through Tuesday. 

Grazing can easily become gluttony 














when you get caught up in the frenzy of 
what is arguably the best restaurant in the 
area. You might begin with a half-order of 
braised goose ravioli ($7.50), then move 
beyond grazing into veal osso bucco 
($17.50) before finishing up with a slice 
of original chocolate fallen cake with rasp- 
berry sauce ($6.50). Top it off with a 
glass of wine and some port with your 
espresso.

Maybe it’s the Martini from Hell, but 
grazing at the East Coast Grill (1271 
Cambridge Street, Cambridge’s Inman 
Square) has always been a transforming 
experience. Surrounded by side plates of 
grilled pineapple, seared greens, fried plan- 
tains, and spiced rubbed crispy chicken, it’s 
easy to think you’re dining in Costa Rica. 
That’s an appropriate thought: the restau- 
rant’s concept is “equatorial food” served 
with a certain flair — and respect — for 
that region’s many varieties of hot peppers. 

The drink list is also fiery, as is the Inner 
Beauty Real Hot Sauce (offered upon re- 
quest). Hearty types might be tempted to 
try a Cocktail Tranquillo, “a blend of over- 
proof rums aged in the Brazilian Style, with 
pineapple and vanilla beans.” (Note on the 
drink list: VERY POTENT: LIMIT 2 PER 
PERSON.) There is also a choice domestic- 
beer list; selections include Wild Boar Spe- 
cial Amber and Dixie Blackened Voodoo 
Lager. Best of all, East Coast Grill is af- 
fordable. Appetizers (which are quite large) 
range from $4.75 to $6.75. Side dishes are 
$2 to $3. 

The East Coast Grill serves food and 
drinks Sunday through Thursday from 
5:30 to 10 p.m., and on Friday and Satur- 
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day from 5:30 p.m. to 10:30 p.m. Call 
491-6568.

Sister to the East Coast Grill is the Blue 
Room (One Kendall Square, Cambridge), 
where chef/owner Chris Schlesinger is the 
most notable parent..A bit fancier than its 
sibling, though not at all stuffy, the bar is 
integrated with the dining room, providing 
an optimum setting for comfortable graz- 
ing. A specialty of the house is infused 
vodka — ginger, Bing cherry, or lemon 
steeped in large jars of Absolut or Stoli, 
creating the base for a perfect martini. A 
few sips alternated with bites of crispy 
potato cake with leeks, onion, and oxtail 
($6.95) are a nice prelude to a Blue Room 
mai tai (served in a pineapple with a float 
of Gosling’s Black Seal Rum, $5.50) and 
Southeast Asian salad rolls ($7.95). 

The Blue Room is a fine place to split an 
entree with one or more friends, which is 
the ideal grazing option, unanimously ac- 
cepted by bartenders, although it’s univer- 
sally disdained by waiters. Plates here are 
overflowing with luscious textures and fla- 
vors. Try “wok-seared shrimp and scallops 
in the big soup bowl with spicy red-crab 
broth and rice vermicelli” ($18.95) or

Walk into Dali (415 Washington Street, 
Cambridge) and you enter warmth and in- 
timacy. Intoxicatingly romantic, yet quirky 
like its namesake, this restaurant is highly 
rated for both style and taste. Its dimly lit, 
cavern-like rooms and eclectic decor (ani- 
mal-rights activists beware: the designer 
has an affinity for animal parts) invite 
guests to sip homemade sangria and whis- 
per fragile promises. 

Although seats are relatively few here, 
the bar’s tiled counter is the perfect place 
to sample Dali’s renowned tapas menu 
(roughly translated, tapas are “little things 
you put on the table”). Start with a selec- 
tion of tapas frias (cold): aceitunas al- 
inadas (marinated olives), mejillones con 
aguacate (mussels with avocado), and 
pulpo a la vinagreta (octopus vinaigrette). 
Tapas calientes (hot) include ravioles de 
mariscos (lobster-and-crabmeat ravioli 
with langostino sauce), cigalas a la plan- 
cha (grilled prawns), and filloas de vege- 
tales (vegetarian crépes). Prices range 
from $2.50 to $5. 

Dali serves food, wine, and beer (no 
hard alcohol) Sunday through Thursday 
from 5:30 to 10 p.m., and on Friday and 
Saturday from 5:30 to 10:30 p.m. Call

Perhaps the most impressive cognac list 
in the city belongs to Rocco’s (5 Charles 
Street South, Boston), making it an ideal 
setting for a nice salad, a dessert, or what- 
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ever else pleases you in a restaurant/bar. 
Although the bar doesn’t have anything 
like the alluring overhead mural that’s in 
the dining room, it does share the same 
30-foot ceiling and grand yet whimsical 
style. One of the bar walls is brick (anoth- 
er, glass), and the bar plays host to a ro- 
tating selection of Boston’s favorite artists. 

The menu is Italian, and covers all re- 
gions. Especially notable appetizers are 
sliced prosciutto with fig relish, artichoke 
heart, Reggiano parmesan, and zesty pep- 
percorn dressing ($7.25); grilled quail 
with truffle-oil risotto and oregano ($9);

If the thought of a Chinese restaurant 
creates visions of plastic red lanterns and 
miniature parasols in your cocktail glass, 
you should shatter that myth with a visit to 
Mr. Leung’s (545 Boylston Street, Bos- 
ton). One flight of stairs underground, the 
bar area is encased in a clear glass bubble 
through which you get a nice view of Trini- 
ty Church, as well as the pedestrian traffic 
above. Unfortunately, Carah, Leung’s bar- 
tender for seven years, is leaving for Sante 
Fe, but with any luck, she’ll pass some of 
her recipes on to her successor. 

The food at Mr. Leung’s is strictly 
gourmet. Steamed Szechuan wontons in 
hot sauce ($5) and pan-seared seafood 
dumplings ($6) are two of the many excel- 
lent choices from the appetizer list. The fea- 
tured dessert is sesame fried banana with 
ice cream ($6).

On the same block of the same urban 
street, Small Planet (565 Boylston Street, 
Boston) has appeared, and its customers 
are an eclectic mix indeed: animal-lovers 
and meat-eaters, poor and rich, black and 
white, gay and straight. The music is 
James Brown, the Sundays, Parliament, 
Joni Mitchell, Stereo MCs, and Bob Mar- 
ley. After 10 p.m., the lights go way down. 
The sun sets on the back walls and ceiling. 
There’s a waterfall, and pelicans are sus- 
pended overhead. A tropical rain forest 
upstairs impairs the view from the loft. 
This is New England? 

The “peasant food” is exquisitely sim- 
ple, and the bar is comfortably noisy and 
jammed on the weekends. Appetizers such 
as bruschetta ($3.95), Thai noodles with 








shrimp ($7.95), conch fritters ($6.50), 
and fried squid ($6.50) bring harmony to 
the menu. The menu items known as 
“Feasts” are large enough to share. And 
the full menu is available at the bar. 

Small Planet serves food seven days from 
5:30 p.m. to midnight.

After feasting at the Planet, turn left and 
walk to the Rattlesnake Bar & Grill (382 
Boylston Street, Boston).

The 
bar specializes in margaritas (“The Great 
Eight”), with names like Dos Reales Plat- 
inum Bombshell ($4.50) and the “Ulti- 
mate” Three G’s Margarita ($5.25). 

The food, quite good, is described as 
“Food of the Americas,” and comprises 
South, Central, and North American 
cuisines. Boil that down and what you get 
is really upgraded Tex-Mex.

Appetizers are 
priced around $4. Soups and salads will 
run you about $5.

If you’re looking for a college bar where 
you can drink cold beer and eat good, cre- 
ative food, find Miracle of Science (231 
Mass Ave, outside Cambridge’s Central 
Square).

There’s a good beer list, 
which includes Guinness on tap, Sam 
Smith’s Pale Ale, and Red Stripe.

Debunk it? Hey, I want to believe in it. I also want to believe that Jimmy Hoffa and 
Elvis are running a 7-Eleven in Kalamazoo, Michigan. Unfortunately, we’re out of luck on 
all counts. 

The best-known version of the tale, a classic bit of “Xeroxlore” that creationists have 
been passing around for more than 20 years, is attributed to Harold Hill, supposedly a 
consultant to the NASA space program. It seems a bunch of “astronauts and space scien- 
tists” at the Goddard Space Flight Center, in Greenbelt, Maryland, were using a comput- 
er to calculate the orbits of the sun, moon, and planets so that a satellite sent up today 
would not crash into something 100 years from now. This entailed figuring the position 
of the heavenly bodies many centuries into the past. (Why, I don’t know; I’m just telling 
the story.) 

After a while, the computer halted and “put up a red signal, which meant that there was 
something wrong either with the information fed into it or with the results as compared to 
the standards.” On investigating, the scientists found there was “a day missing in space in 
elapsed time.” They were puzzled until “a religious fellow on the team” recalled a passage 
in the Bible (Joshua 10:12-12) where Joshua asked the Lord to make the sun stand still 
until he could defeat his enemies. The Lord obliged, and the sun stood still “about a 
whole day.” 

“Damn, the missing day!” shouted the scientists. Not quite. After further calculations, 
they concluded that the missing “elapsed time” in Joshua’s day was only 23 hours and 20 
minutes, not a full day. 

Then the religious fellow had another brainstorm. He recalled that in II Kings 20:9-11, 
Hezekiah prevailed upon the prophet Isaiah to ask to Lord to make the sun go backward 
10 degrees. “No problemo,” said the Lord. 

“Ten degrees is exactly 40 minutes,” the tale concludes. “Twenty-three hours and 20 
minutes in Joshua, plus 40 minutes in II Kings, make the missing 24 hours the space trav- 
elers had to log into the logbook as being the missing day in the universe. Isn’t that amaz- 
ing? Our God is rubbing their noses in His Truth!” 

Well. The folks from NASA sensibly point out that they have no need to compute orbits 
thousands of years into the past and future because the typical satellite lasts only a dozen 
years. Nonetheless, there may be a germ of truth to the story. NASA spokesman Charles 
Redmond points out that in the early 1960s, when scientists were first using computers to 
figure out orbits for the manned space program, there was a discrepancy of about 20 sec- 
onds between Greenwich Mean Time (GMT) and so-called ephemeris time, i.e., the 
“real” time based on astronomical observations. A 20-second error when you’re trying to 
bring a manned spacecraft down to earth is enough to put the astronauts in somebody’s 
backyard in Orlando rather than in the ocean where they’re supposed to be. So the scien- 
tists jiggered the numbers to get GMT synchronized with real time. (This is handled to- 
day by throwing in leap seconds every few years.) 

These adjustments may have been the basis of Harold Hill’s story. But there wasn’t any 
missing day, and it certainly didn’t have anything to do with the Book of Joshua. I should 
point out that Hill wasn’t a NASA consultant; his firm did diesel-engine maintenance and 
such for the space agency. 

Creationists have been trying to work the “missing day” angle for a long time. Folk- 
lorist Jan Brunvand says he unearthed a story about an alleged confrontation between an 
unbelieving scientist and C.A. Totten, an eccentric military instructor at Yale in the 
1890s. Totten, who became notorious for his wild theories about science and religion, 
supposedly made a believer out of an agnostic astronomer by pointing out a “missing 
day” in the latter’s calculations that could only be accounted for by the passages from 
Joshua and II Kings. It’s the kind of story that only a true believer could love, since it 
makes no sense to anybody else.

Mirabelle 


A celebration of simplicity

up a target in my shooting gallery. 


The former president of the Massachu- 
setts Restaurant Association has been pri- 
marily a corporate caterer, devising compa- 
ny cafeterias good enough to keep employ- 
ees away from those three-martini lunches 
in suburban towns. Elmont’s one previous 
public restaurant in Boston, Soupgon, 
started with the classic signs of a corporate 
cafeteria gone public: short menu, pleasant, 
characterless surroundings, and wicked 
bland food. I should add that it did improve 


somewhat in response to criticism. 


Elmont has sold his catering company 
and set up Mirabelle, a fancy Newbury 
Street café. Mirabelle has been compared 
with the Ritz dining room in that the ser- 
vice is very special and the food is com- 
paratively simple and pricy. But what 
Mirabelle evokes in my memory is my one 


or two visits to executive 
dining rooms, the Ritzes 
of corporate catering. 

Like the boardroom of a 
start-up financial company, 
Mirabelle is lined with 
dark-stained tropical wood. 
Because the two rooms are 
very small, the dark wood 
doesn’t become depressing. 
We were met at the front 
door by a maitre d’ who 
also took our coats to a 
closet without checks. 

This concern extends 
directly to the food, with 
many small niceties: care- 
ful explanations of the 
preparations, correct ser- 
vice of tea in a china pot 
(so it stays hot enough to 
brew), a wine list of fairly 
priced half-bottles. 

The food is made from 
top-shelf ingredients, but 
the flavors are reassuringly 
simple. This works well 


with something like lentil soup with 
sausage ($5.50), where the simple, earthy 
taste of lentils is its own reward, and the 
bits of Italian sausage are arranged in a 
star atop the large, full bowl. I also liked 
the baked littleneck clams ($6.25), seven 
clams as small as bay scallops on the half- 
shell, heated up with morsels of meaty ba- 
con. And “our own cured salmon” 
($7.50) was rich and smooth as the finest 


Scotch salmon, without the smoke. 


A simple palette lets the kitchen serve a 
diverse breadbasket, with rosemary focac- 
cia, a serious sourdough roll, a softer 
buckwheat roll, and a poppyseed roll with 


the poppyseeds mixed into the dough. 


But a garlic-loving diner could be gen- 
uinely disappointed with the bourride 
Provengal ($17.50). Admittedly, there are a 
lot of versions of this fish stew, but nearly 
all French sources emphasize that the broth 
is thickened with aioli, a mayonnaise in 
which there is almost more garlic than olive 
oil. At Mirabelle, it’s a stew of haddock, 
oysters, and scallops in a creamy broth with 
some sliced-up fennel bulb and hints of 
pepper — definitely Mediterranean and 


creamy, but where’s the garlic? 


Breast of chicken stuffed with cranber- 
ries and pistachio nuts ($18.95) is as 
flashy as Mirabelle’s menu gets, and it’s 
good eating, well flavored by the beef- 
gravy taste of demi-glace. The berries and 
pistachio nuts make nice variations .in the 
mouth, but this is very much a caterer’s 
dish, for a society wedding if not for a cor- 
porate lunch. The appeal is too general; at

these prices we expect something more 
personally special. I liked the garnish on 
this platter: barley pilaf with slightly grilled 
zucchini, yellow squash, and carrots. 

When so much of your money is going 
into ingredients, and the kitchen isn’t do- 
ing tricks, you’re often best off with a great 
piece of meat, like the roasted noisette per- 
sillade ($23.95). This consists of slices of 
fork-tender lamb with a flavor to die for. 
One doesn’t want the kitchen to fool with 
meat this good, and it doesn’t, except to 
provide it with a coating of lemon-mustard 
crumbs and some rosemary. Side dishes 
for the lamb are traditional: sautéed green 
beans and real mashed potatoes. 

The wine list is full of good choices, al- 
though I suspect most of the work went to- 
ward combing the market for half-bottles. 
My spot check of prices suggests that ev- 
erything is at or slightly below double-retail 
(the margin relaxing at the higher prices), 
avoiding the usual extra mark-ups on half- 
bottles. It’s hard to find real bargains in 
halfs, so the list does well to stay mostly in 
the mid-teens. Our 1991 Duckhorn Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc ($14.50) had both the full body 
of a fine Graves and the herbal push of 

fumé blanc — all it needed 
to go with every kind of 
food. Four wines by the 
glass seemed more expen- 
sive, though the 1991 Ma- 
con-Chardonnay ($4.50) 
was kind of worth it. 
Desserts were good, but at 
these prices you look for 
something special. If a 
restaurant named Mirabelle 
isn’t promoting the plum 
brandy of that name as an 
after-dinner drink, it proba- 
bly ought to work some into 
a plum dessert. Mirabelle 
does neither, leaving us with 
a 10-minute delay for apple 
_bread pudding with cinna- 
mon ice cream ($5.75) —a 
wonderful if perhaps Mid- 
western combination of 
tastes. Ginger lemon créme 
brilée ($5.75) had a swell 
yellow color but only a mild 
flavor inflecting the richness. 
Angelfood cake with nec- 
tarines and fresh berries ($5.75) is subtitled 
“a heart-healthy dessert!” and it was 
tongue-healthful, too. And satisfying, with 
two bread-size slices of angelfood cake un- 
der a sauce of sliced nectarines and blue- 
berries. We had good, bitter decaf cappuc- 
cino ($2.75), the admirably served tea with 
a wide choice of types, and a shockingly 
burnt cup of “San Agustin Colombian cof- 
fee” ($1.75). That’s the regular coffee here, 
and they’d better teach the staff to smell the 
pot before pouring — or I will suspect an 
underhanded effort to sell the individual 
drip pots of specialty coffees at $2.75. 

The thought-out service extends to adding 
an automatic 15 percent service charge in 
lieu of tip, and printing out the charge-card 
receipts such that you don’t inadvertently 
double-tip. Nothing prevents the grateful 
diner from leaving a few extra dollars on the 
table, but no one is allowed to suggest that, 
either. Nor is any financial awkwardness at- 
tached to getting back one’s coat. 

Decor is genuinely unobtrusive, and 
Mirabelle runs against fashion with com- 
fortable chairs and quiet. It’s a nice place 
to linger and talk. 

There are a lot of comforting details to 
Mirabelle, and not everyone wants an experi- 
mental kitchen, or what I consider the stan- 
dard ration of garlic. I suspect most of the 
repeat business will be from people who like 
the Ritz-Carlton dining room but want 
something clubbier. But I also recommend 
Mirabelle as a celebration spot for “plain 
food” folks who find themselves with a nose- 
bleed at the heights of culinary experiment.J

The God of Vietnamese noodle soups is smiling upon the Pasteur 
Restaurant, tucked innocuously across from the Sunset Bar and Grill, in 
Allston. If you’re not bent on revelation, the place can be easy to miss — 
but if you’re an apostle of Vietnamese noodle soup, this is a veritable 
shrine. 

Along with a smooth broth, fresh vegetables, and fresh noodles, the op- 
erative concept at Pasteur has to do with portions. Take the ga xe lua, a 


mega-bowl of shredded chicken-and-noodle (or chicken-and-rice) soup 


that could feed three people ($5). On the lighter side, Pasteur serves a

first-rate bowl of wonton soup 
($3), and outstanding Viet- 
namese spring rolls with bean 
sprouts, mint basil, rice noo- 
dles, sliced pork, and shrimp ($3). The menu is vast (122 dishes), consis- 
tent, occasionally eclectic (great crabmeat-and-asparagus soup), and runs 


the Vietnamese gamut. 


The Pasteur Restaurant, as far as can be determined, has nothing to do 
with Louis Pasteur. Instead, it practices a different kind of Pasteur-iza- 
tion: serving some of the best Vietnamese cuisine you'll find this side of 
Hanoi, not to mention Brighton. 

The Pasteur Restaurant, located at 137 Brighton Avenue, in Allston, 
is open Monday through Saturday from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m., and on 


Sunday from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. Call 783-2340.

This is an onager, a primitive weapon used to hurl stones 
and other large objects in the days before cruise missiles. The 
Romans called it the “wild ass” because it kicked up its rear 
end (and sometimes a few Romans) whenever it was fired.

How accurate? Well, if you knew the stone’s initial velocity

A Nobel venture 


erek Walcott, the BU professor who’s the 
Be Nobel Laureate for literature, has an- 
nounced plans to turn the uninhabited Rat 
Island in the Caribbean into an international center for 
the arts, and, to a lesser extent, economics. In the pro- 
cess of making the announcement last week, Walcott 
also discussed the economics of Nobel prizewinning. 
The three-acre Rat Island, which in years past has 
been the site of a military hospital and a quarantine sta- 
tion, is just minutes by boat from Walcott’s homeland 
of St. Lucia, in the southeastern part of the Caribbean 
archipelago. It is being provided to the program by the 
St. Lucian government. Currently, the island is mostly 








vegetation. Within the next 
couple years, Walcott hopes to 
see two villas, a cafeteria, an 
auditorium, studios, and two 
docks built. But they will be 
small, and the island is to re- 
main dominated, tangibly, by nature. 

Intangibly, he expects it will be dominated by creativ- 
ity. There will be four seasons to a Rat Island year: cre- 
ative writing, dance, music, and visual arts. Prominent 
artists will visit, or be in residence, to lead workshops 
for students and other visiting “professionals.” There 
will also be economics symposiums. Among the Nobel 
Prize winners who Walcott says have voiced strong sup- 
port of the project are Wole Soyinka, winner of the 
1986 literature award, Joseph Brodsky, winner of the 
1987 literature award, and Franco Modigliani, winner 
of the 1985 economics award. 

The big hurdle to be cleared is monetary. Walcott 
doesn’t know what it will all cost. “I’m scared to think 
about how much,” he says, but he expects corporate 
sponsorship to be strong. “We haven’t really started the

Walcott himself is giving “no more than $50,000” to 
the project. He says his Nobel Prize winnings were re- 
ported at “one million plus” but in fact were much less, 
impairing his ability to contribute as much to the 
Caribbean arts scene as he had hoped. A sizable drop in 
the value of Swedish currency soon after the Nobel 
awards were announced cut their American monetary 
value severely. The IRS took a nice chunk of the rest. 
Walcott says this country is one of the few that taxes 
Nobel Prize winnings, a practice he finds questionable 
in light of the Nobel’s international stature. 

On April 26 at the Charles Playhouse, “A Nobel Cel- 
ebration” will help get the Rat Island program under- 
way. Walcott will read from his poetry and the Trinidad 
Theatre Workshop will perform scenes from his plays. 
The workshop is a group Walcott founded in 1959 and 
has worked with ever since, but this is its first Boston 
appearance. Tickets are $50; VIP tix are $250. Call

ot only is trumpeter Terence Blanchard from 

a New Orleans, but he replaced fellow Cres- 
cent City hornman Wynton Marsalis in Art

Poised around a pool table, Moore, 
Harrelson, and Redford discuss the ethics 
of the offer in terms that are abstract but 
crackle with erotic energy — nobody, in- 
cluding the director, seems to notice that 
Moore is referred to in the third person 
though she’s standing right there. Later, 
Harrelson struggles to maintain his ratio- 
nalizations, only to have the demons of 
jealousy and grief burst out in inept 
violence.

But do Adrian Lyne’s 
films sell out? 


OS ANGELES — You’d think Adrian Lyne would be 
i used to this by now, but sweat still beads on his upper 

lip, Richard Nixon-style, when the issue of misogyny in 
his movies is raised. 

“How would this one be misogynistic?” he cries in exaspera- 
tion when asked about the possible sexism in his new film, In- 
decent Proposal. “Why? Why?” 

In his voice is the same note of incredulity as when he fielded 
similar questions about 9-1/2 Weeks (1986), in which Mickey 
Rourke degraded Kim Basinger in a progressively sado- 
masochistic relationship, and in the still infamous Fatal Attrac- 
tion (1987), in which he depicted independent career woman 
Glenn Close as a psychopath out to destroy Michael Douglas’s 
marriage. Is he being disingenuous? Or does he just not get it? 

“I was shocked, appalled, staggered at how angry people 
were,” he says of the initial responses to 9-1/2 Weeks. “There 
were reviews that were so vicious that if I had shot their grand- 
mother they wouldn’t have been worse. They were venomous. 
You probably wrote them. 

“They were just annoyed. And ironically quite often I’d see 
little knots of people who would yell all the way through one 


says. “I don’t blame the studio because everybody was so cata- 
tonic when people were screaming and yelling at the screen. 9- 
1/2 Weeks was a film I did in the wake of Flashdance, so that 
it was very visual. If I was doing the film now, I think I would 
do it very differently. When I did Fatal Attraction, I tried to put 
the visual thing in the background. Make it so it didn’t swamp 
the content, which I think it did in 9-1/2 Weeks.” 

Lyne notes that he has been tempted to issue a director’s cut 
of 9-1/2 Weeks that would be 160 minutes long (perhaps it 
should be retitled 19-1/2 Weeks?). Unlike his “director’s cut” 
of Fatal Attraction, which tacks on the original downbeat end- 
ing (“It was too flat,” Lyne admits), he feels this should be an 
improvement. 

Meanwhile, he still stumbles into the same controversies 
with obtuse good cheer. When it’s pointed out to him that 
Demi Moore’s being reduced to a commodity might be con- 
strued as politically incorrect, he’s good-naturedly indignant. 

“I don’t think she is. I think it’s clear from the movie that it’s 
a joint decision.” 

Does he think it might have been a more interesting movie if 
the man were sold? 

“Maybe so. But the woman who wrote it didn’t write it that 
way. Maybe everybody has their price in the end. I think that 
when talking about this — and I kind of sense it here a little bit 
— that maybe people would be more prepared to blow some- 
body away for a million than they would be to fuck them.” 

Does he feel he’s ever sold himself for a million dollars?

Vermont is 
for everybody

VERMONT IS FOR LOVERS. Directed 
and written by John O’Brien. With

n this delightful comedy, filmmaker 
John O’Brien uses a fresh approach 
to spruce up the well-trodden 
themes of bachelorhood versus 
marriage, the wisdom of old age, 
and the city mouse who ventures into the 
country. Working in the sunlight of a warm 
spring day in a farming community, and 
reveling in undubbed conversation among 
the folks that live there, O’Brien has creat- 
ed an informal, rich-textured movie atmo- 
sphere that complements the casual, 
thoughtful narrative. The lack of preten- 
sion makes this a welcome alternative to 
the usual movie, in which artifice crowds 
out real life. In fact, I’m tempted to pro- 
claim Vermont Is for Lovers a harbinger of 
“The New Humanism,” though it may nev- 
er get distribution beyond New England. 

The underlying subject of this film is the

humanizing of a 31-year-old New York 
architect named George, who is in cow 
country to wed his fiancée Marya at the 
farm of her Aunt Ann. On the surface, the 
movie is about whether they'll get married 
at all. The two had gotten along well in six 
months of urban co-habitation, but things 
have gone sour in the sticks, and it doesn’t 
help that George must scrutinize every 
covered bridge the two encounter. 
Although he at first revels in the antiqui- 
ties of rural Vermont, George soon learns 
they’re not good for business when he at- 
tempts to use Aunt Ann’s phone to pick up 
messages from his NYC voice mail. Seems 
her phone — yes, she has just one — has a 
rotary dial, so George must go into town to 
find a touchtone pad. Along the way he vis- 
its with various natives, most of them 
sharp-witted old-timers, to get their advice 
on marriage and, by digression, learn a 
thing or two about farming. We get to look 
in on sheep shearing, cow milking, and a 
general-store checkout (no UPC codes 
necessary), among other pleasantries. The 
talk is frank, cheerful, relaxed. For some- 
one whose most substantial conversation 
with a stranger on any given day is “Wait, I 
think I have a penny” to a dour Store 24 
employee, this dialogue must be a godsend. 
In fact, it was not sent by God but was 
improvised by the actors following brief 
instructions from O’Brien. There is a 
forced quality to some of the conversations 
between George and Marya, who are 
played by actors who didn’t meet until the 











shooting started. Then again, talking | 


about marriage ain’t easy, unless you’ve 
been doing it for 40-odd years, as some of 
the natives have. Because those fellows are 
so charismatic, and because the editing 
moves the film along at a staccato clip, the 
improvisation is never boring. 

My only serious reservation about Ver- 
mont Is for Lovers is that its simple ap- 
proach could encourage less talented inde- 
pendent filmmakers to introduce us to 
their hometowns. So, to be safe, let’s say 
this does signal the birth of “The New Hu- 
manism” — and the end of it, too. Q 
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Ken Loach invests Riff-Raff 


with a welcome sense of humor

ntil Riff-Raff, it was easy 
to think of director Ken 
Loach as Mike Leigh with- 
out a sense of humor. 
Both were British directors 
who went against the Thatcherite grain by 
making their frequent subject the ignored 
lower class. Their films had messy, lifelike 
narrative structures. But whereas Leigh 
made comedies like High Hopes and Life 
Is Sweet, Loach made dry and often im- 
penetrable movies like the 1991 IRA 
thriller Hidden Agenda. 

So it’s a pleasant surprise to see a Loach 
film as loose and funny as Riff-Raff. It’s 
also a pleasure to note that this director 
hasn’t had to sacrifice his sharp politics for 
laughs. Whenever the movie threatens to 
get preachy or didactic, there’s a subver- 
sive blast of humor that punctures the 
pedantry of the moment without negating 
the political point Loach is trying to score. 

The title refers to the undocumented 
workers at a London construction site who 
are converting a hospital into luxury con- 
dominiums. These men are the dregs of 
the English class system: itinerant labor- 
ers, ex-convicts, refugee aliens, political 
rabble-rousers. Many are working under 
assumed names; only one has a bank ac- 
count (he charges the others a fee to cash 
their paychecks). They come from as far 
away as Liverpool, Glasgow, and the West 
Indies. These people are truly different 
from most screen subjects, and they speak 
in English dialects so foreign and with ac- 
cents so obscure that the film has English 
subtitles (probably the first English-lan- 
guage film to need them since 1973’s The 
Harder They Come). 











The abysmal working conditions are the 
chief target of the screenplay by Bill Jesse, 
who was a construction worker when he 
wrote it. The wages are low, the work is 
demeaning (Loach’s camera tends to fix- 
ate on the rats that infest the units), and 
safety precautions and job security are 
non-existent (when one worker complains 
about the lack of safety, he is summarily 
fired). One worker, Larry (Ricky Tomlin- 
son), grumbles to the others that they’re 
being exploited and turned against one an- 
other to benefit their employer, but his so- 
cialist rants fall on deaf ears. 

For all his didacticism, Larry — like the 
movie — has a rueful sense of humor. He 
takes his lumps philosophically, and even 
though he’s the butt of the film’s broadest 
jokes (one vaudevillean gag has him taking 
an illicit bath in one of the show units, 
only to be surprised by a snooty real-estate 
agent and some potential buyers — admit- 
tedly, a gag that resonates with the movie’s 
politics), he emerges with his dignity 
intact. It’s a fine, understated perfomance, 
whose _ verisimilitude 
comes, no doubt, 
from Tomlin- 
son’s real-life 
experience as 
a construc- 
tion-site agita- 
tor. 

The focus on ' 
the construction ~ 
milieu makes what 
would ordinarily be 
the central narrative 
strand seem like a 
sidebar. It’s the 
troubled romance 
between Stevie 
(Robert Car- 
lyle), a worker ‘ 
squatting in an aban- * 
doned apartment that 
Larry found for him, 
and Susan (Emer Mc- 
Court, who played a 
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squatter’s love interest in last year’s Lon- 
don Kills Me). A la Of Mice and Men, both 
have dreams that, despite their modesty, 
seem unreachable because of class barriers 
— Susan wants to become a singer or a 
musical stage actress, Stevie wants to start 
a franchise selling boxer shorts. 

The way Loach and Jesse plot the path 


of the relationship, it seems unusually ° 


rocky, with a resolution that’s rather 
abrupt, until you consider that your expec- 
tations for smoothness and an easy rec- 
onciliation come from the movies, not 
real life. Similarly, Riff-Raff ends 
with a climax that is more cathar- 
tic and satisfying in real-life 
terms than in aesthetic terms. 
It’s atypical and refreshing for 
a movie to reject the dramatic 
conventions we’ve come to expec 
from a lovers-against-the-syste: 
plot structure. For one thing 
Loach’s attempt to be truer to life 
than to fiction means that his 
lovers get to violate his own pro- 
gram — that is, class be- 
comes only one

What does he have 
that Gerard doesn’t have? “A jeep,” an- 
swers Chantel. (“I got tokens,” replies 


Gerard.) Chantel may be shallow when it | 


comes to worshipping boys with cars, but 
she calls on the same ornery teenage in- 


ventiveness that makes her a good stu- | 


dent when she wants to hide the preg- 
nancy from her mother, or trick herself 


into thinking she won’t have to deal with | 


having a baby. Indeed, the best part of 
the movie reveals how Chantel and Ty- 


rone deal with the cosmic scariness of | 


pregnancy. 


Although it’s great that Just Another | 


Girl takes on all this important stuff, 
what you’re probably wondering is, what 
kind of music does Chantel like? Since 
she lives in a universe in which girls are 
the center, it’s fitting that the sound 


track is by female rappers Nikki D, Cee | 


Asia, Angie B, and BWP. So how seri- 
ously should you take Chantel? Your En- 
glish teacher might point out that any 
film starring a headstrong, self-centered, 
sass-mouth heroine who always gets her 
way is really a comedy (or even agit-prop 
disguised as comedy), but Just Another 
Girl isn’t shy about suggesting that 
Chantel is only inches away from becom- 
ing just another girl with an unwanted 
pregnancy and no future. Q

Award-winning American Dream, is an as- 
| tonishingly positive person who seems per- 
| fectly at home with herself. Her utter lack 
| of insecurity must contribute to her ability 

to value other people. This translates in 
| her films as a faith in her subjects to tell 

their own stories, and a respect for her 

viewers’ ability to draw their own conclu- 

sions. She lays bare the opinions and emo- 

tions with which struggling people face 
| their plights without editorial comment or 
| stylistic shading. 

Prior to American Dream, which tells of 
a revolt by Hormel meatpacking workers 
in Minnesota, Kopple was best known for 
1975’s Harlan County, U.S.A., which also 
won the Best Documentary Oscar. It’s 
about a labor war in coal-mining country. 
Her most recent film is Fallen Champ: 
The Untold Story of Mike Tyson, a riveting 
look at Tyson’s youth, his fame, his rape 
trial, and the aftermath. It aired on NBC 
earlier this year; typically, it presented a 


| variety of points of view on a complex 


controversy and let the audience take 
sides. 

Granted, it’s not hard to figure out that 
in most controversies Kopple is on the side 
of the underdog. As a woman who, on the 
strength of her perseverance, went from a 
nobody to perhaps the most renowned 


| documentarian working today, she’s an 


American Dream-—like heroine herself. But 


| she insists she’s just a conduit for the 


heroics of others. “I think that the people I 
film are the heroes,” she says in the child- 
like voice that narrates many of her films. 
“All I am is somebody who goes there and 
tries to allow them to be able to tell their 
stories in the most responsible way that I 
can.

OF HUCK FINN 


| The Adventures of Huck Finn is about what 


you’d expect from a Disney adaptation of 
Mark Twain’s much-misunderstood clas- 
sic. Huck and Jim’s journey down the Mis- 


| sissippi River into American society’s heart 
| of darkness becomes a theme-park ride ac- 

companied by Bill (Rocky) Conti’s inces- 
| sant, jaunty score. Rather than the feral 








ragamuffin who bonds with (but never 
learns to see as his equal) the runaway 
adult black slave, Huck (Elijah Wood) is an 
impossibly cute Keane-eyed waif, and Jim 
(Courtney B. Vance) is little more than 
Huck’s overgrown playmate. Jim does 
teach Huck that Slavery Is Bad, and that 
Consideration For Others Is Good. Can 
you hear Twain spinning? 

Yet writer/director Stephen Sommers’s 
version is not completely sententious or 
sanitized. Not only is the society the film 
depicts overtly racist enough (with whip- 
cracking slavedrivers and lynch mobs) to 
make Disney-phobes forget Song of the 
South; it’s thoroughly pervaded by scary, 
mindless violence. Sommers seems to take 
a perverse, un-Disneylike relish in such 
gory sequences as Huck’s abuse by his al- 
coholic Pap (TV Beast Ron Perlman), 
Huck’s faking his own death by smearing 
pig blood all over Pap’s hovel, the genteel 
gang war between the Shepherdsons and 
the Grangerfords, and the tar-and-feather- 
ing of swindlers the King and the Duke 
(played menacingly by Jason Robards and 
Robbie Coltrane).

son in New York City, credits a happy 
childhood for her desire to portray people 
who haven’t had it as easy, and for the 
drive to fulfill that desire. “As a kid, I grew 
up in a family where my parents were in- 
credibly loving, and everything was done 
for the family. I think that through that 
love and that understanding they allowed 
me to be strong enough to take risks and 
cross boundaries in my own life.” 

And she met her share of boundaries, 
making her Oscar winners with little mon- 
ey in volatile situations. “When I was mak- 
ing Harlan County, everybody would say 
to me, ‘Why is a little girl like you doing 
these kinds of films,’ and I couldn’t get 
funding from anywhere. I mean, I strug- 
gled so hard, but it didn’t matter. I didn’t 
care if I was incredibly in debt and would 
have to spend the rest of my life working 
to pay it off.” 

The struggle was a price she paid as tu- 
ition for life lessons. “I just couldn’t stop 
doing it. It just took my breath away, and 
it gave me tremendous courage and it just 
let me see a whole different side of what 
the world is about. In Harlan County, I 
learned what life and death was all about. 
Getting machine-gunned with semi-auto- 
matic carbines, a miner killed by a compa- 
ny foreman, the strength of women taking 
over the picket lines — it’s pretty phe- 
nomenal stuff. In American Dream, work- 
ers standing outside picketing the Hormel 
company with wind-chill temperatures at 
60 below, giving up everything for what 
they believed in. It’s rare that you see that 
anymore.” 

Although the Tyson film was a depar- 
ture from the two earlier pictures, Kop- 
ple’s approach was similar. She went into 
the filming with only book knowledge, as 
an “explorer” searching for all the facts 
and feelings that might bear on the story. 
And she found out that Tyson and the 
miners and packers had much in common. 
They were all people in crisis, people who, 
on the way to attaining and then maintain- 
ing both self-respect and a decent way of 
life, had come to a confounding cross- 


Huck Finn far from the “spit-lickin’ good 
time” Huck promises viewers at the outset, 
but older kids may divine the real message 
beneath the posturing and pyrotechnics: 
question authority. If the society in Huck 
Finn is civilization, it’s no wonder that at 
the end Huck runs away because he can’t 
stand to be “sivilized.” At the Copley Place, 
the Fresh Pond, and the West Newton and 
in the suburbs.

JACK THE BEAR 

Jack the Bear is based on Dan McCall’s 
dark novel of a 12-year-old boy’s coming- 
of age, but since it’s directed by thir- 
tysomething’s Marshall Herskovitz, it’s 
more about the coming-of-age of Jack’s 
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roads, where everything they had was put 
in jeopardy. 

Where Fallen Champ diverges from the 
other two is that it was a studio project, 
for TriStar. It took seven months to make 
and was the first film for which Kopple 
drew a salary. Harlan County took four 
years to make. American Dream took five 
years. Both survived on grants and dona- 
tions. (Although, ultimately, American 
Dream seem to have become a fashionable 
beneficiary. Its contributors include every- 
one from the NEA and the Ford Founda- 
tion to Bruce Springsteen, Ed Asner, and 
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John Sayles.) 

Kopple is now working on a TriStar, 
NBC-bound film about the late rock-and- 
roll entrepreneur Bill Graham, an orphan 
who grew to be a major player in the ’60s 
cultural revolution. It’s another Ripley’s 
tale for a specialist in believe-it-or-not sto- 
rytelling.

father, an inner child in search of an outer 
adult. Danny DeVito is the host of a 
cheesy late-night horror-movie show, as 
well as the widowed father of two pre-teen 
boys.

THE CRUSH 


There’s a nasty comedy somewhere in this 
tired entry in the Invader From Hell genre 
about a magazine journalist (Cary Elwes) 
who finds himself the object of the unre- 
quited infatuation of his landlord’s teenage 
daughter, a genius Lolita (Alicia Silver- 
stone) with a mean jealous streak. The 
laughs might have been there if the movie 
had had the wit to play off the lust that 
short-circuits men’s brains when it comes 
to young girls against young girls’ abso- 
lutely unsentimental heartlessness. God 
knows Silverstone is no actress, but there 
are times when she captures that ruthless 
quality, and the little-girl coyness that cov-

Alan Shapiro — is asleep at the wheel. Sil- 
verstone’s parents don’t believe Elwes’s 
complaints about their daughter. So why 
doesn’t he present them with tapes of her 
obsessive phone messages, or photos of 
the candle-lit shrine she’s built to him? 
And why does he stick around? His dim- 
ness could have been another joke if it had 
been charged to his eagerness to write for 
a glossy starfucker magazine (he’s the lap- 
dog of an editor who makes Tina Brown 
seem like Ben Bradlee). 

The only fresh things here are Amber 
Benson, who has an appealing awkward- 
ness as Silverstone’s best friend, and Jen- 
nifer Rubin as the shutterbug Elwes falls 
for, who’s not just the only sane adult on 
screen, but also has a wardrobe of the 
coolest shirts the movies have seen in a 
while.

All ears

hat do you get if you 
cross Stanislavsky 
with Marconi? Evi- 
dently, New England 
Theatres on the Air, a 
six-pup litter of dramas produced for radio 
by area theaters and set to begin broadcast 
this Saturday, April 10, from 4:30 to 6 
p.m. on WGBH (89.7 FM), with Hotel 
Oubliette. Like its siblings, Jane Alexan- 
der’s new drama, in a Williamstown The- 
atre Festival production starring Edward 
Asner, Arye Gross, and Marsha Mason, 
was recorded live in the ballroom of 
Waltham’s Guest Quarters Suite Hotel, 
the actors clamped into earphones beneath 
a spaceshippy-looking chandelier and be- 
fore an audience that clearly thought there 
was more to this than met the ear. 

The rest of us, however, will have to 
travel back to when Orson Welles was 
scaring the bejesus out of America, and, in 
the words of American Repertory Theatre 
honcho Robert Brustein, “people listened 
with both ears to the radio.” Brustein — 
whose own play Demons (a provocative 
modern riff on Doctor Faustus) will be 
broadcast April 24 in an ART production 
with guest stars Richard Benjamin and 
Paula Prentiss — also provides aural fore- 
play for the series, in the form of Alistair 
Cooke-like introductions to each drama. 

New England Theatres on the Air is not, 
however, the brainchild of Brustein or any 
other New England theater person (among 
them Israel Horovitz and David Mamet) 
represented by the series. Its executive 
producer, Susan Albert Loewenberg, is a 
Los Angeles—based radio-drama evangelist 
who has sprinkled her wares from Califor- 
nia to Chicago to the hallowed halls of the 
BBC. She came to the airwaves by way of 
the legit theater (as producing director of 
L.A. Theatre Works), but they have picked 
her up like a magic carpet and carried her 
clear away from the roar of the grease- 
paint. 7 

Since 1987, when Loewenberg — hav- 
ing rounded up a caravan of theatrically 
trained, art-starved Tinseltown actors that 
included Asner, Mason, John Lithgow, 
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New England theaters 
return to radio days 


Richard Dreyfuss, Stacy Keach, and Amy 
Irving — persuaded National Public Ra- 
dio—affiliated Los Angeles station KCRW 
to air a 12-hour, 90-character rendition of 
Sinclair Lewis’s Babbitt, she has produced 
more than 150 hours of dramatic radio 
programming, winning various awards. 
Babbitt, which took a year to put together, 
didn’t make a fortune for its perpetrators; 
Asner, who played the title role, made 
$2300. But, says Loewenberg, who hardly 
sought her new specialty, an important 
idea — the resurgence of radio drama — 
“had gotten interested in me.” 

New England Theatres on the Air will 
comprise, in addition to Hotel Oubliette 
and Demons, the recent Trinity Repertory 
Company world premiere of Tom Don- 
aghy’s Northeast Local, a spare and bitter- 
sweet play that follows a working-class 
couple from the high hopes of 1963 to the 
regretful coda of the present (April 17); 
two David Mamet’s one-acters, the mys- 
tery-tinged The Shawl and the father- 
daughter Reunion, featuring the Back Bay 
Theater Company with guest stars John 
Mahoney and Rebecca Pidgeon (May 1); 
the recent Gloucester Stage Company 
production of Israel Horovitz’s explosive 
elegy for°Gloucester fish packers, North 
Shore Fish (May 8); and a star-studded 
Cambridge Theatre Company reading of 
Richard Nelson’s Some Americans Abroad, 
with Lindsay Crouse, Julie Harris, Alan 
Rachins, and Wallace Shawn (May 15). 
Nelson’s comedy, about a group of Ameri- 
can academics taking in English theater 
while doing in each other, is the only one 
still to be taped in Waltham, at 7 p.m. on 
April 25. And it’s an experience worth sit- 
ting in on, if only to watch the on-stage 
sound-effect folks at work. 

Foley artists these guys are called, and 
their jobs, at the tapings I attended, 
ranged from clanking chains to chomping 
tortilla chips: the former in Hotel 
Oubliette, in which two American hostages 
share a dungeon (and eventually a healing 
fantasy) somewhere in the Middle East in 
the mid 1980s; the latter in a scene from 
Demons when Brustein’s Faust stand-in, a 
Harvard Divinity School prof who’s sold 
his soul to devils that pop off his computer 
screen, takes said gremlins to the Border 
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Cafe. The sound men also get to open and 
close doors, tap computer keys, and rub 
beer bottles together like crickets’ legs. 

According to Mark Ward, the series’s 
sound designer and technical producer, 

radio drama is unique in that it adds “the 
character of sound” — though neither he 
nor Loewenberg is primarily interested in 
such technical wizardry as making leaves 
rustle by twirling one’s hand through loose 
magnetic tape. “The ideal radio drama 
should be doable with little or no sound — 
that’s my opinion,” says Ward. And 
Loewenberg lists as her priority “putting 
fine dramatic literature on the radio, not 
packaging third-rate material, in half-hour 
episodes, with intricate sound.” 

Good thing, too, because, as Ward puts 
it, New England Theatres on the Air is 
“kind of guerrilla radio,” because of eco- 
nomic necessity. No pristinely packaged 
made-in-studio dramas in the mode of the 
BBC, the Guest Quarters romps were 
recorded “live to two-track” rather than 
“live to multi-track” and could not, there- 
fore, be painstakingly mixed and rebal- 
anced. Which is fine by Loewenberg, who 
characterizes these more rough-edged 
productions as “radio events” possessed of 
“a liveliness you don’t get with the perfec- 
tion of the studio. It’s important for the 
radio listener to feel the presence of other 
people — something we really accom- 
plished in Hotel Oubliette. You both feel 
the live audience and get sucked into the 
world of the play, which is very intimate.” 

According to Ward, some sounds — in 
particular music and supernatural effects, 
as well as noises that suggest “the sense of 
a room, a summer’s day,” or something 
psychologically evocatory like dripping 
water in the dank cell of Hotel Oubliette 
— were created ahead of time, then mixed 
with the live sound during performance. 
It’s all very surreal, what with the actors 
and door-knocker-uppers before our eyes 
and the pre-recorded sound being piped in 
from a van — “the nerve center of the op- 
eration” — in the Guest Quarters parking 
lot. There, like drivers of a get-away car, 
Ward and recording engineer Jane Pipik 
hold sway. 

The proof, of course, is in the pudding 
— or, in this case, on the cassettes. And 
both Loewenberg and Ward seem espe- 
cially pleased with the series opener, Hotel 
Oubliette (it takes its name from a sort of 
dungeon with a sunroof), which is indeed 
possessed of an almost claustrophobic, if 
somewhat bravura, intimacy. Gross and 
Asner play fellow prisoners — one a cocky 
journalist with a mouth, the other a uni- 
versity “financial adviser” clinging to a 
surprisingly G-rated sex fantasy — who 
eventually, even tenderly, invade each oth- 
er’s emotional territory. And Marsha Ma- 
son, as the fantasy, perfectly illustrates the 
imaginative power of radio: her voice is so

ness and ephemerality. 


None of the plays included in New Eng- | 
land Theatres on the Air was specifically | 
written for radio — though Mamet, whose | 


stylized staccato language seems to the 


medium born, wrote for Earplay and | 
Brustein did a stint as a radio writer and | 


actor in the 1950s, playing, among other 
roles, the morose donkey, Eeyore, in Win- 
nie the Pooh. (You heard it here.) But, in 


the opinion of Loewenberg, “There is al- | 


most no play you can’t do on the radio. 
What you do is substitute sound for visual 
effect.” What you don’t do is become pre- 
occupied with language. “Most writers’ 
first reaction is to do something really 


wordy. Maybe poetry. I say no. You need | 


interesting language, not overwritten, and 
a plot that moves along.” 

Another danger, in transferring live dra- 
ma to radio, is holding it down — no 
doubt this presented a particular problem 
in the recording of Horovitz’s North Shore 


Fish, in which the occupational and sexual | 


tensions among a coterie of workers in a 
moribund industry tend to go off like 
cherry bombs. “If you assault the ear,” 
says Loewenberg, you’re dead. For shout- 
ing, she suggests, “you substitute intensi- 
ty.” Indeed, the “I” words — intensity, in- 
timacy — come up often in a discussion of 
radio drama. 

The other words that come up often in a 
discussion of radio drama — at least in 
this country — are “Where did it go?” 
Ward, a transplanted Brit, grew up where 





“radio is part of the day-to-day culture, | 


unlike here.” English dramatists as august | 


as Harold Pinter cut their canines on the 
medium. But, says Loewenberg, “for the 
last 35 years, except for Earplay, Ameri- 
cans dropped out of the radio game.” And 
it hasn’t been easy drawing them back in. 
Both she and Ward blame young pro- 
gram directors, who, despite the success 
of Loewenberg’s Los Angeles efforts (a se- 
ries similar to New England Theatres on 
the Air, also sponsored by Guest Quarters, 
has grown to encompass 18 plays a year), 
persist in the belief that there’s little audi- 
ence for radio drama. “I don’t understand 
it,” says National Public Radio vet Ward, 
“because NPR’s most successful program- 
ming is its spoken-word programming.” 
Adds Loewenberg, “They haven’t figured 
out that the people who listen to radio dra- 
ma are the ones who send the money.” 
Maybe, but Yankees, even the ones with 
checkbooks, are notoriously parsimonious. 
Says Ward of radio drama, “You can take 
an audience anywhere without spending 


_thousands of dollars.” Yours or theirs. And 


given the high cost of attending live the- 
ater, tuning in, rather than shelling out, 
could prove particularly appealing. What- 
ever’s playing, “on the air” is definitely 
cheaper than “on the town.” Q

| nspired by the tormented life of

Propelled by the repres- 
sion of the ’50s and the freedom of the 
60s, Stuart Greenman’s Suzie wants to 
snap what’s never been glimpsed before, 
to image the unseen. Yet her hunger for 
fetish becomes a fetish. As Nietzsche, an- 
other bungee jumper into the abyss, put 
it, “The growing consciousness is a dan- 
ger and a disease.” The lesson for Green- 
man’s brilliant but sick Suzie — who se- 
duces her subjects by being seduced by 
them — is that the life you shoot may be 
your own.

cestuous passion that eventually sends 
Frank, who becomes art editor of a major 
magazine, into bouts of suicidal lust for 
Suzie.

Frank’s obsession with 
Suzie isn’t enough to derail his meekly 
conventional career; Beryl’s refusal to dive 
into her own life (partly out of fear, partly 
out of moral reserve) drives her into de- 
spondency and creative silence. 

Suzie’s escape from convention be- 
comes an all-consuming quest for the de- 
ranged that propels her into garbage cans 
on the street, the arms of photo gurus 
preaching the ethos of extremity (without 
thinking anyone will take them seriously), 
and the boudoirs of transvestite whores 
who know a thrill junkie when they see 
one. Alienating her husband (who remar- 
ries), Suzie eventually becomes a kind of 
zesthetic mummy, wrapped so emotionally 
and morally tight that she’s able to do 
anything to manipulate her subjects into 
feeding her fantasies. 

And that’s what’s so striking about 
Greenman’s vision of creativity: Suzie’s 
art isn’t rooted in a Dionysian celebration 
of the dark side but derives from a height- 
ening, rather than a dimming, of con- 
scious awareness. Hers is an alienation 
from emotions, instincts, and the body — 
not from reason (Suzie’s smart enough to 
get her shots). In Silence, Cunning, Exile, 
the artist-on-the-edge isn’t the personifi- 
cation of the life force but a schizophrenic 
whose zombie-like omnisexuality is an ex- 
tension of the deadened world around 
her. 

Greenman traces Suzie’s downward 
trajectory in a series of short, minimalist 
scenes that, at their best, are reminiscent 
of Fassbinder’s distanced (and disjointed) 
tragicomedy. They also succeed as de- 
pressing cultural snapshots of the wizened 
’50s and hippie-dippie ’60s. Sometimes, 
particularly in the play’s first half, Green- 
man lets his writing dawdle, alternately 
giving you too much, or too little, to go 
on. He has to learn that less is less, more 
is more, and enough is enough. 
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Despite this, Silence, Cunning, Exile is 
an impressive piece of writing — the 
playwright takes a perceptively unsenti- 
mental look at Suzie’s self-flagellations, 
part narcissism, part genius. Greenman is 
particularly good at connecting art with 
sadism. In one scene, Suzie and a friend 
take turns frightening themselves by 
banging at the door. Another has Suzie in 
a perverse tug-of-war with a cake-eating 
transvestite (a cameo worthy of Sunset 
Boulevard from Remo Airaldi). 

The American Repertory Theatre’s 
world-premiere production should get 
tauter over the coming weeks; it’s already 
about as hypnotic as a snake charmer’s 
flute. Director Ron Daniels has empha-

sized the photographic in his staging, 
adding another layer of potential 
voyeurism — the audience’s — on top of 
Suzie’s. 

And the cast is strong, though the male 
leads, Royal Miller as the long-suffering 
Donald and Jonathan Fried as the callow 
Frank, don’t have all that much uncon- 
ventional ground to cover. As Suzie, 
Stephanie Roth manages the impossible 
voyage from innocent playfulness to pro- 
fessional perversity; Candy Buckley, as 
Beryl, matches her in gaunt fury. When 
Buckley’s woman scorned spits out that 
Suzie’s a cannibal, you believe it. Silence, 
Cunning, Exile is a scary play about art 
eating its own. Q

Hollywood hustle 





Playwright Han Ong 
reports from the streets of LA

ne of crucial ironies of 
Han Ong’s The L.A. 
Plays is that on the sur- 
face — and what is El 
Lay if not surface? — 
there doesn’t seem to be a lot of the City of 
Angels in them. No Hollywood, no Sunset 
Boulevard, no tourist busses cruising the 
homes of the stars. Ong’s two related one- 
acters, In a Lonely Country and A Short 
List of Alternate Places (which receive their 
world-premiere production, courtesy of the

| America’s streets aren’t paved with gold but 


Pudding Theatre April 8 through May 2), 
eschew the accouterments of pop culture 
to take a frightening peek into the edgy ba- 
nality of Los Angeles’s gay underworld. 
Ong offers no frills, either in form (The 
L.A. Plays are parched minimalism with 
splashes of surrealism) or in content (the 
evening includes AIDS, lovelessness, and 
despair). He says the scripts cut America 
“to the bone.” 

Born in the Philippines to Chinese par- 
ents, Ong came to this country when he 
was 16 (he’s now in his mid 20s), and The 
L.A. Plays reflect the point of view of an im- 
migrant who found pretty early on that 





lined with hustlers. “I wasn’t born and 
raised in this country. By the time I moved 
here, I was 16 and half fully formed, so I 
was able to see the city without the burden 
of pop indoctrination. I could home in 
more closely to the heart of things, which is 
people on the make. If pop culture resonat- 
ed with me, I wouldn’t have hesitated to use 
it. I didn’t consciously exclude it. It’s just 
that it doesn’t mean anything to me. It’s 
been blanched of meaning from overuse.” 

Focusing on the aimless life of a gay 
Asian-American flesh peddler named Greg 
(a role Ong wrote for himself and which he 
will play in the ART production), The L.A. 
Plays present a series of momentary, and 
often brutal, encounters. “I see the play as 
a play of individuals just sort of free-float- 
ing,” he explains, “orbiting around each 
other. When they interact in a series of 
two-person scenes, it is just a series of soli- 
tary people touching briefly for a couple of 
seconds before flying off again.” 

The outer-space metaphor is revealing 
— Ong sees himself as a kind of scribbling 
alien. “I write from the perpetual vantage 
point of an outsider looking in,” he insists, 
“and it accounts for a much more acute vi- 
sion of what the real things are. I think 
Americans don’t know themselves to the 
degree that I do because they are sub- 
merged, acting in their own plays. And I am 


standing outside, not directing necessarily 
but taking notes, not acting in this scenario 
that’s been written and called America but 
standing outside cobbling together notes 
for use on observing detail. People who 
don’t know what they are doing act candid- 
ly and openly with no fear of censure. So I 
feel like the camera that David Attenbor- 
ough uses in Life on Earth.” 

What this human lens records in The 
L.A. Plays is a lacerating record of decay 
and racism in the underground gay com- 
munity. Yet Ong isn’t too worried about 
gay criticism of his work. “Well, we had a 
workshop production in LA and in Aus- 
tralia, and I don’t think many people were 
offended. But I don’t know how to predict 
the reaction of the Boston gay audience to 
the production here. It is conceivable to me 
people will be offended by the material, but 
there are plenty of other gay dramatists 
who compose an alternative world of joy

and cheer — blah, blah, blah — and I 
don’t think I have the burden on my shoul- 
der to be a representative voice. There are | 
enough happy, joyful shows out there.” 

Yet the melancholic meat of The L.A. 
Plays is spiced up by Ong’s use of the 
dada-esque. “I seek to replicate in play- 
writing the kind of emotions visual arts 
elicit in me. The dreams in A Short List of 
Alternate Places are a good example. They 
are not concrete, they exist in the realm of 
the abstract, they surrealify a world that 
would otherwise be too stodgily concrete. 

“It’s not so bad if the audience doesn’t 
understand things too quickly, that the play 
not explain things so that the audience 
doesn’t do any work on its own. I want to 
do what abstract art sometimes does. I 
want to replicate that sort of response, one 
in which a viewer says, ‘I feel touched, but 
I don’t have words yet to contain what this 
feeling is.’ ” Q

efore Susan Faludi there 
was Lydia Sargent, whose 
theatrical guerrilla tactics 
have made her Boston’s 
answer to the backlash 
against feminism for nearly two decades. 
At least that’s been the case for those brave 
enough to squeeze into the tiny Boylston 
Street space that’s home to Sargent’s mis- 
nomered Newbury Street Theater, a third- 
story loft wherein the audience not only 
cozies up to the physical detritus of Sar- 
gent’s low-budget productions — in which 
pink styrofoam footballs often stand in for 
mammary glands — but must also duck 
flying shards of agit-prop. 

Not that anyone’s complaining. Sar- 
gent’s timely and inspired looks at the 
women’s movement have ranged from 
satiric revues to more-focused theater 
pieces, including 1990’s The Second Street 
Hotel, which skewered the factioning of 
feminism, and her greatest hit, J Read 
About My Death in Vogue Magazine, which 
deconstructed the politics of gender by way 
of the fashion spread. This year’s entry, 
Being a Woman (through May 1), hasn’t 
got the overarching vision of Sargent’s 
more structured works; it’s a series of 
blackout-sketches-with-music on a variety

“Meet Me at Mirabella’s,” which asks the 
pertinent question, “Now that we have 
power, do we know how to dress for it?” 

You won’t need the program notes to see 
that Sargent gathers inspiration from 
sources as disparate as Naomi Wolf, Z 
magazine, and the Boston Globe. Not to 
mention Hollywood, in the case of “Sisters, 
Get Me an Ice Pick,” a sketch inspired by 
the dire paucity of respectable TV and 
movie roles for women. 

But you will need more than a modicum 
of patience to indulge Sargent’s tendency 
to blame women’s social woes solely on 
men rather than on the complex web of 
traditions and social structures of which 
women are also a part. Not that you’d want 
her to let men off the hook entirely. The 
most affecting moments in Being a Woman 
are found in “That’s It,” a sinister and 
beautifully realized sketch that recounts the 
indignities women suffer and the accom- 
modations they have to make to live safely 
and sanely in a world in which danger is 
frequently male. 

Danger comes with both sets of chromo- 
somes in Unidentified Human Remains 
and the True Nature of Love, a work by 
Canadian playwright Brad Fraser that’s re- 
cently opened at the Boston Center for the 
Arts’ Leland Center (presented by Speak- 
Easy Stage Company through April 17). 
The play’s foreground is populated with a

of Hillary-era topics. But it does have Sar- 
gent’s trademark shotgun approach. Some 
sketches hit their targets squarely. Others 
explode like buckshot, missing the heart of 
a subject but doing serious injury to the 
area around it. 

That means that not every entry is as 
pointedly funny as “The Swimsuit Compe- 
tition,” a mock event, sponsored by a fa- 
mous magazine, that wonders “how long 
can women stand on one foot in the snow 
with nipples erect?” Or as inadvertently 
moving as “Feeding Our Faces,” a sketch 
that finds three anorectics wrestling with 
the rich profferings of a café menu before 
ordering entrees of lettuce. The running 
joke of this year’s show, for example, pokes 
fun at advertising that reduces women to 
their yeast infections, an observation that’s 
funny but doesn’t really need persistent 
probing. On the other hand, long-time 
Sargent punching bags like fashion maga- 
zines and cosmetics commercials are put to 


| good use, especially in a sketch called 





loosely connected group of twentysome- 
things who fall in love across gender gaps 
and sexual-preference gulfs. In the back- 
ground lurks a serial killer, whose work of 
mutilating young women turns up periodi- 
cally in newspaper headlines. Sitting off to 
one side (at least in this Paul Daigneault- 
directed production) is Benita, the play’s 
netherworldly voice, whose dual tasks find 
her interacting with the other characters, in 
the guise of a psychic prostitute, and with 
the audience, as the narrator of such 
beloved teen horror stories as “The Hook.” 

What Fraser is striving for, I think, is a 
serious exploration of the emotional dangers 
of love and sex, but he doesn’t infuse his 
characters with anything more than sit-com 
attributes. As it has in other productions, 
SpeakEasy displays the spotty but appealing 
polish of a maturing troupe. But even 
Daigneault’s steady hand can’t corral all the 
disparate elements of this unwieldy play, 
whose emotional canvas is as limited as its 
intent and architecture are ambitious. Q

“SANDY SKOGLUND: A SURVEY OF 
WORKS FROM 1979 TO 1992.” At the

ernard Toale is throwing 
the cocktail party of your 
dreams — or your night- 
mares — in his new 
gallery at the Public Gar- 
den end of Newbury Street. If you manage 
to get up to the fifth-floor space through 
the maze of construction (the building is 
to house five galleries, which will open of- 
ficially on April 16), you'll find yourself in 
the middle of a full-scale installation of a 
cocktail party by sculptor/photographer 
Sandy Skoglund. 

And it’s no ordinary affair. Mannequins 
of five men and three women sip their 
wine amid a standing lamp, an easy chair 
or two, and a coffee table. What’s more, 
everything is covered, head to toe, in 
Cheez Doodles. That includes the floor 
and the walls. The room is a-squiggle with 
fierce orange worms, and it smells faintly 
of — well, not cheese, but processed 
cheese food. The mannequins are mecha- 
nized, nodding at one another, gesticulat- 
ing, sipping their Doodle-ized drinks. 

The Cocktail Party installation (1992) is 
| typical for Skoglund. She has a history of 
| 








creating sets for her works that she over- 
whelms with a particular color or texture, 
then inserts humans and photographs 
| them. Near the installation hangs the pho- 
| tograph of The Cocktail Party, which fea- 
| tures all the figures in the cheesy living 


| room, interspersed with some live humans 
| garbed in squirmy Doodly dresses and 


suits, chatting and flirting and posturing. 
Skoglund’s works inevitably call to mind 


| the spring after the nuclear winter. Her 


worlds are mutated and overrun, but the 
figures in them loll around and socialize, 
seemingly ignorant of the gross damage 
that has been done around them. The 
Cheez Doodles here are like the empty, 
mutated carcasses of what once was nour- 
ishing. Perhaps Skoglund fears that hu- 
mans, too, are becoming more synthetic 
and less authentic. 

In The Green House (1990), the artist 
has covered the inside of a luxurious par- 
lor in a thick, tangled coat of grass. In the 
background of the picture, a couple

As if that weren’t odd enough, Skoglund 


| has injected more comedy and life into the 
| photograph by populating it with two 


dozen dogs, sculpted meticulously out of 
clay in periwinkle blue and green. Chi- 
huahuas, terriers, cocker spaniels, a basset

hound, and more prance and drool and 
sniff at one another as if it were exercise 
hour at the pound. The woman and man 
by the fire are completely unaware of their 
pets. In The Green House, and other pho- 
tographs of installations that feature scads 
of squirrels, cats, and babies, Skoglund 
makes the human element of her work in- 
cidental, reminding us that there are other 
worlds outside our tiny sphere of human 
thought and interaction. 

This survey exhibit suggests that 
Skoglund has come a ways since the ’70s, 
when she first appeared on the scene. Her 
work has deepened, and her fascination 
with color and texture has provided her 
with a solid structure within which to ex- 
plore her ideas. Peas on a Plate, taken in 
1978, is a simple study of shape and color. 
It’s a photograph of a square of peas lined 
up in rows of 10 on a round polka-dotted 
paper plate, which in turn rests on a sur- 
face of squares patterned with white dots. 
The peas are green and dimpled; every- 
thing else is a primary and perfect red, yel- 
low, and blue. Peas on a Plate has 
Skoglund delineating the building blocks 
of color and form. 

Her 1986 “True Fiction” series incor- 
porates narrative and lurid color. Here, 
Skoglund pulls the faces of her human 
subjects into the foreground, creating a 
frame and commentary for the dramas 
happening in the middle ground. In Jnven- 
tion of the Wheel, for instance, a fuchsia- 
toned man who looks like Rodney Dan- 
gerfield holds a Cheerio between his 
thumb and forefinger in the left side of the 
frame. On the right, an orange man con- 
templates what’s happening in the middle: 
an orange, gutted, wheel-less car chassis 
sits wrecked and rusted against a bright 
pink brick wall. These narratives are good 
gags — there’s a Monty Python feel to 
them, with the folks in the foreground 
raising their eyebrows to clue us in on how 
to react. They’re jazzy, but they don’t have 
the visual or conceptual sophistication of a 
work like The Cocktail Party. 

Skoglund brings up a whole new subtext 
with her current use of food as a material. 
Cheez Doodles and raisins which she 
uses in the 1992 Atomic Love, a work sim- 
ilar to The Cocktail Party — are funny and 
creepy and can be taken as metaphors for 
the state of humanity, be it manufactured 
or shriveled and juiceless. But Spirituality 
in the Flesh (1992), which shows a woman 
sculpted from ground beef in a room 
shaped from raw hamburger, and Body 

Limits (1992), with a blue chair and some 
people in a room coated with fatty bacon, 
raise harder questions about how we value 
our own flesh, and how perishable it is. 
Cheez Doodles aside, Skoglund gives us a 
lot to chew on. = 
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o hell with techno. Take the Manchester 
sound for a ride to New Hampshire. There’s 
a vital undercurrent in today’s rock that’s 
distinctly American, and Chris Isaak, 
Eleventh Dream Day, American Music Club, 
and Grant Lee Buffalo — all of whom have new albums — 
are part of that flow, making music that’s taken them to 
critics’ Top 10 lists, to alternative-rock radio stardom, and, 
sometimes, to the top of the college and Billboard charts. 
Isaak’s new San Francisco Days (Reprise) is his first re- 
lease since his 1990 hit “Wicked Game” caught fire (after 
his third album, Heart Shaped World, had been out for a 
year). He may be the first performer to rekindle the smol- 
dering romanticism of Roy Orbison and the burning sen- 
suality of Elvis Presley, despite rock’s long history of per- 
formers who have aped those charismatic masters. And he 
revels in his traditionalism, whether he’s decked in a T- 
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shirt, trousers, and slicked-rebel hair 4 la James Dean, or 
in the trademark gold lamé jackets that ineluctably pin his 
image to a bygone era. His version of retro-chic also de- 
pends on another uniquely American element: the twangy 
guitar melodies of surf music, which Isaak and his gui- 
tarist James Calvin Wilsey take to atmospheric heights by 
bending their notes at ballad tempos, often to heart- 
wrenching effect. 

Eleventh Dream Day blend the strong, dirty guitar-rock 
of Neil Young with punk edginess and a songwriting vi- 
sion that seems drawn from the pages of American realist 
authors like Jack London and Stephen Crane. Like their 
previous albums, El Moodio (Atlantic) has a raw, torn- 
from-life feel, with characters carrying the burdens of 
their dreams and failures through a landscape as craggy, 
hard-lined, and wondrous as the plains. 

American Music Club, whose Mercury (Reprise) is the 
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sixth album songwriter Mark Eitzel has recorded under 
that name, tethers his introspective and quirky prose to a 
distinct folk base, combining elements like steel guitar and 
suspended chords with the requisite blare of rock. But it’s 
impossible to deny that there’s a bit of Nick Drake to 
Eitzel’s often humorously aware self-absorption, despite 
his use of a distinctly American icon like Johnny Mathis as 
a tool for navel-gazing. 

And Grant Lee Buffalo, whose fuzzy (Slash) is the band’s 
debut, also have a bit of Brit in their britches. “Jupiter and 
Teardrop” sounds like a great, lost Ziggy Stardust tune. Or 
maybe it’s Ziggy whose acoustic strumming so recalled 
something more akin to blues than skiffle? But from their 
name to their earthy sound and clever use of folk-rock dy- 
namics, Grant Lee Buffalo are part of a group of artists 
whose approach is as American as the face of Mount Rush- 
more. Here’s what three of our critics have to say.

Getting real with AMC 
and Eleventh Dream Day

atching the Academy 
Awards on television 
last week, I caught a 
commercial for some 
product I can’t recall 
— either a car or blue jeans. Anyway, the 
premise was that this was a “rock and roll” 
product; and it would therefore make you 
beautiful and powerful. The commercial 
showed a young Melrose Place—type actor 
with a thousand-dollar “grunge” wardrobe 
stepping onto an empty stage and picking 
up a guitar. He struck up some dumb are- 
na-rock chords, the strobe lights and dry 
ice turned on, the canned applause rose. 
Rock and roll may not have set him free, 
but it made him the perfect consumer. 

I don’t think that guy ever heard Ameri- 
can Music Club or Eleventh Dream Day, 
and I doubt he’d much like them if he had. 
Both are the kind of quintessential Ameri- 
can bands that helped create rock and roll 





| in the first place and now find themselves 


off on the fringes: they’re cranky, badly 
dressed, and rather proud of the rough 
spots in their lives as well as their music. 
Intelligent guitar-slingers Eleventh Dream 
Day are the very embodiment of ragged 
glory — both the concept and the Neil 
Young album of that name. And American 
Music Club leader Mark Eitzel wears his 


| misfit status as a badge of honor — for 





him, loneliness and despair are the only 
true rock-and-roll attitudes. 

Mercury (Reprise) is a moment-of-truth 
album for AMC, being both their long- 
overdue major-label debut (after five indie 
albums) and the follow-up to last year’s 
Everclear, which made Eitzel something of 
a deity on the critical and underground 
circuits. People now expect him to write 
dark and lonely songs, which means it 


| could turn into a formula if he doesn’t 


watch out (as he admits on the first song 
here, he’s “drunk on the kind of applause 
that gets louder the lower you sink”). The 
only ways Eitzel can avoid that trap are by 
cheering up (which he hasn’t done) or by 
outdoing the intensity level of his earlier 
songs (which, by and large, he has). 
Which is not to suggest that the group 
haven’t hit some growing pains. With the 
single exception of the feedback-driven 
“Challenger,” midtempo is now the only 
tempo they know. Eitzel never trusted his 
own ability with a pop hook, so he puts 
fewer of them on each album — but since 
Mercury is a 14-song disc, one cheap-shot 


| single (like Everclear’s “Rise”) would have 
| come in handy. He does get too bloody 
| poetic on occasion, the oblique “What 





Godzilla Said to God When His Name 
Wasn’t Found in the Book of Life” being 
the prime example. (There are no good 
rock songs with more than 10 words in 





the title.) And he turns self-referential on 
“Johnny Mathis’ Feet,” which is a good 
joke at his own expense the first time 
through, but you’ll probably skip over it 
afterward. (Besides, why would Eitzel care 
if Johnny Mathis thinks his songs suck? If 
John Cale did, maybe.) 

When he’s on form, however, Eitzel is 
simply one of the greatest whiners in all of 
rock. For all the attention it gets in pop 
songs, loneliness is one of the hardest sub- 
jects to write about. Few people want to 
hear somebody bitch for 49 minutes, and 
even fewer want to hear a guy with a com- 
fortable life proclaim himself the King of 
Pain. Eitzel is an expert at avoiding those 
pitfalls; his characters are noble in 
their despair. Angry, too. The singer 
of “I’ve Been a Mess” has so much 
resentment stored up that he winds 
up railing against his new lover for 
making him feel anything at all: 
“Your beauty is just a slap in the 
face/It’s going to bring me back to 
life, back to another sky that’s 
blue/It’s going to turn me into an- 
other great American zombie/So 
hungry, so hungry for you.” 

He’s found an unlikely ally in hot- 
shot over-producer Mitchell Froom, 
who seems to throw the same drum 
and keyboard sounds onto every al- 
bum he does, whether it’s by the Del 
Fuegos or Suzanne Vega. Although 
Froom does stick a few of his trade- 
mark noises onto Mercury (who or- 
dered the snake-charmer keyboard 
solo on “Dallas, Airports, Body- 
bags”?), he also coaxes some bril- 
liantly soulful vocals out of Eitzel — 
notably on “Apology for an Acci- 
dent,” which achieves a sure and 
steady build to the cathartic shouts 
at the finish. 

If I haven’t mentioned the other 
band members yet, it’s because they’re an 
ego-less outfit, staying closely in synch 
with the singer — especially on this al- 
bum, where subtlety and nuance are every- 
thing. The small sonic touches carry most 
of the weight here; check the garage-drum 
sound that cuts through the otherwise lush 
atmosphere of “Gratitude Walks.” Lead 
guitarist Vudi and steel player Bruce 
Kaphan play three or four different instru- 
ments on most tracks: if it’s going to take 
a blare of feedback or a strum of mandolin 
to illuminate something Eitzel just ex- 
pressed, they’ll be right on the case. 

The album’s real peak is its simplest, 
starkest, and last song, “Will You Find 
Me.” What Eitzel pulls off here is a direct 
plea to a lover or friend: “All I want out of 
life is to hide somewhere. Will you find 
me?” The song’s repeated title is framed 
in a gorgeous melody, with sympathetic 
steel and acoustic guitars, and with a 
close-miked Eitzel sounding just this side 





of tears. It’s healing and heartbreaking. 

Eleventh Dream Day appear to be a 
more wholesome bunch by comparison, 
but appearances deceive. Singer/guitarist 
Rick Rizzo and singer/drummer Janet 
Beveridge Bean, the clean-scrubbed couple 
who front the band, even gave birth to 
their first child during the recording of El 
Moodio (Atlantic). 

So what do they open the album with? 
A snarling rocker (“Makin’ like a Rug”) 
about a woman who murders her abusive 
husband. If Eitzel had written that song, 
he’d have gone deeply into the soul of one 
or both characters. But what makes 
Dream Day’s song such nasty fun is the 
utter boredom and disgust in Bean’s half- 
spoken vocal; she makes no pretense of 
liking either of these people. The band re- 
spond with the roughest treatment they 
can manage, and that’s pretty rough. The 
sonic hooks here are a fuzz-toned bass 
line that jumps out of the choruses and the 
very audible squeaks of fingers up the fret- 
board whenever the two guitarists change 
chords. 

Like AMC’s album, El Moodio comes at 
an important time for the band. Last year 
the Atlantic label dumped most of the bet- 
ter alternative artists on its roster; among

the casualties were Redd Kross and the 
Neighborhoods. Supposedly, the only rea- 
son Eleventh Dream Day survived the 
purge was that they make records for 
cheap; thus they were allowed to thrash 
through one more before getting dumped. 
One can only assume that the quality of El 
Moodio (and the label’s current lack of a 
Lemonheads project to work) allowed this 
album to be sent out with a proper push. 
(Then again, that’s never helped them be- 
fore: the band’s two previous Atlantic al- 
bums, the very fine Beet and Lived To Tell, 
have fallen out of print.) 

There’s no point in denying that Dream 
Day sound like a lot of other bands of 
rugged-individualist persuasion. But at 
least they combine those influences in 
ways they’ve never been combined before. 
The world never got to hear Gram Parsons 
singing with Television, so “Honeyslide” 
makes a more-than-acceptable substitute. 
And though Neil Young & Crazy Horse 


have delivered plenty of scruffy rockers 
that sound like El Moodio’s “That’s the 
Point,” they’ve never seen fit to add a fe- 
male chorus doing the climbing bridge 
from “Twist & Shout” in the background. 

But it’s Dream Day’s songwriting know- 
how that keeps them from turning into the 
Lenny Kravitzes of roots rock. Not since 
X’s heyday have a (theoretically) happy 
couple written so many convincing num- 
bers about messed-up relationships. Two 
separate songs begin with references to 
liquor bottles being emptied and then bro- 
ken; “Murder” (written by new guitarist 
Matthew O’Bannon) could be a sequel to 
X’s “Fourth of July,” catching the same 
scene a half-hour later. In X’s song, the 
singer makes a last-ditch attempt to recon- 
cile with his partner; in this one everything 
breaks down: “You wreck the things that 
you say you love best/That’s what I call a 
true romance/She’s screaming bloody 
murder on the back step.” Family values 
indeed. 

One gets the impression that Rizzo and 
Bean have a great record collection, but 
they’re crafty enough as songwriters to put 
the cross-references to good, ironic use. 
“The Raft” sets up a Quadrophenia-like 


scene about a spiritual searcher who casts | 


himself away on the ocean; as he calls for 
salvation, he grabs hold of a quintessential 
American-pop image: “Carry me away on 
a wave/Save me, I'll be safe, yeah, catch a 
wave.” Only in a Dream Day song would 
someone confront the universe while quot- 
ing Brian Wilson. 

In the best pop tradition, the darker mo- 
ments are offset by an exhilarating guitar 
sound — and with producer Jim Rondi- 
nelli’s help, the band’s twin guitars practi- 
cally claw their way through the disc. The 
twangy intro on “After This Time Is 
Gone” sounds so good that they stop the 
song after the first verse and play it again. 
And though the two lovers in “Honeyslide” 
are clearly headed for some kind of ruin, 
they’re having a wild ride down. The fuzz- 
tone power chords that build up toward 
the song’s end are a mess of cheap thrills, 
likely to have you turning it up and playing 
air guitar like some kid in a bluejeans 
commercial. QO 
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hat Chris Isaak’s music is 
deliciously, unabashedly 
retro —- that it makes you 
wish you could, at least 
once, hear it through a tiny, 
tinny transistor radio held close to your 
ear — isn’t what makes it good. Isaak isn’t 
about authenticity, about re-creating a 
simpler, happier time. His songs about 
rebels, loners, and other misfits don’t buy 
into the “Happy Days” mystique; they 
knock the stuffing out of it. If his Everlys- 
inflected balladeering conjures memories 
of the gap-toothed boy with the crew-cut 
who used to come ’round for your big sis- 
ter, it also seems at least vaguely aware of 
how that same boy blew his mind on acid 
eight or so years later. 

Isaak gets the idea that you can’t go 
home again, but he’d say that you can 
move parts of home here. His latest release, 
San Francisco Days (Reprise), rides pretty

much the same rails his first three records 
did — there are no great stylistic depar- 
tures, no gargantuan leaps across genres. 
But Isaak is only getting stronger as a 
singer and songwriter. Although he still 
borrows heavily from ’50s rockabilly and 
country crooning, he’s catapulted them to 
the ’90s by rocketship. He doesn’t coast on 
a retro shtick, doesn’t milk his voice’s re- 
semblance to that of Roy Orbison for all 
it’s worth. He doesn’t so much re-create a 
sound or a feeling as rebuild it, with refur- 
bished parts, for the here and now. 

That’s why there’s nothing corny even 
about his tales of how people can be re- 
deemed by love. His songs may trade on 
homespun wisdom along the lines of 
“There’s a cover to fit every pot,” but the 
little cracks and catches in his voice also 
acknowledge all the tear-stained, lonely 
nights that lead up to the moment of fulfill- 
ment. And if Isaak doesn’t give you all the

particulars on the teenage loner in “Except 
the New Girl,” you still know intuitively all 
about his acne scars, his tendency to drink 
too much, his shy, solid heart. “Drive your 
Mustang down to where you hang out, 
alone without a friend/Girls won’t buy you, 
some in fact have tried you, but once they 
try, they never try again — ’cept the new 
girl.” Isaak stirs in just enough sweetness; 
he doesn’t sentimentalize the song. It 
doesn’t hurt that it’s simply and beautifully 
written: he only sketches the characters, 
letting the wistfulness in his voice shade 
them in. Although the new girl appears 
only as a footnote (we know nothing about 
her at all), it’s clear she’s somebody’s cen- 
ter of the universe. 

Isaak’s style is so natural, so unforced, I 
can’t imagine him digging to find the right 
mood for a song; those moods just seem 
to find him. At least, that’s the feeling I get 
from his marvelous cover of Neil Dia-

mond’s “Solitary Man.” This version, un- | 





like the original, isn’t about he-man iron 
resolve; it’s about romantic exhaustion. 
Isaak sounds as if he were still a little 
dazed by the sight of finding his girl “hold- 
ing Jim, loving him” — his words seem to 
stare off into space. Even in his more up- 
tempo, upbeat-sounding tunes, he often 


‘ sounds poised on the edge of unspeakable 


heartbreak. In “Beautiful Homes,” he 
sings of watching the woman he loves — 
who’s done quite well for herself — from 
afar. “And I stand all alone, with my world 
fallin’ down/And I stare at your window 
and I cry,” he sings, half suave, handsome 
devil, half choked-up, lovelorn pup. 

In some ways, it’s probably easier for a 
singer to convey disillusionment than pure 
joy. But in the springy, Tex-Mex-flavored 
“Two Hearts,” Isaak’s elation, restrained 
as it is, seems just as natural as his despair. 
Here, he sounds most like Orbison — his 
voice has the same quivering, just-on-the- 
verge-of-shattering fragility. He’s even 
more remarkable on the soft-focus ’60s- 
pop-style ballad “Can’t Do a Thing To 


Stop Me”; he hovers near the top of his | 


range for much of the song, like some 
shimmering, totally mesmerizing space- 
craft. His smooth, seamless phrasing is a 
nod to Smokey Robinson, and it’s about as 


far from retro-rockabilly as anyone could | 


get. 

Nearly everything on San Francisco 
Days — in fact, nearly everything Isaak 
has ever done — sounds at least a little 
like something you’ve heard before. But 
even if he’s leading you through land- 
scapes that seem vaguely familiar, he’s 
managed to sneak ahead on the trail and 
repaint (and revitalize) all the scenery. 
Part of the trick is relying on the right 
sidemen to help fill in the colors: here, 
Isaac teams with his longtime guitarist 
James Wilsey (who supplies the lonely 
desert sounds) and guitarist extraordinaire 
Danny Gatton (who’s responsible for the 
steely, interstellar flights of fancy), as well 
as organist Jimmy Pugh (whose Ham- 
mond B3 defines the difference between 
hoky cheesiness and exquisite cheesiness). 
But Isaak himself is the grinning, unas- 
suming, superbly talented artist who holds 
it all together. Even as you filter his stuff 
through state-of-the-art audio equipment, 
it’s impossible to lose sight of his hi-fi 
heart. oO 
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Grant Lee Buffalo pack 
plenty of warmth in fuzzy

oming from a band based 
in the pre-fab, fast-food 
land of Los Angeles, the 
name Grant Lee Buffalo 
does imply a kind of 
manufactured, Buffalo Bill—style Ameri- 
cana. But fuzzy, the band’s Slash/Warner 
Bros. debut, sounds . . . well . . . remark- 
ably genuine. The simple combination of 
John Lee Phillips’s soft, ringing acoustic 
guitar, Joey Peters’s basic trap-kit drum- 





ming, and Paul Kimble’s deep, muted bass 
lines is anything but trendy. Yet just when 
you have them pegged as a traditional 
rootsy folk band, Phillips rips into a hyper- 
distorted guitar lead, teases some whining 
feedback from his modified acoustic gui- 
tar, and throws in an unusual chord 
change that wreaks pleasant havoc with 
your expectations. 

No one in the band seems to remember 
exactly when Grant Lee Buffalo formed. 
The trio emerged slowly from the core of 
LA’s Shiva Burlesque. Or, as Phillips 
offhandedly puts it, “Somehow there was 
plenty of time in there where me, Joey, and 
Paul were left by ourselves, and that’s 
when we started loosely working at what 
we’re doing now.” 

As the band developed an instinctive 
chemistry and their powerful sense of dy- 
namics, Phillips found his unique song- 
writing voice. “I’ve used a ouija board, 
tarot cards, dictionary, television, radio, 
road maps, and even menus to generate 
song ideas,” he said while eyeing a menu 
in a North End restaurant where the band 
were having lunch during their recent trip 


to play in the Phoenix’s Best Music Poll 
celebration. “Songs can come from any 
source. Some strike me as having been 
written in a sort of subconscious way, and 
some are more mathematical. 

“Being that I can’t balance a checkbook, 
I have to work more instinctively. I don’t 
mean for the lyrics to be taken alone from 
the music, and I wrestled around with 
whether or not we should even print them, 
because they’re not meant to make dinner- 
table sense.” 

That describes the disc’s opening track, 
“The Shining Hour,” a jazzy lyrical im- 
prov about faith that free-associates his- 
torical characters like John Wilkes Booth 
and A] Capone. But beneath fuzzy’s friend- 
ly surface of catchy melodies and quirky 
wordplay lurks a more serious songwriter 
than Phillips likes to lets on. “Jupiter and 
Teardrop” is a poignant contemporary ur- 
ban love fable comparable to Lou Reed’s 
“Romeo Loves Juliet.” Lines like “She for- 
gets for a while when she tunes in on the 
dial” conjure some of Reed’s “Rock and 
Roll” magic, but Lou’s clever-yet-distant 
observations are replaced by Phillips’s less 
cynical willingness to be seduced by his 
own characters. 

This knack for drawing you into the 
emotional drama of a song is also apparent 
on the disc’s hypnotic title track (originally 
released as a single on Bob Mould’s Sin- 
gles Only Label). Here, more-oblique 
lyrics convey the sense of betrayal and 
gloomy uncertainty that descend on a fal- 
tering relationship. 

Phillips puts his neck on the line by 
mentioning the American flag and the 
Nazi swastika in the same breath on “Stars 
’n’ Stripes,” a condemnation of American 


gonzo patriotism (“the red and the white 
and the blue disease”) that’s too personal 
to be preachy. “America Snoring” is a 
noisy, angry rumination on apathy, with 
imagery culled from the LA riots (“Tanks 
came rolling down Sunset Boulevard”) 
and on-target rhymes like “They want to 
legislate the moon/They want to legislate 
the womb.” Despite Phillips’s evident dis- 
appointment, he still finds hope in “Wish 
You Well,” an apocalyptic, Dylanesque 
tune that ends optimistically with the line 
“I told you it can be helped.” 

For Kimble and Peters, Phillips’s song- 
writing is the focus of the band. As Kim- 
ble, who also produced the disc, puts it, 
“Everything serves the song, from the pro- 
duction and arranging, to the parts we 
play. I didn’t put any bass on ‘The Hook’ 
because it didn’t seem to need any, and it’s 
the best bass part I’ve ever played.” 

Kimble’s artful production brings a rich, 
organic warmth to the songs that Phillips 
attributes to “Paul’s antiquated but tried 
and tested miking methods.” Kimble takes 
a break from his pasta to elaborate: “I use 








microphone placement to capture an event 
rather than trying to manufacture one with 
processing after the fact. Everything on 


that record is either a first or second take, | 
and a lot of the vocals are either scratch | 


vocals or the first run-through. There is no 


reverb on the record. It’s just the natural | 


sound of the room, very similar to the ear- 
ly days of stereo recording. This record 
could have been released 10 years ago, or 
it could be released 10 years from now. 
It’s not stuck in a time period.” 

Phillips agrees, adding, “In the past 
we’ve probably sounded like a lot of differ- 


ent things, but we just came to a point | 


where we just play whatever is natural and 
comfortable for us. Struggling with your 


personal identity is something you can’t | 
think about every day or you’d go nuts. | 


Being Zen masters does help, but it’s 
something we try not to fall back on too 
often.” g

DAVE BRUBECK: 
A WEALTH OF ABSURDITY 


There was a time when pianist Dave 
Brubeck was sort of the jazz equiva- 
lent of J.D. Salinger: almost as mas- 
sively popular as the novelist, he was 
good enough if you were a hip kid, but 
with any luck you’d outgrow him. 
Concerning the classic quartet, which 
lasted from ’58 to ’67, the critical con- 
sensus was even crueler: alto-saxist 
Paul Desmond almost always played 
like an angel while Brubeck was, with 
equal frequency, a hopeless klutz. 

I put all this in the past tense be- 
cause the days when anyone would 
bother to argue about Brubeck are 
long gone. Possibly the arrival of the 
inevitable CD overview — Time Sig- 
natures: A Career Retrospective 
(Columbia/Legacy, 4 CDs) — will 
be the occasion of a positive re-evalu- 
ation of the pianist’s accomplish- 
ments? Yes and no. 

First, there are the carpings to 
which one must concede. Brubeck 
gives off a nerdy, theoretical vibe 
that’s at its worst when he’s talking 
about his own compositions. In the 
booklet accompanying Signatures’ 59 
tracks, he often refers to some essen- 
tially meaningless technical aspect of 





this or that song with beamish pride. 
This is understandable, if annoying, 
in the case of his dubious time exper- 
iments. It’s less so when he says of 
“The Duke,” possibly his most infec- 
tious and oft-covered song, “It goes 
through all 12 keys in its first eight 
bars. It could be the first jazz tune to 
do that.” Nobody cares, Dave. 

This plugs into the more general 
complaint that, particularly during 
the 50s, Brubeck’s fans (if not the 
pianist himself) felt that his ostenta- 
tious “seriousness” was bringing new 
intellectual depth to a music hereto- 
fore mainly primitive and unschooled 
(Brubeck’s first Columbia album was 
called Jazz Goes to College). His de- 
tractors countered that jazz was in- 
trinsically complex, that the only re- 
sult of Brubeck’s self-conscious 
reaching for complexity was that he 
didn’t swing. 

Which, with few exceptions, is 
true. But it seems an irrelevant accu- 
sation to make about a musician who 
so obviously is not interested in 
swinging in any conventional sense 
— who, from the evidence of Signa- 
tures, spent more than two decades 
resisting the dictates of jazz’s inim- 
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itable forward momentum. Brubeck 
at his peak (roughly ’50 to ’65) was 
an aggressive, extroverted player who 
rarely met a groove he didn’t want to 
subvert. It mattered little whether it 
was 4/4 or 6/8; by the climax of his 
solo he’d be pounding a dramatic 
counter-rhythm, stiffly articulating 
block chords in a weird, almost 
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robotic, manner. If you went along 
with it, it was exhilarating. If you 
didn’t, it just seemed goofy. 

When Brubeck hooked up with 
Desmond, he found a soloist who 
swung with grace and wit and — on 
the live dates at least — some pas- 
sion. Desmond was not only a foil 
but an accomplice, someone who 
could intensify the groove while the 
pianist lay in wait plotting its decon- 
struction. With the addition of drum- 
mer Joe Morello in ’58, the contrast 
deepened: typically, the drummer 
would maintain a sprightly tempo for 
some time after the pianist began his 
demented hammering. The best ex- 
ample on Signatures of the quintet in 
full eccentric bloom is the version of 
“It’s a Raggy Waltz,” from the ’63 
Carnegie Hall concert. Morello 
dances merrily while Brubeck throws 
one of his theatrical tantrums. 

Signatures focuses on the famous 
quartet — which also featured bassist 
Eugene Wright, at the very least a 
good sport — but there are also sam- 
ples of Brubeck’s other forays: the 
early octet, a classical doo-dad from 
brother Howard, two songs each with 
Carmen McRae and Louis Arm- 
strong, cuts from several post- 
Desmond sessions with Gary Mulli-

gan. Brubeck could restrain himself, 
and when he did, he sounded anony- 
mous and slightly old-fashioned. But 
when he unbuttoned, the full force of 
his idiosyncratic conception was irre- 
pressibly modern — not quite cutting 
the mustard by conventional jazz 
standards, but, taken on its own 


terms, richly absurd.

JOHN TAVENER: 
AN IKON IN SOUND 


The Jordan Hall concert of the New 
England Conservatory Orchestra on 
March 31 held three attractions: the 
return of conductor Michael Tilson 
Thomas, the appearance of young 
English cellist Steven Isserlis, and the 
US premiere of John Tavener’s The 
Protecting Veil for cello and strings. 
Isserlis soloed in the Tavener and re- 
ceived the $10,000 Piatigorsky Award 
(established by the late cellist’s wid- 
ow, Jacqueline). Indeed, the entire 
occasion was called “The Piatigorsky 
Legacy.” Throughout the evening, a 
slide of the young Piatigorsky was 
projected above the stage. The loom- 
ing presence of this dashingly roman- 
tic PR shot from the ’20s or ’30s cast 
an oddly funereal pall over the open- 
ing excerpts from Bernstein’s On the 
Town. It also reminded us that neither 
John Tavener nor Steven Isserlis in- 
vented the notion of the cello as a ve- 
hicle for romantic posturing. 
Tavener, a 49-year-old British 
composer, wrote The Protecting Veil 





at the suggestion of Isserlis, whose 
recording of the work on Virgin Clas- 
sics has become a bestseller. It’s a re- 
ligious and mystical work somewhat 
along the lines of the Slavic Minimal- 
ism of Arvo Part or Henryk Gérecki. 
Its eight continuous sections, lasting 
45 minutes, depict the life of Mary, 
not in a dramatic way, but, as Taven- 
er explains, as a meditation on “the 
cosmic beauty of the Mother of God 
and her power over a shattered 
world.” The work, an odd mixture of 
the masterful and the overblown, 
evoked an understandably mixed re- 
action on Wednesday night. 

Tavener is neither a sentimentalist 
nor a mere maker of effects. His mu- 
sical mysticism contrasts with that of 
the late Olivier Messiaen. Whereas 
the Catholic Messiaen worships in 
technicolor, Tavener, who has con- 
verted to Eastern Orthodoxy, works 
in black and white, producing what 
he calls “a lyrical ikon in sound, 
rather than in wood.” Tavener’s mu- 
sic lacks the surface appeal of Messi- 
aen’s lush harmonies, swooning 
melodies, and vivid orchestrations — 
in fact, the material of The Protecting 
Veil is simple to the point of banality. 
The orchestral accompaniment is 
equally severe, little more than a se- 
ries of drone fifths, except for a re- 
curring motive of high string clusters. 

But Tavener has what Messiaen of- 
ten lacks: a strong and original sense 
of musical structure. In each section 
of The Protecting Veil, the simple 
scalar tune repeats in a new key and 
a new register, exploring the sound of 
the cello in a way that is both sensu- 





ous and focused. As a result, whereas 
a little Messiaen goes a long way, The 
Protecting Veil becomes more inter- 
esting as it goes — not in the Cagean 
sense that the mind wanders while 
the music does nothing, but because 
Tavener’s harmonic scheme (a well- 
placed series of key centers) emerges 
with compelling power. 

With his fomantic long hair, 
Steven Isserlis looked like a cross be- 
tween a Byronic hero and a ’60s rock 
star. His swooning body language 
brought out what is silly and thin in 
Tavener’s music, as if Isserlis were 
having a profound experience playing 
The Swan an octave or two higher for 
45 minutes. Furthermore, the piece 
gave a rather limited sense of Is- 
serlis’s abilities as a cellist. Next time, 
I hope he plays some fast music, too. 

Piatigorsky himself appeared in ex- 
cerpts from a 1948 film, playing ar- 
rangements of Prokofiev and Schu- 
bert. The PR photo notwithstanding, 
the film included no romantic postur- 
ing at all. And this cellist was certainly 
not afraid of fast passages. His con- 
cept of the cello was more earth- 
bound, more entertaining, and finally 
more musical than what Tavener and 
Isserlis offered. It came as a relief and 
a pleasure. So did Stravinsky’s Fire- 
bird Suite, which ended the concert. 
The NEC orchestra sounded a little 
under-rehearsed and rough, especially 
the winds, but Tilson Thomas is an | 
ideal conductor of this music, with a 
lithe sense of rhythm and pacing.

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Madder Rose’s sweet-'n-sour sound has earned comparisons 
to a diverse list of underground heroes, including the Jesus 
and Mary Chain, Mazzy Star, and the Cowboy Junkies. Mary 
Lorson’s winsome vocals swim amongst whirlpools of hushed 
guitar, contorted white noise and sharply focused melodies. 
The debut album, Bring /t Down, offers a breadth and depth 
that’s all too rare.

Orangutang reap the major- 
label rewards of integrity

ll sorts of things can hap- 
pen when a band sign to a 
major label, but there’s one 
thing that happens almost 
every time: whenever a 
young band sign with a major, they’re in- 
variably told, “We like your music the way 
it is, we appreciate your integrity, you 
won’t have to change a thing.” If the label 
is telling you the truth, you get a legit shot 
at stardom, or at least a chance to make an 
album that truly reflects your band. If 
they’re not telling the truth, you’re 
screwed. 

From the looks of things, Orangutang 
are sitting pretty, having signed with Ima- 
go Records last year (reportedly for a big 
wad of bills, but more on that later). If the 
six-song EP The Rewards of Cruelty 
(which hits the stores this week) is any in- 
dication, Orangutang have won the most- 
desired major-label prize: a chance to do it 
their own way. What’s more, they’re fac- 
| ing a climate where success on their own 
| terms is a definite possibility. 

If the Seattle hype accomplished any- 
thing on a large scale, it proved that you 
can blur the lines between pop and punk 
and metal; a good band can now draw 
from all three audiences instead of scaring 
them all away. Some of Boston’s noblest 
commercial failures were hard-edged 
bands who didn’t fit comfortably into any 
| category. Although Bullet LaVolta, the Zu- 
| lus, and the Bags were all well-appreciated 
| in town, they had to face a national climate 
where the metalheads didn’t trust punk, 
the punks didn’t trust metal, and nobody 
trusted bands who were a little of both. 
But things have changed enough in the last 
couple of years that a band like Orangu- 
| tang — who dislike categories so much 
that they were a little bummed to place in 
the Best Metal category of the Phoenix’s 
Best Music Poll — find themselves on top 
of a trend, instead of ahead of one. 

“We played a metal club out here last 
night,” reports drummer Todd Perlmutter 
from a phone booth in Tampa. “Before we 
went on, they were playing things like 
Whitesnake and AC/DC, and we still got a 
| good response from them — even though 
we haven’t got those typical fat guitar 
| leads, and Chris never sings a note higher 
| than... (he sings a note around middle-C 
level). What I’m finding is that all kinds of 
things that were very different when I was 
in high school are looking very similar 
now.” 

“We always try to put together things 
that don’t really go together,” adds singer 
Christian Dyas. “We might be writing a 
song and we'll say, ‘Let’s put the XTC part 
next to the Jesus Lizard part, and get that 
next to the Liberace part.’ ” 

Of course, it doesn’t hurt that 
Orangutang are good at what they do — 
whatever the heck that is. Punk producer 
Don Zientara (of Fugazi and Bad Brains 
fame) oversaw the new EP (with a Fort 
Apache mix by Paul Kolderie and Sean 
| Slade), but the results are different from 
what you might expect: instead of trying to 
get the raw bluster of their best live sets 
onto disc, they’ve put the most emphasis 
on the melodies. 

Which means that the metalheads in 
Orangutang’s audience might think it 
| sounds a little wimpy, but it works fine to 
these pop-trained ears. Although David 
Steele gets his share of big guitar leads in, 
what you really notice are things like the 
hook in “Mr. Cimbalitsa” and the 






| psychedelic overtones of “Sweet Lemon 
Maureen.” You also notice that Dyas’s 





voice can sound a lot like former Human 
Sexual Response/Zulus frontman Larry 
Bangor (Orangutang’s “Gearhead” recalls 
HSR’s “Pound,” with the one-word hook 
changed to “Drive”). 

The band are quick to point out that 
The Rewards of Cruelty is meant to be 
their “indie” record, with a bigger produc- 
tion and more experiments to come on the 
full-length album they’ll make later this 
year. “We went in and banged it out,” says 
Dyas from the same phone booth. 
“There’s mistakes on it that we left in; we 
just wanted to get a snapshot of where the 
band is now. We were really impatient; we 
just wanted to get to work and get some- 
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with some of the labels. Like, Stomp Box 
are friends of ours, and I was surprised to 
hear they’d signed with Columbia, because 
we thought that label had a corporate, cut- 
throat attitude. When you wind up signing 
with a smaller label, that’s when the bigger 
ones start getting really interested. I won’t 
say who it was, but one of the labels told 
our lawyer that they were going to ruin him 
if we went with Imago.” 

The newish Imago label is one of the 
hipper ones they could have chosen; for a 
while they even had ex—Gang of Four 
drummer Hugo Burnham (who liked 
Orangutang but didn’t sign them himself) 
doing A&R. With Henry Rollins as a flag- 
ship act, and with Basehead, Pere Ubu, 
and Aimee Mann on the roster, Imago 
doesn’t sign a lot of bands that suck (all 
right, Suzanne Rhatigan does). Rumors 
have been flying about how much money 
Orangutang got, but the amount’s been 
said to include six zeroes; and the band’s 
lips are sealed. 

“We got a good deal, but it wasn’t any- 
thing outrageous,” offers Dyas. “It seems 
the amount doubles every time we hear 
about it. Sure, they must have pretty high 
hopes for us, but whether they think we'll 
sell better than Basehead or Henry Rollins, 
I don’t know. They’re definitely letting us 
do whatever our creative vision might be. If 
we go down in flames, it’s our own fault.” 

And if by chance they do mess up, they'll 
probably have a great time doing it. “Want 
to hear about our great Spinal Tap moment 
last night?” offers Perlmutter. “We were 
playing in Tampa, and Dave was jumping 
around a whole lot. I looked over and he 
was trying to get the roadie’s attention; 
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sound would be up my alley — which it is, 
with a nice rough guitar, exuberant vocals, 
and a mess of hooks. 

That’s the good news. The problem I 
have is the same problem that some other 
people used to have with Big Dipper. 
Namely, I’ll be damned if I can figure out 
what most of these songs are supposed to 
be about, other than that at least three 
mention people who float out of their bod- 
ies, and Jesus turns up in a couple others. 
It was only a matter of time before some- 
one wrote a song called “A Dong Market” 
(for you non-Allstonians, that’s really the 
name of a store across the street from Bun- 
ratty’s); but what it has to do with this par- 
ticular tune is anybody’s guess. I like Bulk- 
head best when they tone down the clever- 
ness and zero in on a catchy chorus, which 
they do to good effect on “Two Different 
Languages” and “Psychic.” Would they 
consider writing a dumb love song or 
something next time, just to prove they can 
do it?

thing done immediately. Some of the ma- 
jor labels we talked to thought that an EP 
was a waste of time.

Orangutang were only two years old 
when major labels started sniffing around 
them last summer, thanks mainly to a 
strong showing in the preliminaries of last 
year’s WBCN Rumble. The semifinals went 
less well, thanks to an equipment failure 
early in the set. “The sub-woofer power 
died, leaving us with these tinny high fre- 
quencies. We were the mice of rock that 
night,” Perlmutter says. They lost the semis 
to Concussion Ensemble — “which is fine, 
because they rule.” Still, the Rumble was 
enough to cement a reputation that had al- 
ready been building for a while, and they 
spent most of last fall getting courted. 

“We were probably helped by the Nir- 
vana hype and the Helmet hype,” Dyas 
says. “There was some definite weirdness 


something had just gone wrong. Then I saw 
that his hair had got caught in his guitar.”

kay, so it did get a little 
crowded for Best Music 
Poll night on Lansdowne 
Street this year. But hon- 
est, we really didn’t think 
| that massive crowds were going to turn up 
| if we brought in more than a dozen hot 
| bands in one night. We really didn’t think 
| more than a few people would care if we 
| included alternative gods like Helmet and 
| Perry Farrell’s new addiction, Porno for 
| Pyros. And we certainly didn’t think it 
| would help much if we gave you the whole 
| shebang for a reasonable price, and gave 
| the proceeds to a worthy cause (the AIDS 
Action Committee and Multicultural AIDS 
Coalition) while we were at it. Really, we 
never dreamed of it. (The Orpheum end of 
the festivities on March 31 included the 
| Mighty Mighty Bosstones, Black 47, Belly, 
and Social Distortion.) 

In truth, even we Phoenix types had to 
spend some time braving the crowds last 
Wednesday night. But once inside, you got 
to gorge on a wide variety of sounds — 
| mostly from new and highly touted bands, 
| but with a few old friends as well. In the 
latter category falls Robyn Hitchcock, who 
| opened the night with a short but master- 
ful acoustic set, and Seka, who opened the 
metal-edged line-up at Venus de Milo and 
are clearly primed for a national breakout, 
with their Sire debut wrapped up and 
| ready to go. 

Newer bands rolling into town included 
rootsy blasters the Gin Blossoms and the 
British act Starclub (sounding more 
Manchester-ish than their debut album 
| would indicate). But the new band making

The night only got noisier as it went on, 
with the raw power of Helmet at Venus 
and the not-so-raw power of 808 State at 
Avalon. Whether you prefer the first 
band’s wall of guitar or the second’s hard 
techno edge, sensory overload was the or- 
der of the night. And School of Fish, who 
did the closing set at Axis, came through 
with a loud guitar attack that their albums 
have barely caught. 

Meanwhile at Avalon, Perry Farrell was 
busy doing his Perry Farrell thing. Grant- 
ed, the guy’s self-importance has long 
since spun out of control (couldn’t he have 
come up with a more worthwhile state- 
ment on AIDS than to assure us all that he 
hasn’t got it?). But he still knows how to 
put a hot band together, and Porno (play- 
ing one of a small handful of dates preced- 
ing their first album) showed some of the 
same ferocity of Jane’s Addiction on a 
good night. Besides, Perry’s cut his hair 
short, so that means we’ll be seeing fewer 
trendy types with dreadlocks from now on. 

Credit also goes to the line-up of local 
bands — 32-20’s, Mighty Joe Young, City 
This, and Sidewalk Gallery — who had 
the thankless task of playing against the 
heavy hitters; their acoustic showcase at 
Bill’s Bar made it the ideal place to chill 
out. And as usual, thanks to all of the 
Phoenix/WFNX’s impeccably hip readers 
and listeners for making it all happen.

Pere Ubu celebrate and 
subvert generic rock and roll

tory of My Life (Imago) 
makes a strong claim for 
Pere Ubu as one of the 
great American roots-rock 
bands — except that the 
roots are everywhere and the vine itself is a 
genetic hybrid. Throughout their 18-year 
history of wild experimentation and anti- 
pop blasts of noise, the band have had a 
firm grasp on rock’s core — the multiplic- 
ity of forms, from rockabilly to blues to 
R&B, that are at the heart of the music. 
With all their odd juxtapositions of sonic 
effects and styles, Ubu know how a rock 
song goes. As an industry wag put it to me 
once, “If Guns N’ Roses covered ‘Final 
Solution,’ it would go multi-platinum.” 

In previous lifetimes, you could expect 





| the band, despite their.catchy college-radio 


hits, to crank out the occasionally impene- 
trable squall. But since 1989’s major-label 
breakthrough Cloudland, they’ve pretty 
much settled into happy middle age, trying 
to take their rightful slice of the alterna- 
tive-rock pie. (Check the irony of Ubu 


| opening for the Pixies, just one of their 





musical progeny, at the Orpheum last 
year.) And they’ve done it without com- 
promising their dense vision. 

Story of My Life shows Pere Ubu contin- 
uing to enjoy their role as modern-rock 
godfathers. It opens with a classic Ubu 
juxtaposition — classic in its unlikeliness. 
David Thomas’s unaccompanied wheezing 
melodeon pumps out an oom-pah-pah 
rhythm, and the instrument is so closely 
miked you can hear the keys clicking un- 
der his fingers. Meanwhile, Thomas sings 


in his trademark warble, “It’s the kiss of 
the tears, stinging and cold/The sum of 
the years, the story untold.” The flavor of 
elegy, the intimations of myth and immor- 
tality — not your usual fare for the open- 
ing of a rock album, especially when it’s 
followed by the band’s deep-voiced multi- 
ple harmony back-up: “Throwing time 
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away/Throwing time away.” That chorus, 
the rhythmic lilt, and the melodeon give 
the song the flavor of a sea chanty before 
Thomas announces flatly ‘Rock’ and un- 
leashes a shit storm of electric guitar and 
feedback over the same reassuring chords. 

In Pere Ubu’s hands, such sudden shifts 
are all of a piece, even when the sound of a 
slamming door brings back the quiet 
melodeon theme, which segues hard into 
the next song, a big-beat stomp called 
“Come Home.” (That song, say the press 
notes, was built on short-wave signals 
monitored by Ubu percussionist Scott 
Krauss.) Ubu established their under- 
ground cachet because of their attractive 
marginality (they made noises where few 
bands dared to make them — and they 
came from Cleveland!) combined with 
their ability to rock. But over time, other 
qualities have proven just as durable. One 
of them is Thomas’s singing style; that 
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middie age and enjoying their role as modern-rock godfathers.

warble may sound of another planet, but 
its idiosyncratic rhythmic push and its ag- 
gressive manipulation of pitch come from 
the blues. 

The band’s other durable commodity is 
their thematic material. Their early music 
was born of the bleak abandoned Cleve- 
land cityscape they embraced. These days 
they traverse the whole country. Cloudland 
projected inner qualms onto the signposts 


of the American countryside. Worlds in | 
Collision (1991) expanded the theme of | 


urban decay to the planet, and a typical 
blues reference got a poetic twist into a 
meditation on, among other things, the 
ozone layer (“I Hear They Smoke the Bar- 
becue”). 

Story of My Life continues to subvert the 
generic while celebrating it. “Heartbreak 
Garage”. joins Elvis’s legacy with Ubu’s 
own “avant-garage” label and asks 
straight-faced, “Where do the broken- 
hearted park their cars?” “Louisiana Train 
Wreck” takes us to that long-familiar 
home of the blues, “down by the river- 
side,” and glimpses steamboats and Clap- 
ton-like blues guitar. And “Postcard” is a 
noise-and-steady-beat procession of 
Thomas’s increasingly absurd improvised 
imagery: “A baked potato from Boise, Ida- 
ho/A giant trout from Boston, Massachu- 
setts .. . flaming watermelons from Dallas, 
Texas.” 

As usual, Ubu’s mix of the generic and 
the particular, bonded by the surreal, is al- 
ways reaching for the universal — that in- 
finite squall just beyond the frame of tradi- 
tional blues & roots. The love song “Kath- 
leen” veers from heartbreak to parody and 
back (“Self-pity — it’s a terrible thing to 
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waste,” sings/speaks Thomas). But the | 


song’s yearning always feels bigger than 
the nominal object of its affection. 


There’s also the drift of the comic | 
recitation of the title song, with its list of | 


childhood calamities, such as stepping on 


a bee and getting a hand slammed in a car | 
door, followed by the conclusion: “Little | 


did I know that darker clouds were gath- 
ering on the horizon.” Making fun of 
generic autobiographical foreshadowing, 


Thomas nonetheless uses “the story of my | 


life” to tell all our stories. Forever alienat- |

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Peacock’s tale 


Diving into the vaults of 
Texas’s greatest R&B label

y nearly all accounts, Don 
Robey was a hood, a 
tough guy who bullied 
and cheated the artists 
who worked for his Hous- 
ton-based Duke and Peacock record la- 
bels. He was a hardball player with a repu- 
tation for crookedness that was reinforced 
by his habit of cutting songs after their au- 
thors had signed over all rights for a mere 
$50 — and then claiming the royalties un- 
der the pseudonym Deadric Malone. He 





| was also known for the proliferation of 


guns, knives, and other weapons that were 
de rigueur in his offices. 

Some people who were close to the 
Robey organization even put forth the the- 
ory that it might have been he who — in 
the heat of a contract dispute — pulled the 
trigger on Johnny Ace backstage at the 
Houston Civic Auditorium in 1954, and 
that the story of the 25-year-old hitmaker 
icing himself in a game of Russian roulette 
is phony. But one thing’s certain: Robey’s

Duke-Peacock’s Greatest Hits, The Best of 


| Duke-Peacock Blues, Hound Dog (a Big 


Mama Thornton collection), The Soul of 
O.V. Wright, Junior’s Blues (the first volume 
of Junior Parker’s work for Duke), and the 


double-CD Bobby Bland set called J Pity the 
Fool/The Duke Recordings. Which can be 
recommended? Blissfully, all six, but most 
highly the single-artist releases, which make 
an effortless case for the greatness of Bland, 
Parker, Thornton, and Wright. 

The Wright is especially welcome, since 
this soul-singing giant’s finest material has 
long been available only on expensive im- 
ports or in used-record stores, where vinyl 
is now almost as rare a commodity as it is 
in chain stores. Raised in the church and 
trained in gospel, the field in which he 
made his debut as a member of the Sunset 
Travelers, Wright has a rough-edged 
voice, that of a seeker who’s lost: plaintive, 
romantic, aching. 

Among the tracks from 1965 to 1972 
are Wright’s signature number, the defini- 
tive hard-luck story “A Nickel and a Nail,” 
and his two chart hits, the ballads “You’re 
Gonna Make Me Cry” and his heartbreak- 
ing parable about a loveless world called 
“Eight Men, Four Women.” It’s on those 
two numbers, as well as the closing pairing 
of “Motherless Child” and “I’m Going 
Home (To Live with God),” that he stands 
as the red-clay equivalent of Sam Cooke, 
his soaring phrasing and gently swinging 
vocals providing a glimpse into the emo- 
tional core that’s the source of all gospel, 
blues, and soul. It’s simply a matter of dis- 
tribution that kept Wright from becoming a 
near-rival of Otis Redding; try as he might, 
Robey could never take his artists into the 
marketplace as effectively as Ahmet and 
Neshui Ertegun’s Atlantic Records. 

Otherwise, Bobby Bland, who’s still a lion 
on stage today, would also have become a 
superstar. Instead, he remains the definitive 
practitioner of uptown, big-band blues and 
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the genre’s strongest singer of lovers’ mu- 
sic. I Pity the Fool, named after one of 
Bland’s most popular and most covered 
hits, offers a generous 44 numbers chock 
full of swinging blues, his elegant singing, 
glove-fitted horn charts, and stingy guitar 
from the likes of quintessential sideman 
Wayne Bennett and madman Pat Hare. 

Bland’s entire turf is covered here, from 
the aching done-me-wrong “Bobby’s 
Blues” to the casually vengeful “Farther Up 
the Road.” Combining the sophistication of 
the uptown crooner with the growls of the 
Hell-fired Delta bluesman, Bland makes 
these numbers perpetually seductive. (I’ve 
heard this collection eight or nine times al- 
ready, and I still anticipate the next listen.) 
All that’s missing is his classic Bennett-ar- 
ranged “Stormy Monday” and his shim- 
mery come-on “Turn On Your Lovelight,” 
which can be found on the blues volume 
along with early work from Gatemouth 
Brown, Roscoe Gordon, Fenton Robinson, 
Larry Davis (whose “Texas Flood,” includ- 
ed here, became a cornerstone of Steve 
Ray Vaughan’s repertoire), and others. 

Big Mama Thornton’s Hound Dog is 
primal rock and roll. A raggedy, raw- 
boned hipster with a hard-as-nails deliv-

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ery, she tears a holé through the title track 
and other defiant, pre-feminist screeds like 
“Stop a-Hoppin’ on Me” and “Just like a 
Dog, Barking Up the Wrong Tree.” 
Thornton never had hits the size of 
Bland’s or Ace’s (despite Robey’s pairing 
her with Ace for “Yes, Baby”), but here’s 
proof that her performing spirit was better 
than a match for her girth. 

And finally there’s the Parker, providing 
18 cuts from Duke’s most popular blues 
artist. The harpman and singer’s 1954 “I 
Wanna Ramble,” which kicks things off, 
was later recycled by Magic Sam as “I 
Wanna Boogie.” But the original is pow- 
ered by Parker’s long, slinky vocal lines. 
The frequently anthologized “Driving 
Wheel” and familiar tunes like “The 
Things I Used To Do,” “Yonder’s Wall,” 
and “Sweet Home Chicago” all get the 
classy Parker treatment — gritty blues 
with an uptown feel courtesy of his melis- 
matic singing (sweetened all the more with 
plenty of echo) and buttoned-down horn 
arrangements. Like Bland, he was a corn- 
bred-fed crooner who could make the 
ladies swoon. And like the rest of the 
Duke/Peacock reissues, Junior’s Blues is 
still pure joy. QO

Boston Musica Viva celebrates 
composer Henry Brant

ne problem with contem- 
porary-music concerts is 
that it’s hard to get a grip 
on a lot of different com- 
posers whose work you 
haven’t had the opportunity to follow. I was 
thinking at the Boston Musica Viva’s trib- 
ute to that eternal naughty boy of American 
music, Henry Brant (radio composer, Hol- 
lywood film-scorer, son of Ives and Satie), 
that the best new-music concerts I’ve been 
to have included Musica Viva director 
Richard Pittman’s programs devoted to a 
single composer: Aaron Copland, for in- 
stance, or Elliott Carter, whose 85th birth- 
day BMV will celebrate next season. 

The Brant evening was a delight, with the 
spry soon-to-be-octogenarian scurrying 
gnome-like about the stage under his black 
eye-visor and performing in every piece on 
the program: “From the Great Depression 
to the Great Recession.” “I’ve been com- 
posing for 63 years,” Brant announced at a 
pre-concert talk for which he arrived nearly 
half an hour late (he’d been napping). 

The event had been advertised as a 
“viewing of Henry Brant’s own film in the 





style of the Marx Brothers.” This turned 
out to be a rather feeble videotape self- 
satire of Brant’s own “spatial music,” 
made, he said, “about 15 years ago on a 
cold day in Vermont.” The whimsy of 
cymbals played in a bathtub, or a trom- 
bone in a closet, raised ominous but, as it 
turned out, unnecessary doubts about the 
rest of the evening. 

Brant began composing “spatial” music 
in 1950, and we got to sample two recent 
examples. In An Era Any Time of Year (A 
Walking Ceremony), a Boston premiere 
dating from 1987, a baritone (Michael In- 
gham, who arrived with Brant from Santa 
Barbara) stalked around the auditorium 
and balcony of Pickman Concert Hall in- 
toning the obscure verses of Louis 
Zukovsky (the “recondite Brooklyn poet” 
who uses words like “thrums,” “foison,” 
“flounce,” “prattle,” and “plinth” — and 
“hectic” as a noun). Meanwhile Brant 
made sparks shimmer and fly from piano 
strings struck and strummed by drum- 
sticks, and percussionist Dean Anderson 
wandered back and forth from timpani on 
stage to vibraphone in the house and 
glockenspiel in the balcony. Modal chords 
with eerie harmonies reminiscent of 
Stravinsky’s Symphonies of Wind Instru- 
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ments punctuated the chant like 
so many Gregorian “Amens.” 

The “Ambulant Spatial Can- 
tata” Pathways to Security 
(“There are none,” Brant as- 
serted) was written for BMV in 
1990, and it’s a more ambi- 
tious, inventive, and finally 
more moving use of similar 
ideas. This time the strolling 
baritone intoned non-words. 
Brant was up in the balcony 
playing keyboard mouth organ, 
along with flutist Renée Krimsi- 
er and bass-clarinettist William 
Wrzesien; piano (Hugh Hin- 
ton), harp (Stacey Shames, 
playing a part that Brant added 
for this performance), and per- 
cussion (Anderson) surrounded 
conductor Pittman on stage, 
and a string quartet (Nancy 
Cirillo, violin; Kazuko Matsusa- 
ka, viola; Ronald Lowry, cello; 
and James Orleans, bass) 
played from the sides of the 
hall. Pittman cued it with gestures that 
mimicked the instruments cued (a device 
invented by who else but Brant). 

Pathways begins as a slow-moving 
lamentation, gets faster, more staccato, 
then lighter and more syncopated, and fi- 
nally dissolves trancelike into the ether — 
strings getting higher, Ingham singing 
falsetto (a counter-baritone?), Anderson 
and Hinton bowing the sensitive edges of 
the vibraphone keys, and the harp growing 
infinitely fainter with each pluck. An un- 
sympathetic soul might grumble “New 
Wave” and “California Music,” but I 
found it magical and utterly riveting. 

All Soul’s Carnival (1949) sounds like 
Stravinsky’s Histoire du Soldat with an ac- 
cordion (played by Katherine Matasy) suf- 
fering from delirium tremens. Brant added 
new glockenspiel and xylophone parts that 
he played himself (Pittman revealed that 
this is Brant’s way of not getting nervous 
listening to his own music). After the 
“Overture,” he stepped forward and con- 
fided to the audience that the “mixed-up 
chronology” of the program was making 
him think about things he’d “rather forget 
about” and not his newer work. And per- 
haps if this piece, or the earlier Music for an 
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RICHARD PITTMAN: applause for the 


director’s single-composer programs. 


Imaginary Ballet (1946), with its kitchen 
knives placed across the piano strings to al- 
ter the timbre, didn’t sound so good, you 
might feel they had a tad too much charm: 
too many “out-of-tune” chords or clunking 
stops in the “wrong” place. 

And yet Hommage aux Fréres Marx (writ- 
ten in 1938 for a concert on the St. Regis 
Hotel roof), with Brant playing eccentric pi- 
ano and operatic cadenzas on a tin penny- 
whistle, had a deranged exuberance that 
seemed, like the Marx Brothers themselves, 
more deeply dangerous than merely charm- 
ing. “Chico” (the first movement) was posi- 
tively loopy in its combination of sentimen- 
tal extravagance and keyboard shenanigans; 
“Groucho,” the brilliant Scherzo, had a 
quotation from Tristan leering from the 
midst of Gilbert-&-Sullivan—ish patter mu- 
sic; “Harpo” began as solemn recessional 
and ended with careering harp arpeggios 
and Brant’s wild keyboard-length piano 
glissandos up the wazoo. 

The performances were perfection — in 
both technique and tone. Next fall you’ll 
be able to get the CD recorded by New- 
port Classics the day after the concert, 
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SPRING is here and there’s never been a better time to 
meet someone special!

And make no 
mistake, the man is great, playing 
flute and tenor and soprano sax 
with smarts, agility, and a hard yet 
wise tone. His robust solos on 
“Bye Bye Baby” and “It’s You or 
No One” shoot out ideas at blind- 
ing speed, now graceful, now 
recklessly careering; the sax-and- 
drums opening of “Angel Eyes” is 
a terrific example of what used to 
be called “energy playing.” 

But the real star here is Pat 
Metheny, playing the most nasty, 
atonal, wonderful guitar he’s ever 
| committed to tape. Instead of his 
usual well-rounded warmness, 
Metheny gets a thin, dirty sound, 
and he makes the most of it (in 
other words, this ain't Secret Story). 
He plays as if the world were at 
stake — dissonant half-step inter- 
vals on “Lament,” dark detuned 
acoustic chords on “Lush Life,” and 
a fuzzed-out guitar-synth excursion 
on “You Don't Know What Love Is” 
that culminates in shrieks and 
grunts. After his supremely mathe- 
matical solo on “The Best Thing for 
You,” he even scratches his pick 
over the strings for nails-on-chalk- 
board effects. Thomas and 
Metheny make a tremendous team; 
let's hope they do more together.

*** Abbey Lincoin, DEVIL’S 
GOT YOUR TONGUE (Verve). 
The 62-year-old jazz chanteuse 
boasts precision both of diction 
and of purpose. With the help of 
bassist Marcus McLaurine, pianist 
Rodney Kendrick, drummers 
Grady Tate and Yoron Israel, trom- 
bonist J.J. Johnson, Stanley 
Turrentine on tenor sax, and the 
Staple Singers and Babatunde 
Olatunji, Lincoln, who wrote nine 
of the disc's 11 tunes, has pro- 
duced a flawed but intensely per- 
sonal statement. If her homilies 
are reminiscent of an overly 
earnest schootteacher, her certi- 
tude carries the day. 

“Rainbow,” featuring a chil- 
dren's chorus and spare lines from 
Kendrick, nicely updates A Charlie 
Brown Christmas. “A Circle of 
Love,” with the same chorus, is a 
bit too sugary. “Jungle Queen” is 
affectingly playful, driven by the 
polyrhythms of Olatunji and Co. 
Among the most effective num- 
bers are the metaphor-laden trib- 
utes to her parents, though the |I- 
contain-multitudes theme of 
“People in Me” tries too hard by 
half. But at its best, Lincoln's 
smoky voice slices cleanly to a 
lyric’s heart; exhibit A is the certain 
grace she bestows on Frank 
Loesser's all-too-relevant “Spring 
| Will Be a Little Late This Year.”

TOUGH (Warner Bros.). “Every- 
body's dreaming of all they've got 
to live for” sings Sarah Cracknell 
on the opening “Mario's Cafe.” Set 
in a coffee shop in London's 
Kentish Town, on a rainy morning 
when the patrons’ hopes seem to 
be merging with the drizzle, the 
song is an appropriate starting 
point for the second album from 
this underrated British synth-pop 
trio. Adults smitten with the roman- 
tic promise of city life, Saint 
Etienne bring to So Tough the 
touching melancholy expectation 
of a teenage shopping trip — 
those excursions where you're 
convinced the key to changing 
your life lies around the corner 
with the purchase of the perfect 
shirt or album. It's a world where 
the line “Jeans are old and your 
hair's all wrong” is shorthand for 
an emotional funk. 

Punctuated with bits recorded 
from TV, old movies, and the cor- 
ner pub, the album sometimes 
sounds as if it had been put 
together from the sweepings of 
Magical Mystery Tour-era 
Beatles. Bob Stanley and Pete 
Wiggs can go in for a bit too 
much sonic noodling, but mostly 
their synths are capable of almost 
as much warmth as Cracknell's 
airy, feathery voice. She sounds 
as if she'd sublimated all the 
longing of '60s British female pop 
into a thought balloon floating 
above her head. The unity here 
comes from a shared love of pop. 
When the band urge you to “join 
our club,” all you have to do to 
sign up is listen.

**1/2 Daniel Lanois, FOR THE 
BEAUTY OF WYNONA (Warner 
Bros). Lanois was born to an 
Acadian family in Canada, so it's 
not surprising that his exquisitely 
textured music sounds a lot like 
the similarly exquisite sound of 
CKOI, Montreal's major station. 
Trouble is, there's more to musical 
cadence — and to CKO! — than 
exquisite notes. Just as speech 
needs to move from unaccented to 
accented syllables, so music of 
unrelieved intensity without synco- 
pation wears you down. Songs like 
“The Messenger,” “Brother L.A.,” 
and “Still Learning How To Crawl” 
parade an endless stream of com- 
plex guitar tonalities that never 
resolve; the music hangs in the air, 
as self-absorbed as disco at its 
most internalized. 

It's easy to be amazed when 
Lanois, in keeping with his history 
as an Eno collaborator, coaxes his 
succulent guitar notes to one 
nuanced melancholy or celebra- 
tion after another. But don't expect 
that the Dylan-to-Springsteen 
melodies he clings to will have any 
room for drama or rhythm. And, 
except in “The Collection of Marie 
Claire,” there's no recognition that 
there are other people out beyond 
his lips and fingers.

** 700 Miles, SEVEN HUN- 
DRED MILES (RCA). Named after 
the distance they traveled from 
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ABBEY LINCOLN: despite homilies, certitude carries the day. 


New York City to Detroit to record 
their first demo — the same one 
that got them signed — 700 Miles 
instinctively arrive at a sound 
that's halfway between Buffalo 
Tom's gritty innocence and the 
new-classic rock of bands like 
Pearl Jam. Their homonymous 
debut is basically a compilation of 
those original Detroit recordings, 
which lends it a nice, unself- 
consciously rough-around-the- 
edges feel. But only half of the 
tunes are strong enough to cut 
through the murky, reverb-heavy 
production. 

Beneath John Carlin’s relaxed 
churning guitar, bassist Tom Clapp 
and drummer Justin Guip supply a 
solid and varied rhythmic founda- 
tion that's more than capable of 
supporting the power-trio concept. 
At times, Carlin’s cathartic vocal 
delivery makes him sound a little 
too much like a graduate from the 
Eddie Vedder school of dver-emot- 
ing. That's the right approach for 
“Message,” an obliquely desperate 
song that builds dynamically on a 
three-chord theme and would 
make a great single. But enjoyable 
tracks like “Rachel,” “Marry Me,” 
and “Cherish This” don't have 
enough lyrical substance or 
melodic depth to leave a lasting 
impression.

*x* Pavement, WATERY 
DOMESTIC (Matador). Unim- 
pressed but not unamused by 
themselves and their marginal 
place in the world, these California 
wastrels come to their careful 
hooks, sha-la-la choruses, and 
genuine shows of emotion as nat- 
urally as they do their ragged play- 
ing, feedback crack-ups, and free- 
association rants. For thousands 
of hangnail-picking, self-conscious 
boheems, that makes them the 
heroes of the moment — one of 
the few American indie bands out 
there willing and able to balance 
the contrasting shibboleths of 
fuck-it-all anarchy and deep 
romanticism. 

On last summer's S/anted & 
Enchanted, they had the room to 
explore fully this amazing feat. 
The most fuck-it-all thing about 
this offhand little EP, though, is its 
length. The four tracks here are 
neatly divided between two slightly 
grungy and two rather beautiful 
mid-tempo tunes, and these rela- 
tively straightforward, subtle songs 
set up a ruminative mood that the 
album leaves hanging, unre- 
solved, by its abrupt ending. 
Which doesn't mean, of course, 
that the ruminations don’t shine 
and cut like broken glass while 
they last.

kkk Virginia Eskin, FLUFFY 
RUFFLE GIRLS: WOMEN IN 
RAGTIME (Northeastern). Some- 
one says “ragtime” and you think 
Scott Joplin, or Irving Berlin, or 
maybe E.L. Doctorow. This irre- 
sistibly syncopated music seems 
primarily male-originated and male 
oriented — saloon or brothel 
music that finally went respec- 
table. 

But pianist Virginia Eskin has a 
surprise for us. These piano rags 
were all written by women, mostly 
during the heyday of ragtime, 
between the Gay — or Naughty — 
Nineties and World War |. And 
most of them, including two 
intriguing contemporary rags by 
Judith Lang Zaimont, are more 
technically complex than the rags 
we're more familiar with. (Most of 
these selections were released on 
LP in 1987, but three, including 
Irene Giblin's breath-catching 
“Black-Feather Two-Step,” were 
newly recorded for this CD.) 

Carolynn A. Lindeman'’s infor- 
mative liner notes point out that 
playing the piano used to be pri- 
marily woman's work. When young 
middle-class women heard piano 








rags played in the local five-and- 
dimes by sheet-music sales 
clerks, they brought the music 
home and even began to com- | 
pose. Ragtime was becoming 
domestic though not completely 
domesticated. We find such 
kitchen-and-cupboard titles as 
“Red Peppers,” “Pickles and 
Peppers,” “Chicken Chowder,” 
“Dusty Rag,” and “Dish Rag.” 





Then again, there's also “The 
Thriller!” by May Aufderheide and 
Charlotte Blake's “That Poker 
Rag.” 

Eskin is a wonderful advocate 
for these pieces. Her witty rhyth- 
mic changes, her impressive vari- 
ety of touch — now slyly delicate, 
now boisterous and clangy — are 
the signs of a classical virtuoso, 
but “serious” musicians don't often 
play with such freshness, such 
toe-tapping, leg-shaking rightness 
of style, when they turn to popular 
forms. For a serious disc — a his- 
tory of popular culture, social his- 
tory, and the history of yet one 
more overlooked contribution to 
the arts by women — this is also a 
lot of fun.

x xxx Serge Koussevitzky, 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
STRAVINSKY: PETRUSHKA 
SUITE; MUSSORGSKY: PIC- 
TURES AT AN EXHIBITION 
(Pearl). Our city’s orchestra has a 
glorious past, one that often 
seems more glowing than its pre- 
sent. This new disc from Pearl, 
which focuses on the BSO as it 
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was some 60 years ago, sheds a 
lot of light on the differences. 

Serge Koussevitzky was al- 
ready world-famous as a double- 
bass virtuoso, music publisher, 
and champion of modern music in 
1924 when he arrived in Boston 
for what would be a 25-year stay. 
This 1928 Petrushka, his first 
recording with the orchestra, 
shows how much progress he had 
already made in making the BSO 
his. The performance is alight with 
detail, the collapse into the 
“Peasant with Bear” section being 
especially noteworthy. 

The disc also offers the Pas de 
Deux from Stravinsky's Apollo 
(with an iridescence in the strings 
that could come only from this 
Rolls Royce of orchestras) and a 
1940 reading of Stravinsky's 
Capriccio for Piano and Orchestra. 
But the highpoint is the 1930 per- 
formance of the Mussorgsky- 
Ravel Pictures at an Exhibition, a 
piece whose orchestral version 
Koussevitzky himself commis- 
sioned in 1922. The various sec- 
tions are characterized more 
idiosyncratically than is the prac- 
tice now; some of Koussevitzky’s 
tempos may seem willful, but it's 
clear this is a first-rate intellect 
grappling with the music. The 
sound too is sharply defined, a 
refreshing change from today's 
mushy homogeneity; it's also 
amazingly good.

Arthur Hiller's comedy about three 
couples dealing with marriage at 
different stages of life and with dif- 
ferent attitudes about commitment 
has hardly a scene that doesn't 
strain in the attempt to make you 
believe that any two of these char- 
acters would cross each other's 
path. Only Beau Bridges and 
Stockard Channing squeeze a few 
drops of blood from this stone, by 
infusing their dull counterculturist 
parts with believable middle-age 
angst.

John Sayles returns to the reflec-

sis, and Southern hospitality. 
Unfortunately, it takes two and a 
half hours of his quirky bathos and 
Mary McDonnell complaining in a 
wheelchair to get them there.
